(19) “ dairy ” includes any farm, cattle-shed, 
cow-house, milk-store, milk-shop, or other 
place from which milk is supplied only on, or for, 
sale or in which milk is kept, or used for tho 
purposes of sale, or manufacture into butter, 
ghee, cheese, curds, or dried or condensed milk, 
for sale, 

and in the case of a dairyman, who does not 
occupy any premises for the saie of milk, includes 
the place where he keeps the vessels used by him 
for the sale of milk, but does not include — 

fa) a shop from which milk is not supplied 
otherwise than in properly closed and unopened 
receptacles in which it was delivered to the shop, 
or 

{()) a sliop or ot her pla< e in whi(di milk is sold 
for consumption on the premises only, or 

(c) a shop or place from which milk is sold or 
supplied in henneti(;a]Iy closed and unopened 
receptacles in the same original condition in which 
it was first received in such shop or place ; 


'20) “ dairyman ** includes any occupier of 
a dairy, any cow-keeper who trades in milk, 
or any seller of milk whether wholesale, or by 
retail ; 

{21) “ dangerous disease ” means — 

{a) (-holcra, plague, small-pox, 'cerebrospinal 
meningitis and diptheria ; afld 

(b) any other epidemic, endemic or infectious 
disease which the Local Government may, by 
notification in the Calcutta Gazette^ declare to 
be a dangerous disease for tho purposes of tht 
Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, as in force In the 
town of Howrah. 

(41) “ milk includes cream, skimmed milk, 
separated milk and condensed and dessicated 
milk. 


Chapter XXIX- Milk-supply. 

Special powers to the Commissioners. 

427. In addition to the other powers and 
duties conferred or imposed on them by or under 
those provisions or any Act, for the time being 
ip force, the Commissioners, in their discretion, 
may— 

(/) establish, furnish, and maintain municipal 
dairies, grazing grounds, cattle-shecls and cow- 
houses either w’ithin or without tho town of 
Howrah. 

(ii) subject to such terms and conditions as the 
Commissioners may think fit to impose, subsidize 
by such means as they may (Consider proper 
or giiarantc^e the payment from tlie funds at 
their disposal of siich sums as they may think 
fit, by way of interest on the capital expended 
on the establishment, extension, maintenance, 
equipment or furnishing of privately owmed 
grazing grounds or private dairies either within 
or without tha town of Howrah. 

(m) provide or assist in tlu? ])rovision of, 
facilities for, and in connection with, the trans- 
port of milk and other dairy produce to tht 
town of Howrah from any municipal or private 
dairy ; 

(iv) purchase, maintain, or dispose of stud- 
bulls and take such ot|er measures as may 
appear to the Commitilonart to be desirable 
with a view to improving tlie local breed of 
cattle ; and 

(v) establish, furnish, and maintain depot 
or stores for the sal© of milk and other dairy 
produce from municipal and other dairies. 


Licensing of dairyman. 

428. (/) No person shall, without or otherwise 

than in conformity with the terms of a license 
granted by the Commiuionors in that behalf — 

(а) carry on in the town of Howrah the trade 
or business of a dairyman ; or 

(б) use any place in tho town of Howrah 

for the sale of milk. • 

(2) Nothing in sub-section (J) shall apply to 
the sale of i^lk in any hotel or eating-house for 
consumption on the premises.

SAOTTARY OONDmON OF DAIRIES BEFORE 

GEAKTIXO MOBNSE UNDER SECTION 428. 

429. No person shall be licensed under sec- 
tion 428, Biib-Boction (/), unless the Commiltionorti 
after due inquiry, are satisfied that the milk 
is obtained by him from a dairy, whether within 
or without the town of Howrah, in which the 
provisions for the ventilation, including air- 
space, and the cleansing, drainage and water- 
supply are such as in the opinion of the Com- 
miMionors are necessary or proper — 

(а) for the licalth and good condition of the 
milch-cattle therein, 

(б) for the cloaniiness of milk vessels used 
therein containing milk for sale, and 

(c) for the protection of the milk against 
infecition or contamination. 

Power to require dairymen to furnish 
TIST OF sources of supply. 

430. If the Health Oflficer has reason to believe 
that any person in the town of Howrah is suffering 
or is lik(ily to suffer from a dangerous disease 
attributable to milk supplied in the town of 
Howrah from any dairy situated within or with- 
out tho town of Howrah, or that the consumption 
of milk from such place is likely to cause any 
person in tho town of Howrah to suffer from 
a dangerous disease, the Health Officer may re- 

? [uire the person supplying the milk to 
urnish, within a reasonable time to bo fixed 
by the Health Officer, a complete list of all 
dairies from which that person’s supply of milk 
is deiivod or has been derived during the 
last six weeks, and, if the supply or any part 
of it is obtained through any other juirson, may 
make a similar requisition upon him ; and every 
person on whom any such requisition is made 
shall comply therewith. 

Inspection of dairies and pROiiiBiTroN of 

MILK-SUPPLY. 

431. (J) The Health Officer may inspect, 
with a qualified Veterinary Surgeon, any dairy 
referred tD in section 43(vfand the milch -cattle 
therein, and if, on such inspection, the Health 
Officer is of opinion that the dangerous disease 
is caused or is likely to bo caused from consump- 
tion of the milk supplied therefrom, he may 
make an order prohibiting the supply of .any 
milk for human consumption from such dair^ . 

(2) An order made by the Health Officer under 
sub-section ( I) shall be forthwith withdrawn 
on his being satisfied that the milk-supply has 
been changed or that the cause of infection has 
been removed. 

(3) When an order is made under sub-section (1) 
or is withdrawn under sub-section (2) in respect of a 
dairy situated outside the town of Howrahi 
the Health Officer shall also inform the local 
authority within whoso jurisdiction the dairy 
is situated. 

(4) When an order is made under sub-section 
(J) the Health Officer may direct such milk 
to be boiled and permit it to be sold or used 
under ouch reasonable restrictions as he may 
preooribe in this behalf for food of animals^ or 
he may cause the milk to be destroyed. 


(5) No person shall sell or supply any milk 
in contravention of the provisions of this section. 

(6) No dairyman shall be liable to an acjtion 
for breach of contract if the breach he clue to an 
order passed under this section. 

Power to seize and send milch-cattle to 
veterinary hospital for treatment. 

432. 'I) If, on an ins]jection referred to in 

section 431, sub-section (7), the Health Officer is 
of opinion that any milch-cattle in such dairy are 
suffering from a disease Which is likely to cause 
any jierson consuming the milk t-o suffer from a 
dangerous disease, he may cause any such animal 
to be seized and may send it to a veterinary 
hospital for treatment. 

;2) When any such animal has Uien sent to a 
veterinary hospital under sub-sectiou (/), it shall 
be detained there until, in the opinion of the 
officer in charge of the hospital, it is curtxl. 

(3) The cost of the treatment, fee<iing and 
watering of the animal in the hospital may be 
realized from the owner of the animal ac^cording 
to such scale of rates as the Commisilonm may, 
from time to time, prescribe. 

(4) If the owner ref used or neglects to pay 
such cost or to remove the animal within such 
time as the officer in charge of the hospital may 
prescribe, that officer may direct the animal to 
be sold and the proceeds of the .sale to be applied 
to the payment of such cost. 

(J) The surplus, if any, of the sale-proceeds 
shall be held in deposit by the Commissioners, 
and shall on application to be madc5 by the 
owner within six months after the date of sale, 
be paid to him. 

Licensees tot notify infecttous diseases exist- 
ing AMONG PERSON.S ENGAGED IN DAIRIES. 

433. Every person licensed under section 428, 
sub-section (7), shall notify to the Health Officer 
all cases of dangerous disease among persons 
engaged in, or in coimoction with the dairy 
whether within or without tho town of Howrah, 
from which he obtains his supply of milk for sale 
in tho town of Howrah, as soon as ho becomes 
aware or has reason to siisf)ect that such dan- 
gerous disea.se exists. 

Application of section bO? to an entry to 

INSPECT DAIRY. 

434. The provisions of section 507 of the 

Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, shall be 
applicable to an entrj^ to inspect a dairy, whether 
within or without the town of Howrah, from 
which any milk is obtained for sale in tho town 
of Howrah, for the purposes of those provisions. 

Ohaptor XXX.— Restraint of Infection. 

Medical practitioners to gu^e information 

OP EXISTENCE OF DANGEROUS DISEASE. 

435. Every medical practitioner who, in the 
course of his practice, becomes cognizant of the 
existence of any dangerous disease in any private 
or public dwelling-house, other than a public 
hospital, shall give information of the same with 
the least practicable delay to the Health Officer 
in such form and with such details as the Health 
Officer may, from time to time, require. 
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Power to Health Officer to inspect -places 

AND TAKE MEASURES TO PREVENT SPREAD OF 
DANGEROUS DISEASE. 

430. The Health Oflieer, or any other muni- 
cipal officer aulhoriziMl V.»y him in this behalf, 
may, at any time by clay or by night, without 
notice, or after giving such notice of his inten- 
tion os may, in the circumstances, appear to him 
to bo reasonable, inspect any place in which any 
dangerous disease is reputed or suspected to exist 
and take such measures as he may think fit to 
prevent the spread of the said disease beyond 
such place. 

Prohibition of use for drinking or for 

OTHER DOMESTIC PURPOSE, OF WATER LIKELY 
TO CAUSK DANGEROUS DISEASE. 

437. (1) If it appears to the Health Officer 
that the water in any well, tank or other ])lace 
is bkely, if used for the purpose of drinking or for 
any other domestic purpose, to engenflcr or 
cause the spread of any dangerous diseases he 
may, by public notice, prohibit the removal 
or use of the said water for su(di purpose. 

(2) No person shalll remove or use for such 
purpose any water in respect of which any such 
jKiblic notice has been issued. 

Power to Health Officer to remove patient 
to hospital in certain cases. 

43S. (7) When, in the opinion of the Health 
Officer, any person is suffering from a dangerous 
disease and is also witlioui proper lodging or 
accommodation or is lodged in such a manner 
that he cannot be effectually isolated so as to 
prevent the spread of infection, and the said f)fficer 
considers that such person should be removcMl to 
a hospital or place at which patients suffering 
from such disease are received for medical treat- 
ment, he may, with the approval of the Chairman, 
direct or cause the removal of such person to such 
hospital or place : 

Provided that all costs incurred for the removal 
and in the treatment of any such patient may be 
borne by the Commitiioneri :

INO, TANK, POOL OR WELL. 

439. (7) If the Health Officer, or any municipal 
officer authorized by him in this behalf, is of 
opinion that the cleansing or disinfecting of any 
building or any part of a building, or of any 
article therein which is likely to retain infection, 
or of any tank, pool or well adjacent to a building 
would tend to prevent or check the spread of 
any dangeious disease, he may cleanse or disin- 
fect such building, part, article, tank, pool or 
well and may, by written notice, require the 
oecnipier of such building or any part thereof to 
vacate the same for such time as may be pres- 
cribed in such notice. 

(2) The cost of cleansing or disinfecting any 
building or part thereof, or any article therein,

442. (1) The ComiMto«ion*rt may provide 
a place or places, with all necesHarv apparatus 
and establishment, for the disinfection of con- 
veyances, clothing, bedding or otfier articles 
which have become infected ; and when any 
articles have been brought to any such place for 
disinfection, may cause them to be disinfected 
either, — 

(tf) free of charge : or, 

(6) in their discretion, on payment of such 
fees as they mav from time to time fix in this 
behalf.

BODY IN PUBLIC CONVEYANCE. 

444. (7) No person who is suffering from a 
dangerous disease shall enter, or cause or permit 
himself to be carried in, a public eonveyanee 
nor shall any other person knowingly /muse or 
permit a person in his charge and suffering from 
a dangerous disease or the dead body of any 
person who has died from such disease to be 
carried in a public conveyance without — 

(a) previously notifying to the owner, driver, or

445. (7) The owner, driver or person in charge

(a) take such special measures, and, 

(h) by public notice, prescribe sucli temporary

break of such diseases or the spn^ad tliereof. 

Chapter XXXI. — Rogistration of Births and Dsaths 
and Disposal of the Dead. 

Registration of Uirth^ and deaths. 

Appointment of Registrars and Sub- 
Rboistrars, and list of same. 

448. (7) The Health Officer shall be chief 
registrar of the town of Howrah and shall k(‘ep 
in such form as may from time to time be pres- 
oribed by the Local Government, a regist<*r of 
all births and deaths occurring in tho town of 

Howrali. ^ 
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( 2 ) The Commitslonm shall, for the purposes 
of this chapter, divide the town of Howrah into 
such and so many districts as they may think 
fit, and shall appoint a person to be Registrar of 
Births and Deaths for each such district. 

(J) On the occurrence of any dangerous disease, 
the Oommitsionort may appoint as many additional 
Registrars as thcT may think necessary. 

( 4 ) The Commissionors shall appoint a Sub- 
Registrar for each registered burial or burning 
ground or other place for the disposal of the dead, 
to register all corpses brought^theroto for interment 
or cremation or for disposal otherwise : 

Provided that it shall be competent to the 
Commissioners to appoint the same 8iib-Regi.strar 
for more than one such burial or burning ground 
or other place.

(f5) The Commissionors shall cause to bo printed 
and published a list ct)ntaining the name and add- 
ress of every Registrar and Sub-Regi.strar 
appointed under this section. 

Rbgistek- Books . 

449. The Commissiontrs shall cause to be pre- 
pared and printed a suftieieiit number of register- 
books in such f<irm as may from time to time be 
prescribed by them, for making entries of all 
births and deaths oc;eurring in the town of Howrah. 

Rbgi.stiiak to inform himself of, and recjister. 

BIRTH.S AND DEATHS. 

450. A Registrar shall inform himself of every 
birth and death occurring in his district, and 
shall ascertain and register, as soon as conve- 
niently may be after the event, and without fee 
or rew'ard, the j)articulars prescribed in Schedule 
XXI or Schedule XX IT, as the case may be, in 
respect of every birth or death which has not 
been already registcired. 


Information of birth by whom to be gfs^en. 

461 . It shall be the duty of the father or mother . 
of every child born in the town of Howrah and, 
in default of the fath(*r or mother, of any relation 
of the child living in the same premises and in 
default of such relation, of the person having 
charge of the child, to give to the host of his 
knowledge and belief, to the Registrar of the. dis- 
trict within eight days after such birth, information 
of the several paiticulars proscribed in Schedule 
XXI : 

Provided that if any one of the per.sons herein- 
before referred to gives the said information, no 
other person shall be bound to give it : 

Provided also that, in the case of an illegitimate 
child, no person shall, as father of such child, be 
required to give information under thase provitiont 
ooncaming the birth of such eliild, and the Regis- 
trar shall not enter in the register the name of 
any person as father of such child, unless at the 
joint request of the mother and of the person 
ooknowtodj^ himself to U the father of such 
ohiki, and such person shall in such case sign 
the regiiter together with the mother. 


Information of death by whom to be (uvhn. 

452. It shall be the duty of the nearest relatives 
present at the time of the death or in attendance 
during the last iUness of any person dying in the 
town of Howrah, and in default of such relatives, 
of each person present or in attendance at the 
time of the death, and of the occupier of the pre- 
mises in which, to liis knowledge, the death took 
place, and in default of the persons hereinbefore 
in this section mentioned, of each inmate of such 
premiae.s, and of the undertaker or other person 
causing the corpse of the deceased person to be 
disposed of, to give, to the best of his knowledge 
and belief, to the Registrar of the district, or to 
the Sub-Registrar of the burial or burning ground 
or otlier place for the disposal of the dead where 
the body is buried or burnt or otherwise disposed 
of, information of the several particulars 
prescribed in the Schedule XXI 1 : 

Provided that if any of the ])erson8 hereinbefore 
refern^d to gives the said information, no other 
person shall be bound to give it : 

Provided also that if the death (xjcurs in a 
hospital, none of the said persons shall be bound 
to give such information, but it shall be the duty 
of the medical ollkjer in (‘harge of the hospital, 
within twelve hours after the (l(uith, to .send to 
the Health Oflieer a written notice containing 
the several parti(;ulars prescribed in Sehcdtile 
XXII. 

Medical practitioners tu send to Health 
Officer notice stating cause of death. 

453. Any medical practitioner in attendance 
during the last illness of any person dying in 
the town of Howrah shall, within three days of 
his becoming cognizant in the course of such 
attendance of the death of such person, send 
a written notice to the Healtli Officer, as nearly 
as may be in the form prescribed in Schedule 
XXTT, stating, to the host of his judgment, the 
cause of death. 

Duties of police with regard to unclaimed 

CORPS^. 

454. It shall be the duty of the police to convey 
every unclaimed corpse to a burial or burning 
ground or oth(u;'place for the disposal of the dead, 
or to a duly appointed mortuary, and there- 
after to inform the Registrar of the district in 
which such corpse was found. 

Sextons, etc., not to bury, etc., corpse with- 
out CEHTIFICJATE. 

455. A sexton or keeper of a burial or burning 
ground or other place for the disposal of the dead, 
whether situated in thf town of Howrah or not, 
shall not bury, burn or otherwise dispose of, or 
allow to be buried or burnt or otherwise disposed of, 
the corpse of any person who .has died in tho town 
of Howrah unless such corpse is accompanied by 
a certificate, in tho form prescribed by Schedule 
XXII, signed by a Registrar or Sub-Registrar 
appointed under section 448 or by a registered 
medical practitioner or any other medical practi- 
tioner authorized in this behalf by the Local 
Government :

J ^ear of such period for renewal of recognition, forwarding a coj>y of the 
atest edition of the book, in the manner prescribed for the submission of 
new books. Failing such apjdication, the book is liable to be removed 
from the list w'ithoul notification. No book shall, without cogent rea- 
sons, which shall be communicated to the publisliers, be removed before 
the expiry of three years from the date of recognition. The approved 
» list shall be revised from time t-o time, in accordance with a procedure 
to be prescribed in supi)lemeiitary rules framed by the Committee in 
accordance with its powers under rule 15.’^ 

In classes VII-N, the instruction and examination in all subjects 
shall be conducted either in English or in the vernacular. In classes 
below class VII, the instruction and examination in all subjects shall 
be condufded in the vernaimlar only. 

The syllabuses for classes I-lII in the revised curriculum for Primary 
Schoels (and Maktaba), now in force in lioth parts of this Presidency, 
shall be adopted, respectively, in the Infant class, Class T and Class II 
of Middle Schools and the corresponding classes of High Schools for both 
boys and girls.

A note on the Pupil’s materials in the Drawing Cl^. 

It appears (though it is not very clearly put in the, syllabus) that 
work in (dasses 4 and 4 is in pencil and pastel. In class 4 water colour 
is ini rod need. 

Pencil work requires a draw^’ng book containing white drawing 
paper, a decent pencil, a piece of good India* rubber, and two or three 
sharp knives in the class. At present a great deal of the drawing is 
done in ordinary khatas, with cheap pencils having hlunt points, and 
a wet linger is used as a substitute for India rubber. 

Pastel work recpiires a Ujok of coloured paper, one box of about 10 
colours for each cliild% and a siw'k of the deeper colours in dvr or 
dcnii-dar ci'iiyons for genaral use. The.se deeper colours are rather 
more ex])ensive than the usual, costing from Id. to 6d. a stick; they ^ 
are unohtainalde in India; they have to be obtained from X^ndon or 
direct from lie Franc in Paris. Without these colours it is impossible 
to give a corrc( t ri‘prcsentation of many objects, e.g., the shadows dn 
a leaf (»v fruit rerpiiie a d^ep blue-green which is not contained in the 
standard boxes of the pupils. 

To get good work in water colour it is absolutely necessary that the 
pupils should use good (M)lours — and the right colours. It is usually 
considered best for the teacher to have the colours in tubes and to press 
out small dabs of the ffolours needed on to the pupiPs palette. The 
ordinary paint boxes sold in stationery shops contain more colours than 
the child should use, and those of very bad quality. 
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In short tho pencils, pastels and (colours must be supplied by Ihr 
school; not by the individual. This is not only cheaper for the parent, 
but is also an essential condition of f^ood uork.

Annual Reports of the Civil Veterinary Uepiirfinent, Bengal, and 
of the Bengal Veterinary College for the year 1929-30, 

I. — Civil Veterinary Department. 

During the year under review there was no notieeuble event of 
adminisiraiive importance. Cwiiig to linancial stringency it has not 
been possible to give (jfifect to the schemes ref(‘rred to in last year’s 
review, while development on the lines recommended by the Royal 
Commission on Agriculture and acce])ted by (iovernment has been 
indefinitely postponed. Inspite of these depressing conditions, it is 
gratifying to note that the Director and liis staff have accomplished a 
useful year’s work. 

2. The year under review was maiked by heavy mortality from 
outbreaks of contagious diseases. Rinderpest again was the most 
serious scourge, and it will appear from the interesting graph showing 
the issue and consumption of serum, appended to the college report, 
that this disease beeomes more virulent during the season when the 
cultivator is most in need of his cattle. For various reasons conditions 
are not yet favourable for the adoption of measures for the eradication 
of the disease such as segregation or destruction of infected animals, 
wbicb have been found most effective in western countries. Conse- 
quently 'this and other contagious diseases have to be fought by the 
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motliofl of preventive inoculation designed to protect the individual 
aniniul. Experience shows that the “serum-alone” method of inocula- 
tion though very effective in checking outbreaks of rinderpest is subjec^t 
to the liiniiation that it confers immunity for less than a fortnight 
whilst infection in a jiarticiular locality may last for a much longer 
period. The results are, therefore, incommensurate with the expense 
incurred and the labour involved from year to year. On the other hand, 
the “seruin-siinultaneous” method of inoculation confers long immunity 
and is now^ recognised as the standard treatment for rinderpest. 
Experiments conducted in Bakarganj district have proved that this^ 
method can be successfully carried out in local areas by the depart- 
mental staff in this Presidency, and it is hoped that the department 
will be able to extend the use of this method throughout the province. 

3. Veterinary aid for the ordinary (;are of animals in the mufassal 
is still inadequate. According to the standard of one veterinary 
assistant surgeon for every 25,000 cattle set by the Royal Commission 
on Agriculture, no fewer than 1,000 assistants Wi)uld be required. But 
even the moderate programme of having tw’o such officers in each 
subdivision has not been realised, the number (98) now’ employed being- 
about lialf the ultimate strength of the staff. Similarly, the less 

f ambitious scheme for the ostablishTnent of a voterinai’j' hospital or 
dispensary in each subdivision is no nearer realisation. Nevertheless, 
it is gjatifying to notice that a number of district boards have evinced 
interest in constructing or improving hospitals and dispensaries. 
Private assistance is also forthcoming to supplement the efforts of local 
bodies in this direitlon, and (jovernniont trust that this interest will 
be main! Mined. 

4. The local bodies can do much to improve cattle by maintaining 
breeding bulls in larger number than at present. The existing number 
of bulls maintained by them is inadequate, but if intensive work 
is taken up in selected local ureas more valuable results ran be 
expected. Castration of scrub and immature bulls is one of the means* 
to this end, but it is reported that only 48 bulls were castrated during' 
the year. This work should receive greater attention fi'om the 
department. 

5. The thanks of the (lovernor acting wdth the Minister-in -charge 
are due to Mr. Kerr for the care and attention which he devufed to the 
administration of the department . He also notices with pleasure the 
names of the officers of the deparfmeiit who did good work during the 
year. 

II. — Bengal Veterinary Oollege. 

0. The increase in the number of applications for admission fi'om 
various parts of India and even outside it furnishes a proof of the 
popularity of the college. The large number of entrants from Bengal 
itself is an indication of the demand for veterinary education in the 
Pre‘'idency inspite of limited scope for employmenf, 

7. The lengthy report of the Principal contains an interesting 

record of work in various branches of the college and hospital, a 
noti(*oable feature being the (levelopment of the agricultural section in 
which fodder, ef(‘., is successfully grow^n mainly for the nutrition of 
the hospital patients. Useful work also continued to done at the 
Raymond Research Laboratory. I 

8. The ([lies! ion of revision of the curriculum of the college was 
under consideration during the year. Pending examination of the 
whole question by the Veterinary Committee of the Imperial Council 
of Agricultural Research Government (Ministry of Agriculture) accepted 
the recommendation of the Board of Examiners of the college that 
the existing curriciulum should be continued. Government have also 
approved of the Principars proposal for the introduction, as an 
experimental measure, of an extra course of lectures and practical 
studies in meat and milk inspection, and the fundamental principles 
of genetics, dairy farming and poultry keeping. 

9. Governiueiit desire to acknowledge the sciwices rendered by 
Mr. Ma(‘Gjegor and take this opportunity of recording their apprecia- 
tion of the work done by Mr. Davis us Vice-Principal and officiating 
Principal. Mr. Davis has since been appointed to the Principalship^ 
of the Veterinary College at Patna.

Tho Annual Report of the Department of Agriculture, Bengal, for 
the year 1929-30. ^ 

The report under review is another record of good work of the 
Agriculture Department in Bengal, although linancial stringency' has 
continued to be a great handicap. 

2. Research and experiment.-- -The most noticeable feature of the 
year was tlie inauguration of tho Bengal Agricultural Research 
Coniiiiiltee in April last in accordance witl» the recommendations of 
the Royal Commission on Agriculture. The maiu functions of the 
Committee are to co-operate with the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research in matters connected with the advancement of agricultural 
and veterinary research and to act as a (*onnectiiig link between that 
body and agricultural activities in this Presidency. A great impetus 
to research lias la'cii given by the faciliti(»s offered by the central 
institution, and no fewer than ton scljemes were put forward by the 
Agricultural and Veterinary Departments, the Dacca and (hilcutta 
Universities and the Viswa-Bharati, Santiniketan, for consideration at 
the hist meeting of the Provincial (-oinmittee held at Darjeeling in 
May last, it is gratifying to jiote that a grant obtained last year 
from the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research enabled the Dacca 
Xhiiversity to tbiind an Agricultural Research Fellowship. Grants 
have also been sanctioned by the Imperial Coiuu'-il during the current 
year to the University of Calcutta towarils the schemes for research 
into the propertii\s of colloid soil constituents by Professor ,1. N. 
Mukberji and into agricultural statistics by Professor P. C. Muhalanabis. 
It is hoped that the closer association of the Dacca and Calcutta 
ITniv(‘rsiti(*s, which are strongly represeiited on the Provincial 
Committee, in the work of agricultural rcstuirch will have valuable 
results. 

AV ork in all sections at the Central Research Station at Dacca 
progressed on approved lines. Jute and sunn heui]) engaged atleiiiion 
in the Fibres section, Migurcaiie and tobacco in the (Chemical, and 
paddy, pulses and fodders in the Botanical section. 

3. Demonstration and Propaganda.— The staff' aMulable for 
demonstration and projni.ganda is still iiiiidequate, but it is gratifying 
to note an increasing measure of assistant' from local bodies and 
privali' individuals. TIk' number of jnivate farms rose to 140 during 
the year under review, and it is worthy of record that 231 paddy seed 
fainis (‘omprising an •area, ot 1,200 aci<vs are managed liy zarnindars, 
talukdars, ci)-operative s(»cieties, union boards and agriiuiltilral 
associations. Sixteen are run by Governinent estates. These faniis 
supplied 12,000 jiuiuuds of seed of approved quality, and it is lioped 
that these sources of supjdy will continue io multiply. 

4. Agricultural Education.-' The experimental scheme for the 
teaching of agricultur*^* in High English and Middle English schools 
on the Ibuijub system iias now r(*uched an interesting stage. The first 
bateJi of ti'acdiers under training completed thedr two years’ (tourse at 
the Dacca school in December last and W(mt back to their respective 
schools to take charge ot the Agriculhiral classes. Considerable 
interest attaches, tlnu-efore, to tliese pioneer institutions and their 
agricultural teachers; and the Government (Ministry ot Agriculture) 
will wat(*h (carefully Iho results. Much depends on tho attitude of the 
parents and guardians of the pupils towards the scheme, but it is hoped 
that the enlightened views of the newly trained teachers wdll go a 
great way towards removing misunderstanding and instilling 
enthusiasm into the pupils. 
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The first batch of five youths of the hhadralok class who completed 
their practical traiiiiuj^ in agriculture at the Faridpur agricultural farm 
have been provided with accreted khas mahal land in that district for 
cultivation. It is reported that they have made a good start; they 
have cleared jungle, built houses and cultivated jute and ans and aman 
paddy on their holdings. The Hon’ble Minister will watch further 
develo])ments with groat interest. 

5. Agricultural Engineering! — Administrative^. approval was 
accorded after the close of the^ year to the sclieme for the entertainment 
of additional staff required for the workshop of the Agricultural 
Engineer. Although the lack of rtMiuisile staff was a handicap, the 
Agricultural Engineer was able to carry out a considerable amount of 
repair work at his workshop. He has also shown commondable energy 
in designing imjjroved ploughs and sugarcane-crushing and juice-boilu.g 
machinery. 

A scheme for a course of training of apprenti( es at the Agriculhiral 
Engineer’s worjeshop lias been approved. Tt is proposed to admit at 
present six apprentices for an eighteen inoritlis’ course. The syllabus 
will consist of prac’.lical training in the workshop for twelve months. 
Duu’iig tlie remaining six months they will be (‘inployed on the wor king 
of oil engines, pumps, cane-inills and ensilage cutters. This scheme 
will involve no additional expenditure, and it is hoped to give eff'ect to 
it when Ihe full eoinplemeiii of the worksliop staff is sanctioned. 
Pending introduction of this scheme the Agricultural Engineer has 
been authorised to train a few apprentices. 

6. Cattle improvement! — In tlie c.attle iniprovement programme of 
the Ih'Ugal Agricultural Department tlie tWo cardinal principles of 
evolving arsuitable type of animal and of providing nutritious food for 
cattle (continue to bo followed. It is gratifying to noti* that the 
Second Economic Tlotanist, who is collaborating with the Live-stock 
Expert, lias been able to obtain promising results with fodder crops. 
New varieti«»M of fodtior grassc*s such as Sudan grass, Napier grass, etc., 
have heen introduced. Fodder is now grown at most of the farms, and 
there is already a demand for fodder i;rop seeds. 

7. Sericulturdi — Inspite of slackness of business owing to the 
world-wide trade depression and severe competition in the real and 
artificial silk market, Bengal silk found a ready sale. The (Toveriiincnt 
nurseries jiroduced over 18,000 kahons of seed cocoons, Lc., 1,000 
more than in the preceding year, while the s(d(‘cted rearers succeeded 
in raising and selling over (iiiarter of a lakh kahons. The total receipts 
from the (loviunment nurseries riunained the same as in previous year 
(Hs. 58,000), but according to tin* finamdal statement they worked at 
a loss of about Rs. 08,000 in both this and in the preceding year. 
Although the aim of the Sericultiiral Department is to promote the 
silk industry in Bengal by the propagation of disease-free seeds of 
selected strains of silkw^orm to tlie rearers from the (Toverniuent 
nurseries, the time has now come as the Direidor points out when new 
measures must be adopted not only to improve the quality of silk but 
also to lower ihe cost of its production. The Government (Ministry 
of Agriculture) take this opportunity of inviting attention to ihe need 
for stricit economy in this section and have asked the DirLctor to 
examine the question of closing down some of the less important 
nurseries. 

The Hon’ble Minister notices with pleasure that the value of 
co-operation is now understood by those engaged in this industry. In 
the district of Malda a great advanci* has been made in this direction. 
There arc about 100 societies working in the district of which 32 with 
over 500 members are affiliated to the Bengal Co-opeyative Silk Union, 
Ltd. 

8. Acknowledgfliant. — The Government of Bengal (Ministry of 
Agriculture) are pleased 4o record their appreciation of the services of 
Mr. Finlow. They have also read with plt*asure tlie list of names 
submitted by the Director of officers and private gentlemen who have 
rendered valuable assistance towards agricultural and sericultural 
development. Government also appreciate the co-operation of the non- 
official gentlemen who served ungrudgingly as members of the 
Agricultural Board and of the various Committees attached to the 
Department.

Letter No. 1424 R. XIV -2, dated the 
5th July 1930, from the Commis- 
sioner of the Chittagong Division, 
submitting a final report on the 
relief operations in the Brahman- 
baria subdivision of the district of 
Tippera during the years 1929 and 
1930. 

The report deals with the operations 
for the relief of distress which prevailed 


ill the Brahmanbaria subdivision, of the 
Tippera district during a period of 
seven months from October 1929 to 
April 1930. There was also some dis- 
tress in loLial areas of the Sadar sub- 
division of the district but it was of 
short duration and promptly relieved. 
The total area of the Brahmanbaria sub- 
division is 769 scpiare miles; out of this 
area. 306 square miles with a popula- 
tion of 2,50,000 were affected. 

2. The abnormal rainfall in the 
upper reaches of the Surma Valley and 
in the neighbouring hills in May and 
June 1929 caused an abnormal ri.se in 
the water level, submerged the low lying 
trac-ts in the subdivision and resulted in 
.serious destruction of crops. Tho ex- 
tent of the damage caused to the prin- 
cipal crops in the affected area is esti- 
mated to have been from 50 to 75 per 
cent. The distress mainly affected cul- 
tivators, landless labourers, beggars and 
indigent widows. 
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y. The duration and extent of dis- 
tress were not however such as to neces- 
sitate, at any stajje of the operations, 
the declaration of scarcity or famine 
under section 74 of the Bengal Eamine 
(-ode, ]9iy. Jn fact, there was no real 
shortage of food grains. The distress 
was the I'csult of the poverty to which 
the cultivating classes were reduced 
owing to tlic destruction of their crops 
by fl(K)ds and also to the low price of 
pite. As thrift is seldom pi’actised, the 
cultivators had no reserves to fall back 
upon. 

4. Itelief measures were prom})tly 
undertaken by (jt)verninent. The main 
forms of relief consisted of: — 

(«) (Iratuitous relief, 

{h) Test relief works, 

(c) Agricultural loans. 

Gratuitous relief. — Grajtuitous relief 
was given, chiMy in the shape of cash 
and rice doles to deserving persons, 
while able bodied males and females 
were employed on industrial cane work, 
paddy husking and jute spinning. It 
was also nec-essary to distribute some 
cloth. The amount spent on gratuitous 
relief was lls. 13,517. 

Test relief. — Test relief works con- 
sisted of the construction of roads and 
the excavation of khals. Altogether 34 
projects were sanctioned. They W'cre 
selected in such a way as to prove useful 
to the locality and at the same time be 
easily accessible to persons in the affect- 
ed tracts. The operations were carried 
•out through the agency of the District 
Board and lasted from Octoljer 1929 to 
April 1930. A total sum of Rs. 22,127 
was spent for the purpose of which 
Rs. 20,000 wuis advanced b)'^ Govern- 
ment, the balance being met from the 
funds of the District Board. 
Altogether, 45,971 pci>'ons were em- 
ployed on test relief ojierations. The 
average daily outturn of each man was 
77 cubic, feet of earth w^ork. The 
average daily earnings of ('ach man 
amounted to 3 annas 9 pies at the rate 


of Rs. 3-2-0 per 1,000 cubic feet of 
work. 

Agricultural loans. — Loans under the 
Agriculturists’ Loans Act amounting to 
Rs. 2,50,000 were advanced by Govern- 
ment to 23,009 persons. 

Loans to the amount of Rs. 4,38,933 
were also advanced by the rural co- 
operative societies, financed by the 
Brahmanbaria Go-operative Central 
Bank and the Nabinagar Co-operative 
Central Bank. The Zamindar of the 
Sarail Estate also advanced Rs. 64.354 
for di.strihution as loans to cultivators 
(Rs'. 25,000 through the Brahmanbaria 
Central Co-operative Bank and 
Rs. 39,354 direct to his tenants through 
his local officers). 

5. The Divisional (Commissioner, 
Khan Bahadur IVl. A. Mumin, visited 
the affected area tw ice and the District 
Magistrate jVIr. F. W. Roliertson, i.e.s., 
visited the area three time,si during the 
period of distress. During their visits 
they thoroughly studied the condition of 
the })eople and of the crops and discuss- 
ed with leading men the mofisures iieccsv 
sary for relief. The Governor in 
Council is siitisficd that the measures 
taken for the relief of distress were suc- 
cessful and adequate. The success 
of the operations was due, in large 
measure, to the Siibdii isional Officer 
Babu Hari (’haran Bo.se, and the 
Governor in Council endorses the Com- 
missioner’s a])preciation of his good 
M'ork. Dis I'xcellcncv in Council 
notices with pleasure the valuable assis- 
tance rendered by Union Boards and 
also by non-official agencies and associa- 
tions and by manv non-official gentlemen 
to whom his thanks are also due. In 
particular, the thanks of Government 
are due to Babu Kamalaranjan Ray, 
Zamindar of Sarail, for his ungrudging 
and effective co-operation with Govern- 
ment in relief measures.

Monthly Woathor and Crop Report of Bengal tor 
October 1930. 

I. Character of the seacon.— During the month 
under review, the rainfall was in oxcchs of the 
normal in two districtn only, while in the rest of 
the presidency it was below the average. The 
usual rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations.— 

Harvesting of autumn crops was finished. Pn*- 
paratory tillage' for and sowings of early .spring 
crops continued under favvnirable conditions. 

III. State of standing crops.— The state of 
standing crops was gene ally fair, but more* rain 
was needed in places for tluir growth and develop- 
ment. 


IV. Prospects and probable outturn.- -The 
prospects of standing crops wer<? satisfactory 
on the whole. The outturn of sugarcane was esti- 
mated at 87 }>or cent, of the normal. 


V. Damage to standing crops. — No injury to 
standing crops was reporte^d from any part of the 
province except some damage by flood to rabi 
crops and to wintc*r paddy in paits of Malda and 
Bogra resi)ectively. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. — Condition 
of live-stock was generally fair. Stray cases of 
cattle-disease were, however, reported from three 
districts. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder. — 

Excepting in parts of Nadia no insufficiency of 
fodder was reported from any ])art of the province. 

VTTI. Prices of food-grains. — During the .second 
fortnight of the inonlh, the price of common 
rice of the cheay)est quality ruse in two districts, 
fell in nine and remained stationary in the rest 
of the })rovincc. The })rico rangi'd from 6 seers 
per rupee at Mymensiugh to 10 seers ptr rupee at 
Murshidabad, Bankura and Huughly. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. — The 

condition of agricultural population is less satis- 
factory owing to the fall oi price of jute and 
other staples. Distmss was n'})orted from parts 
of Bogra and Malda. ,

Scheme of Management of Navin Krishna

The applica- 
tion shall be mode to the Chief Surveyor at the nearest place of survey, and 
shall be made at least three clear days before the day on which it is desired 
that the survey shall take place, on a printed sheet in Form No. 1, hereto 
annexed, which will be 8upplie<l for this purpose at the Surveyor's office. 

Provided that the Chief Surveyor may, in any particular case, admit an 
application lodged at his office less than three clear days before the day on 
wliich it is desired that the survey shall take place. 

2. Upon receipt of an axjplication in the prescribed form, dulj^ filled in, 
the Surv^eyor will fix the date and hour at which the survey shall be commenced 
and will forward to the applicant information of the date and hour so fixed, 
together with a list of the requisite {)reparations for the survey of the steam 
or motor vessel. The said information and list shall be in Form No. 2 hereto 
annexed. 

3. Time and placn of survey. — Subject to comxdiance with rules 1 and 2 by 
the owner or master, surveys shall be made by the Surveyor or Surveyois 
appointed undcu* the Inland Steam-vessels Act, 1917, (hereinafter referred 
to OH “ the Act ") on any day in the year with the exception of Sundays 
and Government holidays at Calcutta, Kushtia, Khulna, Goalundo, Barisal, 
Narayanganj, Bhairabbazar and Chittagong and at such other places os may 
from time to time be declared by the local <Jovernment to be x^laces of survey. 
If the circumstances admit, surveys may bo made on holidays. 

A steam or motor vessel coming to be surveyed for the first time shall have to 
be offered for survey at any of the following places of survey, whore 8lix)ways or 
facilities for docking the vessel exist, viz., Calcutta, Barisal, Narayanganj, 
Bhairabbazar and Chittagong. In all other cases, surveys will be carried out 
in any of the places of survey mentioned in paragraph 1 of this rule. 

4. Survtyort’ duty. — In cases where two Surveyors are employed, the 
Engineer-Surveyor shall survey the engines, boilers, and all the machinery 
required to be surveyed under the Act ; the Ship- Surveyor shall insynjct the 
hull, equipments, and passenger accommodation, measure (^.id determine 
the number of passengers the vessel is fit to carry, and see that the certificates 
of the master and engineer or engine-driver are such as are required by the 
Act ; also that the lights and fog-signals are in accordance with the rules for 
the proti^ction of inland steam and motor vessels from danger by collision. 

5. The Surveyors* declai’ation and the certificate of survey shall be 
prepared and issued in the forms hereunto annexed and numbered 3, 4 and 
4A, respectively. 

6. Ever^ declaration shall l)e sent in accordance with section 8 of the 
Act by the owner or masttjr to whom it is given, to the officer appointed 
under section 8, sub-section ( 1 ) of the Act. 

7. The notice to be given under section 9, sub-section (1), clause (6) of the 
Act, to the owner or master, when a certificate is ready for delivery, shall be 
given in Form No. 6, hereto annexed, under the signature of the officer to whom 
this function has b(^on delegated by the local Government under section 9, 
sub-section ( 4 ) of the Act. 

8. Every f>art of the vessel must be ready for survey at the time appointed. 

9. If the Surveyor is unavoidably prevented from being present at the 
time fixed, the earliest j^ssible information shall be sent to the appUoant, and 
some other time, convenient to the applicant and to the Surveyor, shall be fixed 
for the survey, 

10. With a view to obviate inoonvanienoe and delay, owners and masters 
whose vessels are in dock or undergoing repairs sihall communioate at once 
vnth the Surveyors if their vessels have citerwards to bo surveyed.

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11. If a Surveyor finds that any defect exists in the hull, machinery, 
or equipments of an inland steam or motor vessel, he shall, before refusing 
to give a declaration regarding the vessel under section 7 of the Act, address a 
letter in Form No. 6 hereto annexed to the owner or master of the vessel, 
pointing out such defect and the rej)airs, etc., necessary to make good the 
same, and to enable him to grant a declaration.

(rf) Where a Surveyor has been called uiid(T clause (a) or detained 
under clause (b), the ship-owner or Agent shall give information 
of the fact in writing to the Chief Surveyor, stating the hours during 
which the Surveyor was in attendance. 

14. The fee payable under rule 12 shall cover all the visits made by a 
Surveyor before granting his declaration.

Annual Administration Report of the 
Department of Industries, Bengal, 
for the year 1929-30. 

The only noticeable administrative 
^ange which took place during the year 


under rejiort was that owing, to the 
retirement of Mr. Hoogewerf and delay 
in the selection of a successor, Mr. 
N.athaui, As-sistant Inspector and Weav- 
ing Expert, acted as Principal of the 
Government Weaving Institute, Serani- 
pore, throughout the year. In the 
absence of Mr. Nathani from head- 
quarters, the work of inspection and 
supervision of the district and peri- 
patetic weaving schools, the control of 
which was transferred from Serampore 
to the Directorate at Calcutta, wholly 
devolved on the Inspector of Technical 
and Industrial Institutions. The post 
of Principal, however, was filled u]> 
after the close of the year by a candidate 
recommended by the Selection Board. 

The possibilities of industrial develop- 
irient of the province in its existing con- 
ditions were set forth in the resolution 
on last year’s report. The introduction 
of electric power in the establishment 
of small as well as large scale industries 
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is an important phase of development, 
and while agreeing generally with the 
observations made by the Director in the 
report Government (Ministry of Indus- 
tries) do not consider that in present 
economic condition any progress can be 
made in this direction in the near 
future. 

Industrial Chemist’s Department. — 

It is noteworthy that the department 
has taken up aii investigation into the 
possibilities of manufacturing soap 
from oil-bearing seeds grown in the 
province. Government have jirovided 
funds in the current year’s budget for 
tlie purchase of plant and its installation 
at the Industrial Research Laboratory 
tor c.ertain experiments on this subject. 

It is gratifying to note that the de- 
partment has provided facilities for the 
training of young men in the manu- 
facture of bar and moulded soap on 
cottage industries lines. It is interest- 
ing to find that most of the young men 
trained have' either established soap 
factories of their own or are associated 
with the industry in some shape or 
other. 

It is satisfactory that the department 
was able to provide for the training of 
two apprentices at the Bengal C'hemical 
and Pharmaceutical Works, Ltd., in the 
distillation of coal-tar and the manu- 
facture of anti.septic dressings. 

Industrial Engineer’s Department. — 

The activities of this section of the 
department are marked with keenness 
and energy. In the absence of adequate 
facilities at the Industrial Research 
Laboratoiy the Industrial Engineer had 
hitherto been handicapjied in carrying 
out his experiments. This want, how- 
ever, has since been removed by provid- 
ing him with a separate workshop, and 
it IS hoped that it will now be possible 
for the Engineer to make a further 
advance. Government have already 
reco^iised that if full advantage is to 
be taken of the Engineer’s services he 
should be assisted by two Industrial 
Surveyors in carrying out investigations 
into the conditions and possibilities of 
industries which await development. 
Owing, however, to the present financial 
condition it has not yet been possible 
to provide him with such assistance. As 
a result of investigations carried out at 
the laboratory the Industrial Engineer 
has been successful in evolving an effec- 
tive, potters’ wheel as a step towards the 


improvement of the village pottery 
industry. The other useful schemes in 
this section referred to in the report 
which are under investigation are 
expected to yield good results in due- 
time. The results of demonstrations 
and experiments carried out in thia 
department during the year under re- 
view are very encouraging. 

Bengal Tanning Institute. — Tho 

Bengal Tanning Institute maintained its 
record of good work in all its branches — 
research, instruction, demonstration and 
propaganda. It is now admitted that 
the tanning industry in the province haa 
made striking progress in the course of 
the last few years, and there are reasons 
to believe that the institute has had a 
not inconsiderable share in achieving 
this result. As stated in the report, 
stweral investigations were carried out 
on the f)rocesses of manufacturing such 
varieties of leather fis are of interest to 
the local tanning industry, with the 
objetit of bringing local products up to 
the We.stern standard which, in the 
words of the Director, “the tanners of 
this country have to emulate and even- 
tually reach to stand in competition.’’ 
The object of the training imparted to- 
the apprentices at the institute is to 
offtm a career to them in their after-life. 
With this end in view the practical 
as])ect of the training was fully main- 
tained. 

Although owing to financial strin- 
gency it has not yet been possible to give 
effect to the s(;heme /or the institution 
of a regular cour.se of theoretical train- 
ing at the institute it is satisfactory that 
arrangements were made for a regular 
course of lectures on the principles and 
methods of tanning, on the analytical 
chemistry of leather manufacture and on 
elementary organic and inorganic chem- 
istry to supplement the practical train- 
ing now imparted at the institute. The 
demonstration and propaganda work in 
this section have had good results, and 
it is gratifying to record that several 
men have taken up the industry as a 
profession and one has started a small 
factory. The outstanding achievement 
of the year is the establishment of 
classy attached to the institute for im- 
parting instructions in boot and shoe 
making for which no facilities were 
available hitherto. The scheme has been 
sanctioned for a period of three years 
as an experimental measure^ amd,. u thci 
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experiment proves a success, there is 
every possibility of the classes being con- 
tinued on a permanent basis. 

Technical Education including Weav> 
ing Education. — The progress of tech- 
nical education in all its branches during 
the year under review has been marked. 
Steps were taken in collaboration with 
the local bodies to start a .lunior Teeh- 
niool School at llooghly on a grant-in- 
aid basis. Another noticeable develop- 
m(int in this direction during the year 
was the establishment of a. Senior Tech- 
nical School at irirapur in the Asansol 
subdivision of Burdwan district in col- 
laboration with the Indian Iron and 
Steel Works, Indian Standard Wagon 
Works and other local engineering 
firms. The Kanchrapara T^echnical 
School and the Calcutta Technical School 
maintained their re('ord of usefulness. 
With the apj)ointment of a i>ermanent 
headmaster and the workshop instructor 
the staff of the Kanchrapara Technical 
School is now complete. The Calcutta 
Technical School has entered on the 
fifth year of its existence. It is dis- 
appointiiig to observe that the Calcutta 
('or})oration has not yet made its pro- 
mised grant to the school, and as it is 
wrong in priiici])le that Government 
should continue to bear the major por- 
*tion of the expenditure, the whole 
question of future grants to the institu- 
tion is now receiving the serious con- 
sideration of Government. Pending a 
decision on the general question it has 
been arranged since the close of the 
year that the whole-time lecturers should 
ne re[)hu!ed by part-time lecturers as a 
measure of economy. 

In regard to mining education, the 
Indian Mining Federation and the 
Indian Mining Association hitherto 
made contributions towards the cost of 
maintaining the mining classes in the 
coal-fields of Bengal. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the industry is direct- 
ly l^nefited by these classes, these bodies 
decided to discontinue their respective 
grants, and as a result of that decision 
It has been necessary to limit the expen- 
diture to the amount hitherto spent by 
Government. As a consequence a new 
mining lecturer on a reduced scale of 
pay has been appointed. 


In the matter of weaving education, 
the Central Institute at Serampore with 
the outlying district and peripatetic 
weaving schools continued to function as 
usual. Amongst the activities of the 
institute mention may be made of the 
assistance given to the public in respect 
of the weaving industry referred to in 
paragraph 50 of the report. In order 
to bring the institute into touch with 
the cotton and Jute industries of the 
province, a representative committee of 
management has lieen constituted, and 
it is hoped that under the guidance of 
the committee it will be possible for the 
institute to make greater progress in 
the development of weaving education in 
future. Government note with pleasure 
that as a result of departmental activi- 
ties it has been possible to start a sale 
depot under the aegis of the Malda 
District AVeaving School for the benefi.t 
of the ex-students who have formed 
themselves into a co-operative society. 
The ex-students of the Bankura Weav- 
ing School have similarly combined them- 
.selves into co-operative societies for their 
mutual benefit. This is a hopeful line 
of development which might well be 
followed by other schools. 

Since -the close of the year the Board 
of Control for Apprenticeship Training 
has been reconstituted under the designa- 
tion of Board of Apprenticeship Train- 
ing- 

Acknowledgments* — Government

1. The management of the sewerage system of every municipality 
in which sucli a system has been introduced vests in the (.’()uimis>ionerK, 
and the Commissioners shall perform the duties prescribed in the 
following rules. 

2. The Commissioners are rcbponsible for the proper applic^ition 
of the fees realised under Part IX of the Acd. It shall be their dut^\ 
to take requisite steps to rectify defecds in case they find that the said 
fees are irregularly collected in any instance or are insufficient for the 
iiiaiiitenanco of the sewerage system. 

d. The Commissioners shall frame the annual budget of income 
and expenditure on account of the sewerage system, and in this budget 
all income and expenditure on the sewerage system shall be >liewu. 
(Copies of this budget shall be submitted in duplicate to the (diief 
Engineer, Public; Health Department (hereinafter called “tlie, Chiet 
Hnginecu”), not later than the dlst January for any remarks he may

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Ruitts for working detritus tankSi eeptte tartice, eetivated sludge plants, 
upward flow tanks and sludge digestion tanks in Bengal. 

1. Detritus tanks. — The obje<rt of surh tanks is to remove grit and 
ssond from the He^vuge hefore it is admitted to the '•eptir or tipvard 
flow tanks. Each detritus lank must therefore he emptied and cleaned 
at frequent intervals. 

In chiuniiig theae tanks the sujjrmatent liquid is to \ye detailed off 
and pumped into the channel connecting the detritus tanks with tlie 
HGptio tanks or the aerating tanks (activated sludge piwes-^), where this 
has been ai ranged tor. The detritus and sludge from the detritus 
tanks are to be discharged to the sludge heds or sludge digestion tanks. 

2. Septic tanks. — The object of the treatment of sewage in a 
septic tank is the liquifaction of the solid matter and the (dariftcation 
of the liquid by bacteria which flourish in sewage when air is excluded, 
as is done by tlie scum on the surface of the liquid in a septic tank. , 

During the liquifaction proc^ess a certain proportion of the solid 
matter set tits lo tlie huttoiu of the tank in the form oif sludge. As the 
sludge pulri‘lies, gas is evolved which causes the sludge to rise ami 
mix with the liquid thereby making the effluent blatdc. The blackening 
of the ellluenl is a sign that the septic tank requiies cleaning, and the 
period betut'cn tdeaiiings varies wdth the temperature, gassing being 
grealcsl in the hot wealhej' aiid least in the (;o]<l weather. 

As most ot the solid mattej* is trapped in the first half ot a septic 
tank, the greatest quantity of sludge is formed there, and consequently 
the first lialf re(j[uires more fretpient (deaiiing than the second half. 

The change of colour in the effluent must therefore be watched for, 
and the tank should be emptied sinrf the sludge removed as swm as the 
change in colour of the effluent bec^omes apparent. 

In cleaning, the supernateut liquid is to be drawn off by the outlet 
valves provided at different levels.. This liquid is to be pumped track ^ 

into the inlet (diaiinel feeding the septic ianks and passed through liie 
second septic tank. The sludge is to be w’ashed out and ])umped to the 
sludge disjKisal tanks. 

Only one septic tank may be cleaned at u time, ami the period 
between cleaning the varjoiis septic tanks should be at least seven 
(lays otherwise a bad effluent will be obtained. 

f‘{. Upward flow tanks. — Tanks of this type are chiefly used for 
sedimentation, sludge from this type of tank is to be removed twice 
daily by opening fcffe sludge, valve ami discharging the sliwlge under 
hydrostatic pressure. This process takes 10-15 minutes ami may be 
considered as (romplete as soon as the discharge is seen to con»ist of 
liquid only. The sludge discharged is either pumped or run by 
gravity to the sludge disposal tanks. 

Unless upward flow tanks ai^ cleaned of sludge regularly the conical 
bottom will become filled with sludge which can only be removed at 
considerable expense by piimj)ing ouit the whole of the liquid and 
removing the sludge by hand. 
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4. Sludge digestion tankSi — Tbe function of these tanks is to 
remove as iiiiich as possible of the water in the sludge and to convert 
the piitrescible soliil matter into an innocuous substance which can 
either be disposed of as manure U) cultivators or used to raise low lying 
land. 

4Vi effe('>t these changes the sludge is discharged into kutcha tanks 
made by emdosiiig a pie(‘e of land by an earthen bund. The outlet 
for the liquid consists of a masonry chamber the top of which is 
surrounded by a scnim board which permits the discharge of water and 
holds back the floating solid matter. It is essential that the opening 
r(Hind the inside of the scum board should be kept free, and any 
clogging must b(? removed periodically. As the contents of the tank 
solidify the top of the outlet chamber sliould be laised by brickwork 
from time to time initil the wdiole of the tank becomes fllled with solid 
digested sludge, after wdiich it may be dug out and sold or a new tank 
ma<le and the top ol‘ the old one covered with earth and planted with 
crops. 

T). The irrigation areOi — Wliere there is no nieans of puiifying ilie 
8epti(‘ tank effluent oilier tlian land filtration, digestion in tanks, etc. 
(as at Dacca), the (‘arc of the irrigation area and tanks is a matter of 
great iiuj)oitaiice. The growing of crops for profit is of secondary 
(‘Oii'^i deration, 'und therefore it is not permissible for municipalities to 
lease out such irrigation areas to cultivators. 

All irrigation an as are to be regularly cultivated for Ihe purpose of 
thoroughly oxidising the solid matter deposited on the surface of the 
soil, thus increasing the capacity of the soil to absorb effluent. This 
(Uiltivation jiLso keeps down w'eeds which otherwise quickly get out of 
hand. 

No effluent is to lie discharged into any waterw^ay which flow\s 
throiVgh i)opuloiis areas unless it is diluted to smdi an extent as to be 

harmlevHs. 

During tlie periods at the commencement and the end of the monsoon 
when the irrigation area is too W’et to irrigate, and the flow in the 
adjoining waftrways and drainage channels is too small to jiermit of 
adequate dilution, the effluent must be passed through a number of 
tanks so that digestion and dilution can take place before the 
eflluent is discbaCged into any drainage channel or other waterw^ay. 

During the height of the monsoon all sluices on the disjiosal tanks 
are to be opened so as to thoroughly w’ash out these tanks and to fill 
them with fresh flood water, where this is possible. This is a imitler 
of great import anee, as unless the contents of these tanks are replaced 
with fresh water from time to time, they wull putrefy and cause 
considerable nuisance to the surrounding locality. 

b. Cleaning of sewerSi — The whole of the sew^ers in the town should 
be divided into sections and a regular programme is to be drawn up 
whereby each section is examined anfl if necessary cleaned, at frequent 
infeiwals. 

It will be found that the small branch sew^ers from dumping depots 
lend to choke up due to insufficient water being usetl during dumping 
operations. The cleaning programme must therefore be drawn up in 
sin h II manner as to j)rovide for more frequent inspeeiion and attention 
to sucdi branch sewers, thus obviating the inconvenience, nuisance and 
expense of cleaning senders which have become totally blocked. 
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All syphons require periodic inspection and attention and if 
regularly flushed out, particularly at the commencement of the 
monsoon wlien large quantities of mineral matter are discharged into 
the sewers through the gulley pit Bcparators, it will be a comparatively 
simple matter to maintain them in thorough working order. 

The imiiilioles into whic,h house connections discharge should be 
examined during the monsoon, to ascertain whether such connections 
have been satisfactorily built in., Any leakage of subsoil w^ater round 
such pipes should be noted and the house-holder W)mpelled to make 
good the leakage during the following dry weathei’. No house 
connections should be granted between the months of May and 
November of each year owing to tlie difliculty of making watertight 
connections to the sewers during this period, when the subsoil water 
level is high..

Conus of ports. 

1. Classillcatiori of vessols. — For the purposes of the census, 
vessels may be classed as: — 

(a) Sea-going vessels plying between ports in British India, or 
Indian States and British or foreign ports out of India. 

(h) Sea-going vessels plying between Indian coast ports, whether 
in British India, in Indian States or in French or 
lV)rtugueBe territory. 

(c) Other vessels, such as (1) inland cargo and passenger steamers, 

(2) country boats carrying inland produce, (3) ferry 
steamers, passenger boats, etc., plying within the limits of 
a single port, (4) fishing boats, etc. 

2. Conus agency.~In all places where there is Port OflScer or 
Conservator, that offic.er should superintend all arrangements as port 
census officer. For smaller ports and landing places the district officer 
should make the necessary arrangements. Full use should be made of 
any Chistoms, Salt or Marine officials available. 

Tha census of the port of Calcutta will follow the general principles 
of the rules given in this appendix with such minor modifications as 
may be found necessary, and may be determined by the provincial 
superintendent. 

3. EnumeratorSi — The limits of the port must be carefully defined 
with special reference to the rivers discharging into it. The foreshore 
and anchorage should then be divided into blocks, and an enumerator 
appointed to ea(;h block. If more convenient, one set of enumerators 
may be appointed for the census of vessels of the kind referred to in 
articles 4 to 12, and another set for the census of the vessels referred 
to in articles 13 to 16. 

A register (Form I) must be prepared for all the vessels (and 
buildings, if any), in each block, other than small boats in which no 
one sleeps at night. This register must be kept,' corrected up-to-date, 
until the census is over. 

Noth. — The limits of the port will not nocowiarily be the same as those ordinarily 
recognised. If a considerable number of boats are usually moored outside, ‘but 
near those limits, the boundary lines should bo drawn so ns to includo thorn. Great 
oare must be taken to see that the boundary thus laid down is clearly under'^tood 
by the census oflioers both of the port and or the area adjoining it. 

4. Vessels plying between Indian and British or foreign ports.— 

Sea-going vessels arriving from, or leaving for, another port noi in 
British India or an Indian State, should not be emimerated unless 
they actually lying in the ports on the night of the 26th February. 
In that case, the procedure in articles 6 and 7 should be followed. 
Otherwise they will ba dealt with under the procedure laid down in 
Appendix XVI. 

Note. — Vessels arriving from, or leaving for. another port in British India 
or an Indian State, will be regarded as “plying oetweon coast ports” irrespective 
of their port of origin or ultimate destination. 

5. Vessels plying between coast ports. — In the case of sea-going 
vessels of this class, it is necessary to provide for the following 
contingancies : — 

(1) vessels lying at anchor in a coast port, on the night of the 

census ; 

(2) vessels having left for a coast poii; shortly before that night; 

(3) vessels arriving from a coast port after that night; and 

(4) the special case of coasting steamers touching at several ports 

during that night. 

6 . Procedure for census of eoa-going vaseele.— Master of vessel 
responsible for census. — The master of the vessel is, in all cases, 
responsible for the due enumeration of all on board on the night of 
the census. He should be furnished with the necessary schedules and 
instructions, and a notice in the annexed form (Form II) should bo 
handed to him, requiring him to Ml in the schedules for himself, his 
crew, and the passengers that are on board on the night of the 
26th Febmaiy. 
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For EuropeaiiH household 'schedules may be supjplied but for them 
as for Indians an ordinary enumeration book in English, containing 
the requisite number of general schedules, should be used as far as 
possible. 

' 7. Vessels remaining in pert. — In the case of the vessels lying in 
the port and likely to remain there over the night of the 26th February 
the forms should be distributed at least three days beforehand or (in 
the case of siibsaqueiit arrival) as soon as they reach the port. On the 
m )riiing of the 27th Febiniary the enumerator should visit the vessel 
and collect ihe returns, examining the entries to see that they are in 
acc’ordapce with the instructions, and mustering the persons on board, 
if he thinks it ne('essary to do so. He must, in all cases, cheek the 
entries for lascarvS and other natives of India. Where the master is 
illiterate and unable to fill up tlie schedules the enumerator should fill 
them up for him. 

8. Vessels leaving port. — If a vessel is leaving a British or Indian 
State port after the 2()th January for another coast port which it is 
not tolerably certain to reach before the census night, the port census 
officer should supply the master of the vessel with the necessary forms, 
and instruct him to fill them up on the night of the 2Gth Febi-uary 
and deliver them duly certified it) the Customs or other authority who 
may ask for them at the British or Indian State port first touched at 
aft^r the 26th February. It should be ascertained what poii this is 
likely to be and notice should be sent by post to the port census officer 
concerned. 

9. Vessels arriving in port after the night of the census. — If a 

vessel arrives in a British or Indian State port from another coast port 
(including a port in French or Portuguese territory) between tlie 
26th February and the l^lh March, the enumerator of the port mu>t 
(unless lie knows that the vassel has previously touched at a port 
after the 26tb February and that this demand has been made before) 
require from the master of the vessel either schedules duly filled in or 
an enumeration pass (see Article 11). If neither of these be 
forthcoming, the enumerator must muster the persons on board and 
with the aid of the master and others fill in the necessary forms. 

10. Coasting steamers. — In the case of steamers running at short 
intervals between coast ports, arrangements should be made similar to 
those for the enumeration of persons on inland steamers (see Appendix 
XTI). Til 3 census record for the steamer will include the ship’s 
officers, crew, etc., and all passengers who are still on board at 7 p.m. 
on tlie 26th Februaiy. Passengers disembarking after 7 p.m. should 
bc;^ given a pass ((Chapter I, Article 31) to prevent double enumeration; 
those coming on board after that hour will be enumerated unless they 
have alrc^.ady been enumerated on shore. The schedules will be handed 
ewer to the local enumerator at the first port reached after 6 a.in. on 
the 27th February. 

11. Enumeration passes. — In order to prevent double enumeration 
every poison, who receives schedules filled in for any vsssels, should 
give the master an anumeration pass (Form III). The master should 
be instructed to keep this pass carefully until the 15th March. 

12. Inland steamers. — The enumeration of inland cargo and 
passenger steam 3i*s will be carried out by the clerk on board under 
arrangemenls made by the provincial superintendent with the 
Managing Agents (see Appendix XII). The schedules so filled in for 
any steamers of this class which may be lying in port on th-a night of 
the census or reacdi it eariy next morning will be collected next 
morning by the enumerator of the block in which each such steamer 
is moored. 

13. Other vessels — Fishing vessels. — In the case of fishing and 
other vessels that are likely to be absent from the port on the night 
of the (iensus, the scffiedulas for their crews should be filled in on thsir 
leaving port at any time between the 16th and the 26th February and 
an enumeration pass (see Article 11) given to the person in charge of 
the vessel. If it returns before the 26th February the pass should be 
taken back, the schedules destroyed, and the persons on board told 
that they will })e enumerated on the 26th February or on the vessel 
again leaving port. 

14. Cargo boats. — Boats laden with country OToduce, cargo brigs, 
etc., which leave the port after the 16th February, should be 
enumerated, and an enumeration pass (Form III) given to the person 
in charge, unless it is fairly certain that the destination will be reached 
before the 26th February. The person in charge should be warned to 
preserve the pass as a safeguard against double enumeration. 
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16. Procedure im night of the oemus. — On the census night, each 
enumerator will visit every vessel in his block, other than those of 
which the census will be enected by the master or clerk as provided in 
Arthdes 4 to 12 above, and enumerate all persons found passing the 
night there and not taking their meals from other places. He will 
give an enumeration pass (Form III) to the person in charge of each 
vessel. In order to reduce his work on the census night he should 
prepare, a day or two beforehand, a preliminary record of all persons 
who regularly pass the night on ferry and other steamers plying within 
the limits of the port, or who are living on other vessels moored within 
hiH block which are likely to remain there until after the census is 
taken. 

IG. Particular care must be taken to enumerate at their homes all 
I)ersous taking their meals there, who are absent on vessels for the 
night only [vide Manual of Instructions to supervisors (Appendix III 
to the Code), Article 9(5) and Instructions to Enumerators (Appendix 
IV to the Code), Part II, Rule 7.]

APPENDIX XIII. 

Cenuis of Jail., 

1. The eniiinoration of the jail population will be carried out 
under the orders of the officer in charge, to whom the necessary forms 
and iustructions should be supplied by the district census officer. 
With the modifications hare noted the ordinary procedure will be 
followed. 

2 . Each jail and lock-up should be formed into a separate block 
or blocks. E.-'h ward or other occupied building, which has a separate 
entrance, should he numbered as a hoi;i«. , {.See Chapter IV, Article 1, 
exception (w).] 
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3. The enumeration will include all classes of prisoners and all 
jail offi * 61*8 and their familias who reside within the precincts of the 
jail. It will also include police on duty as jail guards, if they sleep 
and take their meals within the precincts of the jail; otherwise they 
will be enumerated as part of the district police. 

4. The preliminary enumeration will be bepun on the 15th 
February and completed by the 20th February. Prisoners who will 
be released before the 20th Februai-y should not be enteied. In 
column rj of the schedule x>i'isoner8 should be classed as convicts, 
under-trial or civil prisoners. Their previous occupations should not 
be shown and column 9 should be left blank. 

5. The final enumeration should be commenced at lock-up time 
on the 2(iih February. Every prisoner should be called by his name 
as he enters his sleeping: ward, and the fact that he has been entered 
in the enumeration book verified. Prisoners received after the 
preparation of the preliminary record should be entered, and those no 
lon^xer i resent should be struck out. After all the piisoners have 

dealt with, the final census of the jail officials and their families 
should be taken.

Liable to alteration from year to year^ 


1. An Examination for admission to the 
Indian Civil Service, open to all qualified 
persons, will be held in London in. July and 
August of each year for such number of 
appointments to that Service as the Secretary 
of State may on each occasion deteminO. 
The date of the Examination linil be 
announced beforehand by the Civil Semoe 
Commissioners. 

2. A Candidate must be a male and 
either: — 


{a) a British subject whose fathe^ ' (if 
alive) is a British subject or a 
a State in India, or (if dead) was St ibe 
time of his death either a British snl^ect 
or a subject of A State in :^diA 
person, ,in 'the, ^ 

, Gr9se^or 

imUt or 'r. 
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^{b) a ruler or a subject of a State in Indie 
in respect of whom the Governor General 
in Council has made a declaration under 
Section 96A of the Goveniment of India 
Act. 

Provided that in the case of a male British 
subject the requirements of this rule may be 
waived by the Secretary of State in Council 
if he is satisfied that their observance would 
occasion exceptional hardship and the Can- 
didate is HO closely connected by ancestry or 
upbriujgrin^ with His Majesty’s dominions as 
to justify special treatment. 

3. A Candidate must have attained the age 
of twenty-one, and must not have attained 
the age of twenty-four on the first day of 
August of the year in which the Examination 
is held, 

4. A Candidate who is a Native of India 
must obtain a certificate of age and qualifica- 
tion under Regulations 2 and 3 issued under 
Notification of the Govornment of India, 
No. 1114, dated ]2lli September, 1918* and 
signed,, should he be a resident in British 
India, by the Sec'retary to Goveniment of the 
Provin(‘e, or the Commissioner of the Division 
within whicih his family resides, or, should he 
reside in a Native State, ])y the highest Poli- 
tical Offic^er accredited to the State in which 
hift family resides. 

A Candidate must be free from disease, 
constitutional affection, or liodily infirmity, 
unfitting him, or likely to unfit liiin, for the 
Indian (’ivil Seiwice.t 

6. A Candidate shall satisfy the (]ivil 
Service Commissioners that his character is 
such as to qualify him for employment im the 
Indian Civil Seiwice. 

7. No person who, in a pj-evious year, 
accepted the offer of a nomination as a Select- 
ed Candidate lor the Indian Civil Service and 
subsequently resigned his position as a 
Sele<;ted Candidate, will be admitted to the 
Examination. 

. 8. Should the evidence upon the above 
points be prima facie satisfactory to the Civil 
Service Cpnimissioners, the Candidate, on pay- 
ment of the prescribed fee, will be admitted 
to the Examination. The Commissioners may, 
however, in their discretion, at any time 
prior to the grant of tlie (Certificate of Quali- 
fication institute such further inquiries as 
they may deem necessary; and if the result 
of such inquiries in the case of any Candidate 
should be unsatisfactory to them in any of 
the above respects he will be inelig’ible for 
admission to the Indian Civil Service, and, 
if already selected, wiU be removed from the 
position of a Probationer.

A candidate who is not re- 
quired under the jireceding sub-sections 1o 
offer a vernacular will offer history instead. A 
niu*-year probationer will offer British history; 
a two-year probationer will offer British history 
for the Tnlermediate Examination and Euro- 
pean liistoiy for the Final Examination. 

Any queKtion as to the interpretation and 
application of this regulation will be decided 
by the Civil Service Commissioners. 

(8) The ordinary session of the Final Exa- 
mination for the testing of riding will take 
pjace in advance of the rest of the Final 
Examinatioii, and a special sessitm will when 
necessoiw be held at a later date for the benefit 
of any candidate who may have failed at the 
ordinary session. 
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Candidates who at the ordinary session 
satisi^ the Commissioners that they are 
sufficiently at home in the saddle for the 
efficient performance of all duties required of 
members of the Indian Civil Service will be 
awarded maiks ranging between 101 and 200 
according to the degree of proficiency dis- 
played. 

Candidates who at the ordinary session fall 
short of this adequate proficiency but show 
such minimum proficiency as is evidence that 
with a moderate amount of practice they can 
attain full proficiency, will receive marks 
ranging beiween 1 and 100; they will be 
allowed to proceed to India and will on their 
arrival there be subjected to such further tests 
in riding as may be prescribed by their IiO(^al 
Government.* 

If a candidate is absent from or fails to 
show minimum proficiency at the ordinary 
session he will ho given a further opportunity 
of examination at a special session. If he 
then attains adequate proficiency he will not 
be subjected to further tests in India. If he 
attains minimum proficiency he will be allow- 
ed to proceed to India under the same (condition 
as if ho had attained minimum proficiency at 
the ordinary session. No credit in marks will 
be given for any performance at a special 
session. 

Probationers may also bc". examined in 
riding at siuffi time or times as the Commis- 
sioners may appoint during the course of the 
probationary period. 

(9) Sucih dedufstions as the Civil Servic^e 
Commissioners may consider necessary will be 
made from the marks assigned to candidates 
at the Intermediate and Final Examinations 
in order to secuire that no c*redit is allowed for 
merely superficial knowledge. 

(10) The Civil Service Commissioners will 
prepare lists of the candidates in order of 
merit; the order foivthe one-year probationers 
being based ^)n the sum of the marks obtained 
by the candidates at the Open Competitive and 
Final Examinations, the order for the two- 
year probationers being based on the sum of 
the marks obtained by the candiflates at the 
Intermediate and Final Examinations. 

(11) The selected candidates whose perform- 
ance iDf the compulsory subjectsf of the Pinal 
Examinatiem is such as to satisfy the Civil 
Service Commissioners, and who have also 
satisfied the Commissioners of their eligibility 
in respect of nationality, age, health, 
character and conduct during the period of 
probation, shall be certified by the Commis- 
sioners to be entitled to be appointed to the 
Indian Civil Service, provided that they shall 
comply with the regulations in force, at the 
time, for that Service. 


* Such candidates will receive no increase 
to their initial pay until they have passed tlie 
further tests in question to the satisfaction of 
their Local (Joverninent. 

tThe compulsory subjects include riding, 
and a candidat^e who fails at the end of the 
Mriod of probation to satisfy the Civil Service 
Commissioners that he has reached the mini- 
mum standard of proficiency in riding will be 
liable to have his name removed from the list 
oi eelected candidatea. 


(12) If any candidate is prevented by sickr 
ness or any other adequate cause from attend- 
ing the Final Examination, the Commis- 
sioners may, with the concurrence of the 
Secretary of State for India in Council, allow 
him to appear at the Final Examination to be 
held in the following year, or at a special 
examination. A selected candidate absent for 
such adequate cause from the Intermediate 
Examination may, tinder similar conditions, 
be allow^ed to appear at the Intermediate 
Examination a yeaj* later or at a special ex- 
amination, or may lie excused the Inter- 
mediate Examination and allotved to appear 
for the Final Examination in regular course. 

Any candidate who at the Intermediate 
Examination shall appear to have wilfully 
neglected his studies, or to be physically 
incapacitated fur j)ursuing the prescribed 
course of training, will be liable to have his 
name removed from the list of selected can- 
didates. 

(13) A selected candidate who wishes to 
pursue, in addition to the course prescribed 
above, an extra course of stiuly, such as read- 
ing for a degree or lor the oxainination for ad- 
mission to llie liar, must first obtain the per- 
mission of the High Commissioner for India. 
If permission is accoided, it will be subject to 
review at any time.

History. Subjects 7-10. A history sub- 
ject will deal with the life of the people as 
a whole, political, social, literary, artistic, 
a(‘ientific, economic. 

Candidates should know something of the 
original authorities, and have stich a know- 
ledge of geography as is necessary to the 
proper understanding of the history. 

When a fixed date is given for the end of 
a period, candidates will be expected to have 
some knowledge of the subsequent develop- 
ment of movements whic h continued beyond 
the period ; similarly when a fixed date is 
given for the beginning of a period, they will 
be expected to know in general outline how 
the initial position was reached. 

7, 8. English History. — Period 1 to 1660; 
l^eriod 2, 1660 to the present day. Candi- 
dates will be expected to know so much of 
Europaan history as will make the external 
action of this (‘ouiitry fully intelligible and 
will explain those movements at home which 
had their beginnings abroad, e.g., the Re- 
naissance, the Reformation, and the reactions 
in this country of the French Revolution. In 
subject 8 the outstanding incidents . and 
moveineiits in the history of British posses- 
sions will be included. 

10. European History. — Period 1 from 
400 to 1494; Period 2 from 1494 to 1763; 
Period 3 from 1763 to the present day. The 
history of the United States of America, of 
India, and of the Far East, will be inclucjied 
in so far as it influences European fortunes to 
an important degree. 

11. General Economics. — The subject will 
be treated as a whole, and candidates should 
be prepared to illustrate the theory by the 
facts and to analyze the facts by the help of 
the theory. The history of economic thought 
will be included. 

12. Economic //Mfory.—^Candi dates will 
be ^expected to have a general acquaintance 
with the early economic history of England; 
but special attention will be paid to the 
economic development of the British Isles 
and other poilions of the Empire during the 
last two or three centuries, and so much 
knowledge of European and American condi- 
tions will be expected as is necessary for the 
understanding of British economic history. 

13. Public Economics. — The questions will 
deal with the main forms of state action, 
central and local, in the economic sphere, 
together with public finance. 

14. Political Theory. — Candidates will be 

expected to show a knowled^^e of political 
theory and its tistoiy, political theory being 
understood tb mean not only the theory of 
legialatji^,. but also the general histo^ of the 
State and its connection with studies 
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mch as Ethics, Psychology, Jurisprudeiu^e, 
public International Law, and Economics.

— Geometiy 
of two and of three dimensions according to 
Euclid (synthetic geometry), to Descartes 
(analytical geometry), and to Mon ge (descrip- 
tive gtiometry, dealing with three-dimension- 
al figures by the use of plan and elevation).

Pure Mathematics together with: — 

The geometry of cuiwes and surfaces. 
Tens(n' calculus. 

Filemeiitary analysis, including' simple 
functions of a complex variable and contour 
iniegratit)!!. 

Difl'ciential equations in one indej)endent 
variable. Elementary treatment of partial 
difleiential ecpiations, with special I'eference 
to the differential equations of mathematical 
jjhysics. Existence theorems ai*e excluded. 

Matheniaii(‘al theory of probability, in- 
chuling* theory of eirurs, method of least 
squares, curve fitting, and correlation. 

Calculus of finite tlift'erenees, including 
numerical integration and siimmatii)n and 
linear difference equations. 

A cfmsiderable choice of questions will be 
allowed, so that full marks may be obtained 
by covering about half Ihe range stated.

Elements of modern mathematical theoiy 
of statistics: — frequency curves and the 
mathematical representatiun of groups 
generally; accuracy of sampling as affecting 
averages, percentages, standard deviation;

1. Port Census Area. — Foi* the purjioses of the census the port of 
rjalcutta shall be taken to consist of (1) the waters of the river Ilooghly 
from the (^)ssipore Ghat on the north to the Sandheads on the south 
and (2) on the left bank of the Ilooghly property of the Port Com- 
missioners between the (3ossixK»re Ghat on the m^rth and the Cal(‘utta 
Electric Supply Company, Meiiabruz, on the south. 

2. Scope of Census. — The census will be taken on the night of the 
2Gth Ftdiniary 1931. The ceiiHiis of the Poll of Calcutta is intended to 
enumerate the jiopulation of — 

(a) the land portion of the port census area on the night of the 
2Gih February 1931 ; 

(ft) vessels of all classes lying in the part census area on the night 
of the 201 h February 1931 ; 

(r) sea-going vessels cm the Calcutta side of the Sandheads at any 
time between 7 p.in. and midnight of the 26th February 
1931 ; 

(d) sea-going vessels arriving from Indian coast porte between the 
2Gth February and the 15th March 1931, unless enumerated 
elsewhere ; 

(c) all other vessels leaving port l)etween the 16th February and 
the 26th Februaiy 1931, unless it is fairly certain that they 
will reach their destination before the 26th February, 
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3. Census Divisions and Agency. — The Special Census Officer, 
Calcutta, will be the Port Census Officer. There will be three charges 
dealing with (a) the land portion of the port census area with the 
exceptions specified in Paii TI, article I, below; (h) sea-going vessels; 
and (c) other vessels. These charges will be superintended, respectively, 
by (a) an officer of the Poit Coininission, Calcutta; (h) the Superinten- 
dent of Cnstoins, Preventive Service, Calcutta; and (c) the Deputy 
Commissioner, PoH Police, (hilcutta. These officers will form blor^ks 
and where necessary circles on the lines laid down in the Code of 
Census Pr()(!eduro, Bengal, 1931, and will nomiiiale for them enumera- 
tors* and supejvisors.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to introduce into the operations of the Calcutta improvement Trust 
the procedure of recoupment through betterment fees as an alternative to that at present pro- 
vided by powers of acquisition and exemption. The present system has been found unsuitable 
for the improvement of a closely built over area such as Barabazar, where, should exemption 
not be claimed, it is beyond the financial capacity of the Trust to lock up capital in acquiring 
large blocks of valuable house property. The whole question was examined by a Special Sub- 
Committee of the Calcutta Improvement Trust, and it is in accordance with their recommend- 
ations which have the approval of the Improvement Trust that a Bill has now been framed for 
empowering the Trust to levy a betterment fee from property the value of which has increased 
by the operation of the Truet, in lieu of proceeding to acquisition with the alternative of exemp- 
tion. The Bill provides for the levy of a betterment fee calculated at 50 per cent, of the 
difference between the value of the land oh the completion of the execution of the scheme esti- 
mated as if the land were clear of buildings and the value of the land prior to the execution of 
the scheme estimated in like manner. The betterment fee will be assessed in the first instance 
by the Improvement Trust and in the event of this assessment not being accepted the matter will 
be referred to two arbitrators. These two arbitrators will be chosen from a panel constituted 
by the Local Government in two parts/ the first part being composed of persons having special 
knowledge of the valuation of land and the second part of other suitable persons. One arbitra- 
tor will bo selected from one part of the pajiel at a meeting of persons who have dissented from 
the assessment made by the Board, while the other will be appointed by the Local Government 
from the other part of the panel. The Bill further provides for the selection of a third arbitrator 
by lot in the event of difference of opinion between the two arbitrators. Consequential provi- 
sions are made in the Bill, and it is laid down that the imposition of the betterment fee is not to 
preclude the acquisition of property under the existing powers of the Improvement Trust should 
the property be required for the purposes of the Act. 

The Bill abo provides for the repeal of section 14 of the Sohedule to the Calcutta Improve- 
ment Aot, 1911, with a view to make the provisions of section 49 of the Land Acquisition Act, 
1894, which deah with the acquisition of a part only of any house, manufactory or other build- 
ing throughout India applicable to alt acquisition under the Calcutta Improvement Aot, 1911.

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\ STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Bengal Mining Settlements Bill, 1027, dealing with the reorganisation of the Asanso) 
Mines Board of Health lapsed u ith the dissolution of the last Council ; and it has been decided 
not to proceed further at present with the Bill as then introduced as it is possible that the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on Labour may have an important bearing on this 
legislation. It is, however, uecessaty to proceed without delay with the amendment of the 
existing Mining Settlements Act on two points which weio included in the previous Bill, 

2. Under the existing Art the expenstM? are recoverable from the owners of the mines, but 
cases have of?ciirred in which through change of ownership it has [>roved impossible to bring 
home this liability with the result that considerable loss has been caused to the funds of the 
Mines BoanI of Health. It is now proposed in clause 4 to make the share of the expenses under 
the Act payable by any mines a first charge on its profits, and thus attach the liability to the 
mine rather than to the owner from time to time. 

■ 3. The Aaansol Mines Board of Healtli has remained up to the lu’esent without any jiowoi 
of making by-laws with the result tliat rules can only be made by (Jovernment ou the rwiom- 
mendatioii of the Jioard. This procedure is unnecessarily cumbrous and does not give the 
Board sufficient scope to adjust the rules from time to time and make now pre visions as circum> 
stances require. Powers have therefore been taken by clause 6 for the Mines Board 
of Health to issue by-laws with the aiqiroval of Government.

I have the honour to submit tlie following report on the Administra- 
iioii of the Excise Department in the IVesidencv of Bengal for the year 
1929-30. 

I held charge of the Department during the year under report except 
for the period from th^j 24tli April 1929 to the 3rd Seiilember 1929, when 
1 was on leave and Rai Bahadur A. K. Mukherjee held charge. 


2. Administrative changCB and reforms. — (1) The Calcutta Excise 
licensing Board which exercises the statutory powers of the Collector 
in regard to the number and location of licences in the city of 
Calcutta, was reconstituted with effect from the Ist May 1929, consequent 
on the resignation of the members of the Calcutta Temperance Federa- 
tion from the Board * # m ♦ ♦ 

(2) The Excise Licensing Boards which had been appointed by 

Government from January J927, in the districts of the 24-Parganas, 
Da(ica, Raiigpur and Chittagong, to exercise the statutory powers of 
the Collector iji regard to the number and location of licences, were 
reappointed for a further period of 3 years * * « 

(3) The Excise Licensing Boards were authorised to control the 

number and location of licences granted to hotels, restaurants 

ami pennanent places of amusement ^ « 

(4) To prevent all possible difficulties in the industry of manufacture 
of gur (sugar) from date-palm juice, in the areas where the tree tax 
system of tari was in fone, the previous restriction of liming the 
pots used in drawing the fresh juice from the date or palm trees 
was withdrawn and permission was given to draw the juice in pots 
which were either — 

(1) internally coated with a thin coating of lime, or 

(2) properly cleaned and smoked, 

provided that such vessels were brought down from the trees before 
sunrise to prevent fermentation ♦ ♦ ♦ t e 
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(5) Bakhar, the ferineiiting agent (yeast) mostly used in this 
country in the mannfaciure of country spirit and country beer, was 
declared an ‘‘excisable article” and all operations in regard to the 
article were brought within the jiurview of the Bengal Excise Act 
throughout the Presidency, except in the districts of Jaljiaiguri and 
Darjeeling, with a view to secure more adequate check on illndt brewing 
and distillation * * * * * * ♦ 

(G) On the recommendations of the “Bengal Opium Enquiry 
Committee of 1927,” the following meaHiires were taken and brought 
into effect by Government from the 1st April 1980, subject to further * 
measures that may be taken as tlie result of the conference on the 
subject held by the Government of India in May 19f30: — 

(i) The treasury (issue) price of excise opium was fixed at Its. 91 
per seer throughout the Presidency except for some shops 
of the district of Midnapore close to the border of the 
province of Bihar and Orissa where the rate was fixed at 
Its. 76 per seer, and the retail jirice of the drug for the 
consumer was fixed at Its. 150 j^er seer throughout the 
Presidency except in the above shops of the Alidnapore 
district wheie it was fixed at Its. 185 per seer. 

(7/) l^he limits of individual private possession and retail sale of 
exjqse opium were redin ed from 8 tolas to 1 tola (180 grains) 
throughout the Presideiu*y, except in the colonisation area 
in tlie Suiiderbans in the district of Bakargaiij where tlie 
• limits of retail sale and private possession were fix(?d at 

i tola (45 grains). 




(7) The following sieps w’ore laKen for chock of increase in the 
(consumption of charas: — 

(t) The sale of charas to any person under the age of twenty years 
was proliibitod. 

(it) The limits of retail sale and piivate pos, session of ctharas were 
reduced from 5 tolas to 1 tola tliroughout the l^residency. 




(8) I'he following measures- were taken to check the consumption 
of cheap illicit liquor by the tea-garden labourers in the district of 
Chittagong : — 

(i) Special rates of duty and retail price were fixed for 60^ 17. P. 
liquor (weak strength) in the tea garden areas. 

(n) The issue of annual “home-brewing pachwui” licences to the 
labourers working in the gardens at the rate of Re, 1 per 
annum per family was sanctioned. 




(9) On the recommendation of the fieague of Nations on the subject 
of “Dangerous Drugs,” the Government of Bengal direcited the 
introduction of the following regulations during the year: — 

(a) It was directed that the bottles, phials, packages or other 
containers, or labels affixed thereto, of all preparations, 
officinal and non-officinal (including so-called anti-opium 
remedies) containing more than 0*2 per cent, of morphine, 
all preparations containing diacetylmorphiue and all prepara- 
tions, officinal and non-officinal, containing more tnan 0*1 
per cent, of cocaine, must plainly exhibit the actual 
quantity^ of the dangerous drug present in each container 
or sufficient particulars to admit of the ready calculation 
‘ " of such quantity • • ♦ e .t 
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(6) Exports by sea or land outside British India of excisable 
articles, covered by the Inteinaiional Dang^erous Dings 
Conventions, were prohi Idled except on export authorisations 
granted by officers iiiitborised in this behalf, and necessary 
detailed instructions on the suliject vvcj’c laid doAvn * 

(c) Transmission of Indian hemp (including ganja, bhang and 
charas) or e>;tra<‘ts and timd.ures of Indian liemp, by post 
was jirohibited excejit by licensed chemists on condition 
that the transmission be liy “insured parcel posC* and 
covered by a peiiuit from the Collerdor or other proper 
authority of tire place to vvhiih tin* parctd Avas addressed.

T8llip6ranC6 movCinontSa — Besides the work of the temperance 
organisations in Calcutta, no r<*port of organised attempt towards 
teniperaiu^i^ was received during the year. Reports ahoiit temperance 
work of a sjroiadic nature were r(M*(‘ivcd from the following districts: — 

(/) Dana. — I'hcre was a TemperaiU'e Oi’gaiiisation in the city 
wliic.h had a representative on tiro Excise Licensing Board of 
Dacca. He gave the Board the benctit of his suggestions. 
'Tire asso(‘iation did nol flo any jiropaganda work during the 
year . 

(li) N(i(ha . — Tliero was no organised tem])erancc iirovement in tlie 
district during the year but there was oct^asional [rreaching 
of temperance by a few Chiistain Missionaries and 
Muliaminadan preachers. 

(in) iJarjcrhuf/, — Tire local Chr istian MissioTinrics and the HillmeiCs 
Association devoted some ailention to the cause of 
iemjierance. 


4. ExcisO Licensing Boards.— All the Excise Incensing Boards 
did useful work during the year, and carried on their work with the 
necessary sense of rcsponsihility and judgment. 

Cah'uita Licensinf; Ihnird lield two meetings diiriivg the year. 
It retained all tlie licences of the juevious year and sanctioned the 
follow ing additional licences to meet ascertained local demand ‘for the

The Board also ajiproved the transfer of tlie sites of 3 country 
spirit, one gauja, one siddhi, 3 restaurant, one hotel and 2 foreign 
liquor comhinecl sho7)s. They considered and rejected olijections made 
against the- sites of 3 country spirit, one tari and one ganja shops. 

The privilege of ‘‘on’^ vend was restored to one country sprrit 
simp and the apjdicatiou of another for similar privilege w^as rejected 
by the Board. 

The Board reje<ff.ed the following applications for new licences for

The Howrah Board (considered and rejected the objections made 
against the sites of 4 country spirit, 3 tari, 2 opium, 2 ganja, 2 sicldhi, 
one charas and one foreign liquor public “off’’ licences. It sanctioned 
the transfer of site of one combined ganja and opium shop and 
recommended transfer of one tari shop to another site if an unobjection- 
able one were available. 
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The Bally Board recommended tiansfcr of the site of one tari shop 
if an unobjectionuhle site were available. It rejected an application 
for a new combined shop for opium and fi*anjA. 

The Sadar Board of the 24-Parganas district held three meetings. 
Two tari shops were abolished and one new combined ganja and opium 
shop was sanctioned on the recommendation of the Board with effect 
from Ist April 1930. 

The Barrachpore Board, held three meetings. The sites of one 
foreign liquor, 3 (country spirit and 2 tari shops were changed on the 
lecoinmendation of the Board from 1st April 1930. 

The Dacca Board held two meetings. On the recommendation of 
the Board one ganja shop was al)oliahcd from Ist April 1930. 

The jRangpur Board held two meetings. One country spirit, one 
opium and one ganja shops were abolished, and one new ganja shop 
was opened on the recommendation of the Board from Ist April 1930. 

The Chittagong Board held two meetings. On the recommendation 
of the Board one tari shop and one pachwai shop w^ere abolished, one 
ganja, one opium aiul one tari shops were newly opened, and the sites 
of 2 tari shops were changed with effect from 1st April 1930. 

5. Excise Advisory Committees. — In areas other than those 
mentioned in paragra})h 4 above, the local Excise Advisory Committees 
advised the Collect ois of the districts UvS regards the number and 
location of excise and opium shops. All their recommendations were 
carefully considered and most of them were a»'Copted. 

Generally speaking, most of the Advisory Committees showed due 
sense of responsibility and judgment in their recommendations. In 
a few cascws, however, the Committees advocated immediate total 
abolition f)f all licences within their areas. 

In a(;cordance with their recommendations, one foreign liquor 
(hotel licence), 3 country spirit, 2 tari, 7 pachw^ai, 2 ganja and 2 
bhang shops were abolished, the sites of 2 foreign liquor ""oftV' 18 
country spirit, 4 tari, 13 pachw^ai, 4 ojiium, and 11 ganja shojis were 
changed; and 2 foreign liquor 2 country spirit, one tari, one 

pachwai, 7 opium, 2 ganja and (1 bhang shops were newly opened 
with effect from the 1st April 1930.

The increase in revenue was mainly due to larger collections under 
head “Pachwai vend fees’* from shops working under the fixed^fee 
system. 

7. Actual reoeiptSa — Deducting the advance collections 
(Bs. 1,89,092) for 1930-31 and adding the revenue (Hs. 1,37,144) which 
was collected in advance in 1928-29, the actual receipts on account 
of 1929-80 were Rs. 2,26,96,976 against Rs. 2,26,72,690 (after similar 
adjustment) of the preceding year. 
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8. Excise Charges ♦ 4* ♦ * . — The 

total expejiditure of the Excise and Salt Department, excluding the 
cost price of opium payable to the Government of India, was 
Us. 16,20,441 p.gainst Rs. 15,86,822 during 1928-29. The increase in 
expenditure was mainly due to construction of three sets of quarters 
for Excise officers in the district of Jalpaiguri and also due to th© fact 
that the compensation payable to the Cooch Behar State during 1928-29 
was not drawn in that year l)v the State but was taken in the year 
1929-30. 

9. Revenue under different heads « « « , — 

The largest increase of revenue (Rs. 3,68,149) occurred under 
^‘ReceiplH from country fermented liciuors (Paehwai)/’ “Tari tree 
tax receipts’* came next with an increase of (Rs. 32,637) followed by 
“Duty on spirits used foj* manufacture of medicines and on rectified 
spirits and absolute alcohol used for medicinal purposes” (Rs. 22,623) 
and “Total receipts from opium” (Rs. 13,743). The largest decrease 
(Rs. 2,07,499) oecurred under the bead “Total receipts from country 
spirit,” and Rs. 68,341 under “Duty on wines and spirits manufactured 
in India and classed as foreign liquors.” “Total receipts from hemp 
drugs” showed a decrease of Rs. 53,894. 

10. Demand and collection « « « ^ — 

Of the gross demand of Hs. 2,2(»,S3»,502 a sum of Rs. 2,26,47,923 
or 99-8 per ('ent. was realised, Rs. 9,748 was remitted as irrecoverable. 
The incidence of excise revenue per head of population was 7 annas 
8 pies, the same as in the previous year. 

CHAPTER II— COUNTRY LIQUOR.

Country Spirit. 

12. System of supply and sale. — There were no changes in the 
syateni of supply and sale. 

13. Retail Licences* — The number of licences for the retail sale of 
countiy spirit was 931 against 927. The increase was solely due to 
the opening of a few new (‘oiiidry spirit shops in the tea-garden auas 
of the district of (diitlagong, where it had been found that for want of 
licit sui)ply of cheap spirit, the labourers mostly used illicitly manufac- 
tured liquor obtained from (.’bittagong Hill Tracts. 

0 

14. Consumption. — The total conHumption of country spirit in 
the Rresidency amounted to 575,121 L.P. gallons as compared with 
583,804 L.P. gallons in the preceding year showing a decrease of 
8,683 L.P. gallons. C/onsnmption increased in 14 districts and 
decreased in 12 districts. 

Noticeable decrease occurred in the following districts and was due 
to special reasons in each case, tije main reason Laving been unfavour- 
able economic conditions amongst the classes who generally drink this 
sort of liquor. The decreases were in the districts of Mymensingh 
(5,341 L.P. gallons or 21’9 per cent.), Rangpur (1,978 L.P. gallons 
or 10*5 per cent.), Tippera (815 L.P. gallons or 8*7 per (‘ent.), Bogra 
(699 L.P, gallons or 8*02 per cent.), Bankura (1,295 L.P. gallons or 
7*3 per (*ent.), Bakarganj (298 L.P. gallons or 6-5 per cent.), 
Jalpaiguri (2,862 Ti.P. gallons cu’ 6 1 per cent.) and Calcutta (7,476 
L.P. gallons or 5*2 per cent.). 

The decrease in Mymensingh and Tippera was mainly due to the 
beiious fioods which visited the^e districts in Jun© 1929, and the 
consequent distress. Simdarly in Rangpur it was due to depression 
in trade in hide, tobacco and .jute, while in Jalpaiguri it was due to 
depression in tea. In llankura and part of Murshidabad districts it 
was due to bad trade in lac in the lac-producing areas of the two 
districts. In Calcutta depression iu trade, and strikes of labour in 
mills and factories adjoining the suburbs chiefly contributed to the 
/ deci*eaBe. 

Noticeable increases occurred in the following districts: Chittagong 
(],864 L.P. gallons or 38.7 per cent.), Midnapore (4,141 L.P. gallons 
or 10-9 per cent.), Birbhum (348 L.P. gallons or 8*9 per cent.), 
Darjeeling (2,207 L.P. gallons or 7*6 per cent.) and Howrah (762 L.P. 
gallons or 6/3 per caat.)\ 
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Five districts (Hooghly, HowraL, Nadia, Rajshahi, Malda) reported 
increase in consumption due to a larger nuinber of marriages held 
amongst the lower classes of people addicted to this liquor, towards 
the end of the year, in anticipation of Ihe enforcement of the Sarda 
Marriage Act from Ist April J9TO. 

The increase in Chittagong was mainly due to the replacement of 
illicit liquor by licit liquor in the tea-garden areas in the district. 

The increase in Midnnporc, llirbhuni and Darjeeling was due to 
better economic conditions, us well as suppression of illicit manufacture 
in particular localities. 

A statement is given below showing figures of consumption of 
country spirit in the industrial areas in the district of the 24-Pargana8, 
Hooghly and Howrah from ^ the year ]922-2»‘l to 1929-30, the year 
of the report.

The increase in consumption in the industrial area of the district of 
Jlowrah during the year is ropoi'ted to have been due to the opening 
of sotne new mills ajid consequent increase in the number of coolies 
employed in the mill areas of the district. 

15. Total revenue from country spirit. — The total revenue (licem^e 
and distillery fees and duty) tiom country spirit was Rs. 85,86,116 
against Rs. 87,93,615 showing a decrease of Rs. 2,07,499. The revenue 
derived rroin duty and distillery fees decreased hy Rs. 2,29,356 ajid 
that from licence fees increased by Rs. 21,857. 

16. Convictions fok* drunkenness and action taken against licenfsees 

for permitting it.— ^ ^ ^ 

^ ^ ^ ^ ^ * hi Calcutta 4,683 

persons were convicted of drunkenness as compared with .4,695 persons 
in the previous year, hut no statistics were taken to sliow what 
proportion of these cases was due to indulg-eiice in (‘ountry s])irit, tari 
and foreign liquor rcsj)er'tivcly. Tlie eonvictions w'ere the direct result 
of the vigilance of the ])olice officeiH wlio detected them and bote 
no relation to the figures of consuni])lion. In the municijiality of 
Rangpur 9 persons w'ere convicted for drunkeiiness against no convictions 
in the previous year and in the newdy constituted municipality of 
Gaibandha there were hvc such convictions.

18. Generali — During the year under report licences for the retail 
sole of fermented tari were settled by auction in the tree-tax as well 
as in the other areas of the Presiden<*y.

biew” of pacliwai was due to issue of a less numl)er of licences by 
managers in the tea-gardens in the district of Jalpaiguri, and bad 
economic co?iditioii of aborigines, accustomed to this liquor, in the 
districts of ^lalda, llogia and 24-ParganuH. 

Rovenue. — Tlie revenue in licence fees from “retail vend 
shoi)s'* iiicreased from Its. 10,17,810 to Hs, 14,lJ!9,i?40. The increase 
was marked in liurdwau (Ks. 2,08,803), Birhliujn (Its. 95,152), llankura 
(Its. 22,141), Midmipore (Its, 10,080), hlooghly (Its. 20,582), J^adia 
pts. 3,040) and Murshidubad (Its. 21,198). ’Flie increase in revenue* 
in the Western llon^al districts inentioJicd alnive was due to increased 
consumption ot tlie artiile on account of goo*! harvest of the winter 
paddy in 1928-29, as well as to the fall in the retail price of rice 
in 1929-30, which governed the s<‘ale of taxation on the article. 

The revenue in licence foes from home-brewing of pachwai decreasied 
from Rs. 1,04,245 to Its. 90,907. 3 he dec rease was due to the issue 

of a les.s number of lii’eiices. 

Tlie total jevenue derived from pachwai licences under the above 
three heads increased from Its. 11,52,501 in 1928-29 to Its. 15,20,710 
in the year under report.

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The Collector of Ougtoms, Calcutta, has commented on tlie statistics 
for the port of Calcutta in 1929-30 as follows : — 

. To arrive at the consumption of liquors imported 
through Calcutta, it is necessary also to consider slocks in bond. When 
these are taken into account, it appears that there was a marked increase 
in the <Jonsumption of ale, beer and stout. The consumption of the 
principal spirits has remained stejidy. Vort, champa;>*ne and still 
white wine have declixied hut sherry and other vstill red wines have 
improved. There has been noticeable decline in iJie average proof 
strength of whisky, the average for the year under j’cjrort Ireing 25 
under proof as against 22 under proof in 1928-29.” 

‘‘Imports of British ales and beer have increased from 000,654 to 
733,247 gallons and the average price is now cheaj)er tlniii that of 
German beers. Imports of these and of Duicl) beers have increased 
somewhat, but Japanese beers show a decline.”

38. Manufacture cf tinctures and medicines.— A new bonded 
laboratory of Messrs. M. Bhattacharji and Company was opened this 
year from Ist November 1929, which along with seven existing bonded 
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laboratories in Calcutta and one in Konnagar continued to manufacture 
tinctures and medicinal preparations during the year under report; 
71,070 *5 Ix)ndon proof gallons of rectified spirit contained in tinctures 
and niediciiKil preparations were issued from the nine laboratories on 
payment of duty against 57,220 Tiondon proof gallons issued during 
the pret^eding year. 

The duty realised on tinctures issued from bonded laboratories at 
Us. 5 per London proof gallon on the spirit contents was Rs. 3,55,352-8, 
of which Rs. 3,42,862 was realised in llengal, Rs. 0,418 was realisecl 
ill Bengal to the credit of other provinc es and Rs. 0,072-8 was realised 
in other provinces, agaiusi Rs. 2,8(),130 in the year 1928-29. 

Medicinal preparations containing 20,024 London proof gallons of 
spirit were issued duty-free to the (haiitable dispensaries and hospitals 
in the various provinces in addition to 7,722 TiOndon proof gallons of 
rectified spirit and 2,385 Jjoiidoii proof gallons of absolute alcohol. 

Permit-holders in Bengal took sujiplies of 8,354-2 London proof 
gallons of rectified spirit and alisoliite alcohol from the distilleries, 
and 9,018 Ij.P. gallons I’roni bonded laboratories, on payment of 
Rs. 80,801 as duty. 175-0, 99-8, 168 -3, and 8-0 L.P. gallons of 
rectified spirit and absolute alcohol were supplied to permit-holders 
in Assam, TTnited Provinces, Bihar and Orissa and Madras respectively, 
(iU payment of duty in those provinces. 

Tho rules prescribing strict adherence to B.P. standards and 
approved recipes continued to be strictly enforced, and ihero were 
no complaints regarding the quality of the products of the bonded 
laboratories. 


39. Issues of rectified spirit and almiute alcohol from bonded 
laboratories and distilleries for medicinali industrial and other purposes 
on paymont of full duty. — 5,875-5 Ij.P. gallons of rcMtlified spirit and 
absolute alcohol were sold on payment of full duty from the disitilleries 
and bonded laboratories for industrial, medicinal and scientific purposes 
to licensed chemists, druggists, etc.

45. Retail licences. — The total number of licences issued in the 
Presidency for the retail sale of ganjn was 1,204 against 1,205 in 
1928-29. 

40. Consumption. — 11ie total quantity of ganja (consumed in the 
Presidency amounted to 1,559 maunds 7 seers against 1,677 maunds 
19 seers showing a net decj-ease of 18 maunds 12 saers or l-l per cent. 

The consumption was practically stationary in most of the districts 
in the T^resideiicy. In the district of Myinensingh, there was an 
appreciable fall, amfninting to 12*8 per cent, due particularly to the 
floods in June 1929, and consequent unfavourable e<5onomic conditions. 
The same reasons affected consumption in the neighbouring district 
of Tippera. 

47. Total revenue. — The tot*il receipts for the year amounted to 
Rs. 49,49,440 against Rs. 49,91,507 in tlie previous year, the net 
decTcsase amounting to Rs. 42,001. The revenue from licence fees 
and duly dec reased by Rs. 21,442 and Rs. 20,738, respectively, while 
that from gola rent increased by Rs. 119. 

48. Incidence of taxation. — The incidence of licence fees per seer 
of ganja consumed was Rs. 37-7 and that of duty Rs. 40. The total 
taxation was 77-7 per seer as compared with 77*6 in the previous 

year.

Tlip urea sanctioned I'oi cultivation during the yeai* was 1,800 
higlias. There was no case ot' eanccllution or surrender of licence 
dimng the year. The area actually cultivated was 1,8»65 highas 12 
cottahs and 2 (‘hitaks against 1,022 highas 8 cottahs and 6 chitaks 
in the f)ievi()Us year. 

rhe cultivation during the year' was aHected Iry Hoods in tin* early 
part ot October 1020, on account of which about 800 biglias wore 
either subinruged or partly inundated. The afl'ected area was replanted 
with fresh seedlings mostly on new plots, which had not been, how- 
ever, inanared and prepared in time. The results of the flood, coupled 
with unfavouralrle rains in Fcbriuuy and the early part of Marclr

appreciiably reduced the outturn jrer bigha. The total outturn was, 
however, still above the average demand during 1928-20 and 1929-30.

previous ye^n*. 8'he total revtuiue from li(\uicc fees and duty amounted 
to Rs. 1,90,193 as c.ompated wdtb Rs. 1,92,330 in 1928-29 showing 
an inciease of Rs, 3,803. 

67. Consumption^ — The primipal demand for bhang was, as in 
the previous years, confined to most of the West Bengal districts. 
In most of the districts in East Bengal, the demand for bhang as 
an intoxicant is very small. The lotal quantity of bhang consumed 
in the Presidency amounted to 397 mauiids 2 seers against 389 maunds 
32 seers in the previous year showing an increase of 7 maunds 10 seers. 
There wnis noticeable decrease in Dacca, Mymensingh and Rangpur, 
w^hile increase, occurred in most of the West Bengal districts. 

58. Exports. — Three maunds of duty-paid bhang were exported 
from Ilooghly to French Chandernagore against 2 maunds 30 seers 
in the previous year. 1\venty-three seers of duty-paid bhang was 
issued from Comilla to the adjacent state of Tripura against one maund 
in the preceding year. 

59. AIhisO. — No case of abuse of medicinal preparations manu- 
factured from the drug was reported during the year.

60. LiOOflOaa and rovonuo. — The total number of licences issued in 
the Presidency for the retnil sale of charas w^as 34 against the same 
number in 1928-29. There w^ere 3 wholesale licences againrt the 
same number in the preceding year. The total receipts for the year 
amounted to Rs. 2,89,686 as compaied with Rs, 3,05,382 in 1928-29, 
showing a decrease of Rs. 16,696 in licence fee which was due to 
decrease in the consumption of the drug. 
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Gl. Importp export and consumption. — The total quantity of charas 
ijuported into the Presidency was 53 maunds IG seers against 55 
niauTids 37 seers in the previous year. The drug was as usual, imported 
by tlie wholesale dealers of (/alcutUi and Birbhum direct from the 
Punjab and supplied to the retail vendors in the districts. The total 
issue to retail shops in the l^residency was b'J maunds 18 sems as 
compared with 55 muuiids 7 seers in the preceding year, while the con- 
Biiiuption in Calcutta amounted to 27 maunds 39 seers against 30 
maunds 24 seers in the previous year. 

Twelve seers of chains were exported to Ereiudi Chandernagore 
during the year against 4 seers exported during the previous year.

G»t. Consumption. — 'Phe consumption of excuse oiiium during the 
year under lepori was 993 maunds 21 seers, as coiu])ared with 987 
maunds 24 seers in llie preceding year, an increase of 5 maunds 37 
seers. 

Noticeable increase occuiied only in the district of Noakhali (31 
seers or 10*5 per cent.). The reason was an extension of the use of 
licit opium amongst peojde as a household remedy against certain 
forms of illness. 

The decrease in consumption exceeded 6 per cent, in the districts 
of Mymensingh (58 seers or 7*3 per cent.) and Darjeeling (33 seers 
or 16*6 per cent.). Jn Mymensingh the decrease was mainly due to 
economic distress on account of floods and consequeni faihire of crops, 
and in Darjeeling it was chiefly due to the diversion of the Tibetiin 
wool trade from Kali m pong to Rungpo (Sikkim) and alsu^ the general 
slump in trade with Tibet. 

64. Licences for retail sale. — I'he total number of licences issued 
for the retail sale of excise opium was 855, ns compared with 853 in 
the previous year. Three sliops were abolished in Rang’pur and five 
new shops were opened, viz., 2 in Tippera and one each in Hooghly, 
Noakhali and Dinajpur. 

65. Medicinal permits and licences under the Opium and Morphia 

Rules. — The total number of permits and licences issued was 1,663 
as compared with 1,570 in the previous year. The number included 
805 licences or permits issued for intoxicating drugs including opium, 
and 858 licences or permits issued for morphia drugs *

The increase in the number of licences was due to gradual increase in 
ordinary chemists' apd druggists’ business. 
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06. RevenuOa — The total receipts amouiited to Its, 4iS,21,04G as 
compaj-ed with .Rs, 48,07,903 in 1928-29. 

07. Abuse of opium and morphias — The use oi oiorphia as a 
sulistitule tor opium does not appear to have been prevalent in any 
dist]i(it. 1'he administration of opium pills to child] en prevailed to 
a limited extent amoiip certain sections of the mill population iji the 
subdivisions of Itarrackpore and Serampore.

70. Liconcos and rovonuos — Four hundred and eighty -two licences 
were issued during the year lo chemists and druggists for tlie sale 
of cocaine on jirosciiptions of qualified medical practitioners as 
com])ared vvnth 454 in 1928-29. Fighty-six jieniiils for the possession 
of rocaine were issued free to managers of hospitals or dispen'^aiies 
ujider (Government supervision. Fifty permits were issued to qualified 
medical practitioners and dentists.

74. The position iu the Presidency us regards offence's against the 
excise and opium laws contiiuied to he the same as in tlie previous 
year, except foi iimreavsing ingenuity and resources brought to play 
by smugglers of cocaine and opium, and for an organised attempt, 
on the part of some local (yhinamen Avho have put up some tanneries 
at Tangra and Topsia in the 24-Parganas district, just on the border 
of Calcutta, to manufacture country spirit on a fairly large scale for 
illicit, supplies in Calcutta and the sulmrbs. This is being effectively 
dealt with by the local staffs. 

Efforts of smugglers of cocaine and o])iuni, who belong to jiowerful 
gangs composed mainly of up-country MuhaTnimulans and the Chinese 
with headquarters at Calcutta, Delhi, Amritsar, Peshawar, Ramnur 
in United Provinces, Rewa in Rajputana, Ajmere and a few other 
states in north-wesit India and in Rajputana, as well as Rangynm, 
Hongkong and a few other Chinese cities in the East, continued to 
receive constant and all possible (dieck from the officers of this Depart- 
ment as well as of the Customs and the Police. 

Attention on the railways being watchful, the smugglers have 
commenced transportation of articles in motor (uars, from and to the 
north-west and the officers have also become vigilant against this 
method of transport. 
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75. T]ie officers of the Departiueot successfulljr toekled offences 
nnder the excise and opium laws in most of the districts, us far as 
po8.sible with the men and resoiuccs at their command. Unfortunately, 
Jiowt'voi’, these efforts could not produce such deterrent effect on illicit 
traffic aa might be expected, particularly for two reaaous, viz , : — 

(1) Inadequacy of the exi.stiiig legal jnovisious for the punishment 

of men who commit the major offences against the excise and 
opium laws. 

(2) Inadequacy of punisliments awarded by magistrates specially 

as regards the major offences. Even the major offences 
under the -excise and cpiiiiu lavra are still looked upon 
merely as “fiscal offences,’* and it ajipears as if sufficient 
cousiclerat ion is not always attached to the serious barm 
caused to society as well as to (fovernmeiit in numerous 
directions, by the people wlio engage themselves systemati- 
cally in regular illicit traffic in intoxicating liquors and 
drugs. 

I make the-se ob.^erval ions not witii any view to criticise, but simply 
to invite attention to the seriousiie^.s of all major offences against the 
excise and ojiium laws. 'Ihe man who ]n<‘\vs a pot of pacliwai (rice 
beer) or manufactures a pot of s^iirit or who collects a few wild bhang 
plants for liis own consuinptirm, is (juite in a diffeienl cat(*go)^' from 
j)eople who make it a profession to deal with sjjirits, or drugs for 
regular traffic, and 1 consider that the sooner (he existijig law for the 
j)unishmenl of offenders of the lattm* nariire are tightened up, and the 
existing provisions are more ligorously enforctal i)y llie magistrates, tin* 
be.ttm* it wauild be in the direction of more effetdive control of 
intoxicants. 

Total eradication of the serious forms ,oi illicit tnittic, specially in 
diugs is not possible until all countries lall in lint* and j(\strict manu- 
facture of “dangerous drugs’ io medicinal requirciments, but it is 
certainly desiiablc that traffickers in these articles get much less 
leniency than is the case at present, due to itnisons explained above.' 

7ti. In Calcutta efforts lo tackle (he j)]incii)al offenders and their 
associates engaged in illicit traffic in opium, cocaine and charas as 
well as ill the illicit distillation ot country spirit were persistently 
made throughout the yeai' and met with all possible siu-cess, and the 
de[»arlmeiit is thankful for the co-operation it received from the Police 
and Customs officials. The illicit traffic inside the city as w^ell as at the 
railwuiv ^termini continued to be looked after by the Excise detective 
stpff in t*o-oj)cration wdih the Police officials, while the illicit tiaflfic 
on board the vessels and on ihe jottie.s was looked after mainly by 
the Custom.-; detective staff.

Subject as hereiuaft<jr provided, a pension 
or gratuity shall, on his lelirement or dis- 
charge fixmi municipal service, be payable to 
every officer or servant who, having contri- 
buted under these rules on scale A. (a) shall 
have attained the age of 65 years, or (/>) shall 
have been certified under rule 15 as incai)a- 
citated for further service or (r) whose services 
shall have been dispensed with in <()n- 
soquence of reduction or reorganisation ol 
establishment, and not from any fault of Ivis 
own, or {(1) wJio aliall have been permitted bp 
the authority competent to appoint him to 
retire after conhpletion of qualifying service 
for thirty yeans before attaining the age of 
5o years. Provided however that (except as 
provided in rule 18) no pension or gratuity 
shall be jjayalde to any oificer or servant who 
shall not have completed five years’ servi(‘e at 
the time of such retirement or discharge. 

The pensions or gratuities j^rauted under 
the above conditions shall be designated 
respectively as — 

(а) Superannuation pension or gratuity, 

(б) Invalid pension or gratuity, 

(c) Compensation pension or gjutuity, 

{d) Retiring pension. 

{2) Substitute the following for rule 14 : — 

Save as in this rule expressly provided, no 
pension or gratuity shall be payaCle to any 
officer or servant who shall voluntarily resign 
the municipal service before the age of 65 
years (unless duly certified under rale 16 as 
incapacitated for further service or permitted 
to retire after completion of qualifying 
service for 30 years)^ or to any officer or 
servant who shall be dismissed from the 
municipal service for misconduct, nor shall 
any such officer oi- servant voluntarily resign- 
ing or being dismissed as afoiesaid be entitled 
to. any rofund of contributions therefor made 
by him under these rules. Provided however 
that the Corporation may, if ci^umstancee 
shall, in their opinion, render it just or pro- 
per so to do, ti’eat any particular case as a 
special case, and . by special resolution allow 
an officer or sei-vant who has voluntarily re- 
silrno^ j6r been dismissed as aforesaid to re* 


ceive such pension or giutuity as they may 
think proper, not exceeding the limits pre- 
scribed by rule 17. 

(3) Substitute the following for the proviso 
to rule 27 : — 

l^rovided that nothing in this or any of the 
foregoing rules contained shall be deelried to 
piecJude the Corporation in their absolute 
discretion from grunting a compassionate 
allovvauce to any ofliciei* or servant (whether 
eligil)le or ineligible to contribute, and 
whether he has contributed or not) who may 
have been permanently disabled or seriously 
iiijvired in or during the discharge of his 
duties oj- to tin* widow and children, or in 
case he shall have left no widow or children, 
to thei parents, brothers and sisters, of any 
such ollicej' oi’ aej vant who may have been 
killed in the discharge of his duties or to an

fuTthir to amend the Bengal Embankment Act, 1882, 

Whereas it iR expedient further to amend the Bengal Em- 
bankment Act, 1S82, in the maimer hereinafter appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

Short title. 1- This Act may be called the Bengal Embankment 

(Amendment) Act, 1931. 

Arnendmantof 2. In section 3 of the Bengal Embankment Act, 1882 
section 3 of (hereinafter referred to as the said Act) in the definition of the 

term ‘‘ embankment after the word “ training-wall ** the 
^ ' word “ berm ” shall be inserted. 

Amendment of 3. The second jiaragraph of section 61 of the said Act shall 
section 6L be omitted. 

Insertion of new 4. After section 61 of the said Act, the following section 
section 61 A. shall be inserted, namely : — 

“ 61 A. Interest shall be charged from the date of appor- 
tiomuent on the amount charged to or 

IntoTOBt jMiyabio on apportioned on any estate or tenure, 

loRS any instalment of such amount paid 
from time' to time The interest shall be at the rate of five 
per centum or at such rate, not e\ceeding7livo per centum 
per annum as the Local Oovernmeiit may from time to 
time determine.’" 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

A berm of an embankment forms an important portion of an embankment because it pre- 
vents leakage in flood time and possible breaches. Under eeetion 4 of the Bengal Embankment 
Act, 1882, all berms of embankments vest in Government The word “ berm "" has, however, 
been inadvertently omitted in section 3 under the definition of “ Embankment ” and the result 
has been that cases of damage done to berms brought before a court of law are invariably dis- 
missed because of the omission of the word ‘‘ berm in section 3 of the Act. It has therefore 
become necessary to include the word “ berm ” in the definition of “ Embankment ” in section 
8 of the Bengal Embankment Act, 1882. 

The intention of the second jiaragraph of section 61 of the Bengal Embankment Act, 1882, 
is that interest should be charged from the date of apportionment on the amount charged to or 
apportioned on any estate or tenure, less any instalment of such amount paid from time to time. 
In the opinion of the High Court this paragraph as it stands at present is not clear ; and owing 
to a recent judgment delivered in a ease Government is precluded from levying interest on the 
cost of works undertaken under the Act from the dat(‘ of apportionment of those works among 
the persons benefited The Higli Court has laid it down that interest should be charged on 
arrears of instalments only and not on the whole sum advanced by Government. This baa 
necessitated an amendment of the second paragraph of section 61 of the Act.

Third forecast of the Cotton Crops of Bengali 
1930 - 31 . 

(Note. — On an average of tlio five years end- 
ing' 1928-29, the area under the cotton crops 
in Bengal has represented some 0- 2 per 
cent, of the iulal area under cotton in 
India.) 

There are two crops — early and late. The 
early crop is chiefly gri’own in the Chittagong* 
Hill Tracts and tho Tripura State and te) a 
small extent in other districts. The late crop 
is chiefly grown in Bankura and Midnapore. 

Character of the Seaeon.— The rainfall in 
the early part of October somewhat affected 
the early crop at the time of maturity in some 


important districts. The yield is, in conse- 
cj Lienee, less than that of last year. 

The outlook of the lute variety, so far, is 
fair. 

Area sown. — The total area sown with early 
cotton is returned at 70,207 a(’res and that with 
late at 50;! acres, against 70,007 and l,20;i 
acres, respectively, in the (‘orresponding fore- 
cast of last year. The decrease in area under 
late cotton is due to non-cultivation in 
Bankura this year. 

Outturn.—The outturn of the early crop is 
estimated at 18,080 bales and the late crop at 
101 bales, ag*ainst 20,290 and 010 bales, ics- 
])ectively, in the corresponding forecast of last 
year.

Final Forecast of the Bhadoi Crops of Bengali 
183B-31. 

(Notk. — On an average of the five ycaiH end- 
ing -1928-29, the area under autumn rice in 
Bengal has represented some 0 • 1 per <!ent. of 
the total area under rice in Rriiish India.) 

Character of the Season. — As indicated in the 
preliminary forecast the weailier was 
generally favourable for preparatory tillage 
and for early sowing of ilie crops in Kast and 
North Bengal. In West Bengal deficient 
rainfall retarded late sowings to some extent. 
Subsecpicnt conditions wore uniformly favour- 
able for the growth and development of the 
crops, with the result that the outturn improved 
iu the important districts of Nadia, Murshi- 
dubad, Jessore, Jalpaiguri, Rangpiir, (-hilta- 
gong and Tippera. On ihe whole a good crop 
of autumn rice was reaped for the province. 

Acreage. — The total acreage sown with ihe 
different hliadoi crops this year is reported to 


be 6,837,700 acres as against 5,815,100 acres 
last year. Of thfsi, the area under autumn 
rice is estimated at 5,082,100 acres as against 
6,031,100 acres last’ year. 

Outturn. — According to District Oflicers' 
estimates, the outturn of the different bhadoi 
crops for the Presideiu y works out at 8J per 
cent, of the normal tliis year as against 75 per 
cent, last year. 

The auiunin rice* is estimated to yield an 
outturn of 82 per cent, of tlie normal for the 
rovince this year as against ihe estimate of 
0 per cent, last year. In my opinion the 
outturn of autumn ric.e is an underestimate and 
that the crop is not less than 105 per cent, of 
the normal this year. 

On the basis of a normal yield of lOf maunds 
of clean grain per acre, the gross outturn of 
hhadol paddy (autumn rice) for the province 
is estimated at 2,107,300 tons this year as 
against 1,589,400 ions last year or an increase 
of about 33 per cent.

(Note. — On nn uveia^e of ilio five years end- 
J9‘J8-^9, the area under winter rice in 
ijns represented some 17*6 per cent, 
of the <(d;il nren under rice in British India.) 

Character of the season.— As indicated in 
the first forecast, Ihe weather, until May, was 
favourable for preparatory tilla^’e and 80 winj»:, 
and also ior the growth evf broadcast paddy in 
Eastern Ben^^al districts. Field operations 
for trans])lan1ed paddy and ihe sowings of 
sefjdhed.s were carried on under good condi- 
tions in May. This w^as followed by a weak 
juonsoon in June and duly, especially in imrfs 
of East and North Bengal, wdiere the jirogres^ 
of transplantation was sIoav. In West Bengal, 
oil the other hand, good sliowors facilitated 
the operation generally. Favourable rainfall 
in August ami in the first part of September 
also helped transplanting operation, with the 
result that more area Avaw brought under (‘ul- 
tivation this year. Sea^sonable show'ers in the 
latter part of Septiunher and the first part of 
October materially increased the outturn in 


West and in parts of East Bengal. Elsewhere 
a fairly satisfactory crop is expected. 

Acrci^C. — Acx'ording to the figures return- 
ed by the District Officers the total area under 
winter rice is 14,900,300 acres as compared 
with 14,643,400 and 14,793,700 acres in the 
(TirreHiKinding and final forecasts of last year. 

Outturn. — From the summary of the district 
retuniH appended it will be seen that Bankura 
rejKirls more than a normal ci-op. ‘Five dis- 
tricts report a normal crop of 100 per cent., 
fifteen districts a crop vaiying fiom 80 to 95 
per cent, and the rest from 67 to 75 per cent, 
of the normal. According to the above esti- 
mates, the provincial outturn works uj) to 91 
per (jent. as against 90 and 95 per cent, in the 
corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 
In iny opinion the provincial outturn will not 
fall sliort of 100 per cent, as reported in the 
first forecast. 

Accepting 100 per cent, as the provincial 
outtinn the gross yield of the crojy, on the 
basis of a noiinal yield of 12J inaunds of clean 
grain per acre, is estimated at 6,842,000 tons 
this year as against 6, 051, 600 and 6,453,400 
tons, resjxoctively, in the corresponding and 
final fuiecasis of last year.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal for 
November 1030. 

I. Character of the season. — During the month 
under review, the rainfall was much in excess of 
the normal all over the presidency. The usual 
rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations.— 

Preparatory tillage for and sowings of spring crops 
was progressing under fav(>ural)l(^ conditions. 
Harvesting of winker paddy continued but its 
prf)gresH was retarded in places by the rainfall 
towards the end of the month. 

Ill State of standing crops. — The condition 
of standing crops was reported to bo good. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn.- The 

prospects of standing crops are reported to b(‘ 
satisfactory on the whole. The outturn of autumn 
paddy is estimated at 105 per cent, of the normal 
and that of winter paddy at 100 per cent, this 
year. 


V. Damage to standing crops. — Rainfall during 
the latter part of the month is reported to have 
damaged the standiijg winter paddy to some 
extent in paits of Birbhum, Midnapore, liogra, 
Dacca and Bakarganj. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. — Condition 
of live-stock was generally fair. Stray cases of 
cattle-disease, however, were reported from seven 
districts of the presidency. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder. — 

Supply of fodder was reported to be sufficient 
except in parts of Nadia. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains. — During the second 
fortnight of the month, the price of common 
rice of the eluiapest quality rose in six districts, 
fell in nine and remained stationary in the rest 
of the province. Tlit‘ price ranged from f)| seers 
per rupee at Farid pur to 11 seers per rupee at 
Birbhum. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. — The 

condition of agricultural population is not satis- 
factory as a result of the fall in the prices of 
jute and otlier staples. Distress continued to be 
reported from parts of Bogra and Maida.

The Report of the Board of Revenue 
on the Land Revenue Administra- 
tion of the Presidency for the year 
1929 - 30 . 

Mr. A.. W. Cook, c.i.e., held the 
office of the Member of the Board .of 
Revenue from the beginning of the year 
under report till his death on the 14th 
February 1930. He was succeeded by 
Mr. F. A. Sachsc, r.i.E., who remain- 
ed in charge of the office for the re- 
maining period of the year. 

2. The year under report was not 
entirely free from natural calamities. 
In Tippera a drought in April was fol- 
lowed by deluges in May and June 
which caused the inundation of a large 
portion of the Brahmanharia subdivi- 
sion resulting in distress. To relieve 
the distress relief works were opened 
an(l^ agricultural loans to the extent 
of Rs. 4| lakhs had to be given, besides 
Rs. 20,000 as gratuitou.s relief. After 
heavy rains in August there were floods 
on tile Cossye and Selye in Midnapore 
and 240 square miles chiefly in the 
Ghatal subdivision were inundated. 
Relief Committees composed of officials 
and non-officials did g<iv)d work in re- 
lieving the distress. In addition to 
Rs. 35,861 advanced as agricultural 
loans Rs. 33,500 was distributed in re- 
lief, of which Government coptrihuted 
Rs; 20,000. Floods in August in Burrir 
Char in Hatiya in Noakhali carried 
away many houses and cattle. 

Weather conditions were generally 
favourable in Western Bengal but 
tmfavourable in most of the districts in 
Northern Bengal and in the Chittagong 
Division. The outturn of the jute, tea 


and aus crops was on the whole satis- 
factory, but winter paddy proved un- 
satisfactory in some areas lor various 
reasons. 

The wages of skilled and unskilled 
labour cwitinued to rule high and the 
labouring classes fared comparatively 
well. Though the prosperity of the 
large labour population of the mill areas 
in the 24-Pargana8 district received a 
temporary set-back, from widespread 
strikes, 80 lakhs of rupees were remit- 
ted through post-offices from the mill 
areas in the Barrackporc subdivision. 
The agriculturists were, however, affect- 
ed by the fall in the price of jute and 
food crops generally, and their indebt- 
edness increased particularly for the 
reason that the cultivators recklessly 
borrowed money at a very high rate of 
interest in order to marry their children 
before the Sarda Act came into opera- 
tion. 

Ihiblic health on the Whole was good , 
but unsatisfactory in the Burdwan 
Division and the Nadia district. It is 
noteworthy that Government, the dis- 
trict boards and the union boards did 
much to remove the scarcity of good 
drinking water by excavating tanks 
and sinking tube-wells. 

Cholera and small-pox became epide- 
mic in some places. Kala-azar and 
Beriberi were prevalent in several dis- 
tricts. It is, however, satisfactory to 
note that the value of anti-cholera in- 
ocul.-ition and of vaccination are now 
appreciated even in remote' villages, 
and that the people are gradually be- 
coming alive to their duties in regard 
to the preservation of public health. 

3. Economic conditions did not 
materially alter during the year under 
report and there was no appreciable 
improvement in the coal industry in 'the 
Burdwan district. The production of 
tea in the districts of Darjeeling and 
Jalpaiguri was a little greater than in 
the previous year but the prices were 
low. The tea industry maintained its 
prosperity in Chittagong. Although 
the crop was good, the market being 
dull, jute could not be sold at economic 
prices and there was accumulation of 
stocks in many places. Owing to fre- 
quent strikes, the jute and cotton mills 
in Hooghly and the 24-Parganas did 
not do so well as in the previous year. 

Modern methods of cultivation by 
motor tractors and steel ploughs were 
attended with success in the Rajshahi 
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Division. Internal communication in 
many districts has been facilitated by 
the rapid growth of motor traffic, 
though roads have deteriorated in con- 
sequence. 

4. The current demand of land 
revenue was Ks. 2,99,87,395 and collec- 
tions were 90*08 of the total demand. 
As usual the Sale Law was administer- 
ed' without rigour and only 9*44 per 
cent, of the total number of defaults 
resulted in* sale. 

5. There was a slight fall in the 
cost of management of Government 
estates, the percentage of coat on the 
current demand being 9*49 against 
10-5 in the preceding year. A sum of 
Rs. 2,21,986 representing 3:9 per cent, 
of the total collections was spent on 
agricultural, sanitary and miscellane- 
ous improvements, while a grant of 
Rs. 96,096 or 1^ per cent, on collec- 
tions from Qovornraent estates was 
made to the district boards of the pro- 
vince for expenditure on roads and 
communications in or leading to Gov- 
ernment estates. 

The Board has approved in principle 
of a scheme to improve collections in 
the 24-Pargana8 Government estates 
by reducing the pay of the tahsildars by 
anout one-third and giving them com- 
mission on collections. 

In Government estates in several 
districts encouraging results were 
obtained from agricultural demonstra- 
tions with sugarcane, Kakya Bombay 
jute, paddy, English vegetables, im- 
proved potatoes, tobacco and with im- 
plements and manures, and instruction 
was given in matters such as preserva- 
tion of fodder crops and destruction of 
insect pests. Agricultural exhibitions 
and cattle shows were held in several 
places. 

Another batch of five hhadralok 
youths have been undergoing training 
at the Earidpur Agricultural Farm, and 
the five previously trained were provid- 
ed with land and money in the year 
under report. Some khas lands were 


also aettled with bhadraloks in Bakar- 
ganj, Noakhali and Midnapore for 
gpefling agricultural or dairy farms. 

The number of schools and the -pupils 
attending them in Government estates 
increased by 128 and 7,636, respectively » 
during the year under review. 

6. Of the twenty- two estates with 
an area of 178 square miles comprised 
in the Bakarganj colonisation scheme, 
only one estate with an area Qf 5,889 
acres remained to be colonivsed at the 
end of the year. The colonisation of 
the 24-Par ganas Sundarbans which was 
in its fifteenth year made fair progress 
during the year. The total sum ad- 
vanced by Government for reclamation 
in the 24-Parganas and Bakarganj 
Sundarbans and the total income deriv- 
ed from these areas up to the end of the 
year under report, were Rs. 22,03,449 
and Rs. 27,99,045, respectively, result- 
ing in a net profit of Rs. 5,95,596. 

The general health of the people of 
the Bakarganj Sundarbans Was good 
during the year and the school-going 
population is steadily increasing; but 
the material condition of the people 
showed no improvement. In the 24- 
Parganas Sundarbans the health of the 
people was bad and there was no notice- 
able progress in education. 

7. The zemindars showed very little 
interest in the improvement of agricul- 
ture or the economic condition of their 
tenants. It is regrettable that the com- 
munal riots in the districts of Dacca, 
Mymensingh, Bakarganj, Fari^ur and 
Khulna have affected the relations be- 
tween Hindu landlords and Muham- 
madan tenants. 

8. Thanks of the Governor in 
Council are due to the Board of Revenue 
for the efficient administration of the 
branches of work under it.

2. 34ie proposal for the introduction in the Bengal Cinchona 
Departniejit of a commercial system of accounts referred to in the 
resolution on the report for the year 1928-29 has been dropped as it 
involves large extra expenditure. 

3. The area under cultivation at the end of the year wag 2,877 
acres. Extensions comprising 130 acres in the Mungp<Ki plantation, 
and 5(1 acres in the Munsoiig plantation, were carried out during the 
year under review. 

4. The continued prevalence of the nursery epidemic at present 
overshadows all other plantation consideratitms at Munsong. Further 
experiments in the disinfection of nursery soils ami sites have not 
pointed to any easy specific ftir the di-^ease, but it appears •that it was 
premature to say that a plant once attacked was doomed. Subsequent 
experience seems to indicate that very early planting to permanent 
situations in the field before the condition becomes epidemic in the 
nursery may lead to the prevention and cure of the disease and give 
the solution to a problem that is of immense iuiiM)rtance to cinchona 
in the whole district. 

The effect of various degrees of nursery shade is being tested and 
experiments are being made to ascertain whether the time of sowing 
affects the virulence of the attack. 

The outstanding facts of the nre that the disease pei'sists and 

that a good measure of succ'ess ha.s been attained in spite of it. Itg 
presenf'e at Mnngpoo has also been established, hut there it is not 
epidemic and does not show itself till after the plants have passed the 
nursery stage. 

5. The (piantity of Bengal bark harvested in the year of report 
was 1,130,402 lbs. against 1,041,827 Ihs. in the previous year. It is 
satisfactory that the results of coppicing have been fairly successful 
and that the major part of the harvest in Mnngpoo pbuitation was 
obtained by coppicing three eight-year-old blocks. 

6. Altogether 1,109,863 lbs. of dried hark was used in the factory 
during ihe year. Of this, l,0G0,fi5() lbs. represents Bengal hark and 
the rest Java and Burma bark belonging to the Government of India. 

7. Bengal bark produced during the year 29,050 lbs. crude quinine 
sulphate, approximately 13,000 Ihs. purified quinine sulphate converted 
to 4,919 lbs. tablets and 79,297 boxes of treatments, and 726 lbs. other 
quinine salts. The purified sulphate powder cost in the bark Rs. 4‘83, 
and to extract Rs. 2*71, a total of Rs. 7*55 per lb. Other products 
were 15,681 lbs. cinchona febrifuge powder and 4,347 lbs. cinchona 
febrifuge tablets. 

From the Java and Burma bark 2,090 lbs. of quinine sulphate and 
932 lbs, of cinchona febrifuge powder were extracted for the Govern- 
ment of India.

8. The total expenditure of the department during th *0 year 
including iiensionary charges was lls. 4,16,096. The net recexpts, 
excluding Rs. Ji9,648 due to the Jail Department for distribution 
charges and Rs. 5,717 from land rent, grazing feiii etc., not credited 
to the department and including Rs. 20,487 belnj|[^ the payment for 
extra(‘tion work done for the Government of India, amounted to 
Be. 6,08,302. The expenditure and receipts were thus lower by 
Rs. 829 and Rs. 56,962, respectively, than m the preceding year. 
Reduced leceipts are due partly to decrease in sales, which are however 
higher than in 1927-28, and paitly to a tall in the manufacture for 
India which accounts for Rs. 23,054 of the reduction. There has 
been a further inciease in stocks and, for the reasons explained in last 
year’s resolution, the difficulty of inci easing distribution of (][uinine 
among the population foi whose beuetif it is intended, so long as the 
worldprice does not fall below its present level, still continues. The 
cinchona plantation and factory are iiowevei coneoriied with production, 
and in that respect the year very successful. The profit balance 
on the year’s working amounted to Rs 4,53,972 exclusive of Rs. 20,437 
received from the Government of India for voik done during 1928-29. 
The profit includes a gain of Rs. 59,292 in the value of the cinchona 
plantations due to increase in quinine percentages. 

9. The fact', and figures contained in the iep<irt indicate that very 
satisfactory progress has been made by the Bengal Cinchona Depart- 
ment during the year under review. The Governor in (^ouncil is 
pleased to record his appieciation of the T\oik that Mr. Caldcr has done 
for the department during the yeai. The thanks of Government are 
also due to Mr. G. E. Shaw, the Quinologist, and other officers of the 
department, particularly Mr. 11. Thomas, for the good work done by 
them,

Part I. 

General Rules for the Regulation of Traffic in the town and suburbs of 

Calcutta. 

(a) Lights. 

1. Every vehicle moving or standing on the streets except motor- 
vehicles (for which separate rules exist) and bicycles and two-wheeled 
bullock, buffalo and hand carts, shall be provided, between half-an-hour 
after sunset and half-an-hour before sunrise, with two lamps, one on 
either side of the vehicle, each exhibiting a white light visible within 
a reasonable distance in front and a red light visible within a reasonable 
distance in ’rear. 

2. Every buffalo, bullock and hand cart shall, during the said period, 
carry a lain]) suspended from the axle midway between the wheels and 
exhibiting a white light visible within a reasonable distuiK'e both in 
front and in rear. 

3. Every bi(*ycle shall, during the said period, carry a lamj) in front 
exhibiting a white light visible within a reasonable distance, and red 
reflector on the rear mudguard. (The use of electric torches for this 
purpose is forbidden.) 

4. All the said lamps shall, during the said period be properly lit 
and free from obstniction. 

5. Whenever the load on any vehicle extends nmre than four feet 
beyond the rear of the bed or body, there shall be displayed at the end 
of such load in such a manner as to be clearly visible at all times from 
the rear of the vehicle a red flag or red sign not less than twelve inches 
in width, except between half an liour after snnset and half an hour 
before sunrise, when there shall be displayed at the end of such load a 
red light plainly visible under all (conditions at least two hundred feet 
from the rear of such vehicle. 

Cb> Moving Vehicles. 

1. Every vehicle, except a tramcar or other vehicle running on 
fixed rails, snail pass any other vehicle which is proceeding in the same 
direction on the right or off side of such vehicle; and shall, whenever 
practicable, pass a tramcar or other vt^hicle running on fixed rails on 
the left or near side of such tramcar or other vehicle. 

2. All bullock, buffalo and hand carts and other slow moving 
vehicles shall keep as close as possible to the extreme left-hand side of 
the road or street. The extreme left-hand side shall mean that a 
distance of one foot shall not be exceeded between the near kerb or 
property line, and the near wheels of the vehicles. They shall keep in 
oike line only and the drivers shall not attempt to pass one another. 
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3. ^ Before the driver of any vehicle pulls up or turns in any 
diiectim in any street, he shall ghre sufficient notice and clear indication 
of hie intention by raising his arm vertically in the former and extend- 
ing hie arm horieontally in the latter case, and he shall make sure that 
he has a clear road, and that his indication has been seen and understood. 

4. When a vehicle is coming out of a side street iiito a main street 
as specified in schedule the driver of such vehicle shall pull up his 
vehicle so as to allow any other vehicle proceeding along such main 
street in the vicinity of such side street to pass first. Similarly all 
vehicles coming out of main streets running from east to west into main 
street running north to south, or out of side streets running east to west 
into side streets running north to south, shall give way to any vehicle 
proceeding along such main or side street running north to south. 
Exceptions to this rule appear under schedule A. 

6. No driver of any vehicle shall, when driving in any street, hold 
any umbrella or anything which interferes with the free and full use of 
both his hands for the purpose of driving such vehicle. 

6- No driver of a horse-drawn vehicle shall, when driving in any 
street, drive with his feet in any position than on the footboard of suen 
vehicle. 

7. No person shall draw, drive or ride in or on any vehicle upon any 

footway. 

8. When a driver wishes to stop his vehicle, he shall pull up 
the vehicle at the extreme left-hand side of the street along which 
he is proceeding, i.e., within one foot from kerb to near side of veliicle. 

9. No driver of any vehicle shall on any account pull up such 
vehicle on or across any street crossing or intersection. 

10. No driver of any vehicle shall pull up or park any such 
vehicle within a distance of 20 feet of any street junction or inter- 
section. 

11. All persons when riding on horseback or driving, leading or 
riding in or on any vehicle shall immediately stop such horse or vehicle 
and remain stationary so long as may reasonably be necessary, — 

(a) when requested to do so 1||ii|rany police officer in uniform, for 
the. purpose of regulating traffic or of ascertaining tbe name and 
address of such person or persons or for any other reasonable purpose, 

or 

(b) when requested to do so by any person accompanying a restive 
horse or cyther animal, or 

(c) when the piesence of such horse or vehicle lias caused an 

accident to any person or to any animal or vehicle in charge of any 
person. • 

12. No driver oTP any vehicle other than that of the class specified 
shall park such vehicle or cauee it to remain standing for any period, 
on any place set apart as a standing for omnibuses, taxicabsi, hackney 
carriages or rickshaws. 

13. No person travelling upon a bicycle, motorcycle or any toy 
vehicle shall cling to or attach himself or his vehicle to any other 
moving vehicle upon any roadway. 

14. Drivers of vehicles when stopping vehicles at street intersections 
or crossings, in obedience to the signals of the traffic police, shall 
not (a) obstruct the crosswalks for pedestrians or stand in any manner 
likely to obstruct the easy filtration of cross traffic or (b) pioceed 
beyond the white lines where such exist until the release signal has 
been given by the police, and the intersection is clear. Drivers must 
observe the signals of the police and not move on the sound of the 
whistle which is only employed to co-ordinate the signals made by 
hand. 

(c) Standing Vehicles. 

1. No person, being in charge of any vehicle in any street, shall 
leave such vehicle, except a motor-vehicle for which separate rules 
exist, at such a distance from him as will prevent him from exercising 
due control in respect thereof. 

2. No person shall keep any vehicle standing in any street or 
public place longer than may be necessary for the purpose" of loading 
or wnloading, except at places lawfully ax)pointed for the purpose, 
and no person shall leave any vehicle in any street or public place so 
M to cause an obstruction or danger to other traffic therein. 

3. All vehicles standing in the streets shall be drawn up as close 
M posstUe to tbe e^reme left-hand side of the street, except in one- 
way streets for which separate orders exist. 
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4. No veliicleB shall be permitted to remain standing for any 
period in any of the streets mentioned in column 1 of schedule 
except in the manner specified in column 2 of that schedule. Nothing 
in this rule shall affect the rules specially made for the regulation of 
trallic on specific occasions. 

5. All vehicles while loading and unloading shall be kept, in a 
single line parallel to and close to the kerb, i.e., within one foot from 
kerb to near side of the vehicle. 

C. Before the driver of any vehicle stationary on any street 
proceeds in any direction, he sliall first make sure that his way is 
clear and shall indicate his intention clearly. 

7. No vehicle shall be parked or permitted to stand for u period 
. exceeding one hour at a time in any of the following streets, namely ; — 

Clive Row, Clive Ghat Street, Council House Street, Dalliousie 
Square "North, Dalhousde Square South, Dalhousie Square East, 
Dalhousie Square West, Canning Street, Eairlie Elace, Hara Street, 
Hastings Street, Koilaghat Street, Clive Street (from its junction with 
Ijyons Range to its junction with Harrison Road), Baiikshall Street, 
Bentinck Street, Bow Bazar Street, Church Lane, Hhurrumtolia Street, 
British Indian Street, Hacres Lane, Fancy l^ane, Larkins Lane, 
Garstin Place, Mangoe Lane, Mission Row, Old Court House Street, 
Old China Bazar Street, Radha Bazar Street, Waterloo Street, Wellesley 
Place, Royal Exchange Place JNorth, Royal Exchange Place East, Lyons 
Range North, Lyons Range East. 

8. No person being in charge of any vehicle shall pull up or 
cause such vehicle to rejnain stationary for any period on any of 
the roads mentioned in schedule C between hall an hour after sunset 
and half an hour before sunrise unless such vehicle conforms with 
tfie regulations laid down in part 1 (a). 

9. No vehicle other than a motor-bus licensed by the Commissioner 
of Police shall park on the side of a public thoroughfare within 27 
feet (one bus length) on either side of a bus-stop sign. 

10. No i)erdou shall park or cause to remain stationary for any 
period any vehicle (a) W'ithin the space between white lines laid dowp 
to denote the limits of a no parking area and ('h) on any portion of 
road around a gyratory. 

11. Any vehicle found parked or standing on any street, road 
or public place in such a manner as to cause danger or obstruction 
to other traffic shall be removed by the police and jdaced on any 
place they may deem fit. Any such removal of any such vehicle 
shall be effected at the risk of the person in charge of the vehicle. 

(d) General. 

1. It shall be unlawful for any per«K)n to park upon any public 
thoroughfare any vehicle displayed for sale, or for the primary }mrpose 
of advertisement. 

2. It shall be unla’Nvful for any person to wilfully deface, injure, 
move, obstruct or interfere wdth any official traffic sign or signal 
erected for the proper regulation of traffic. 

3. It shall he unlawful for the driver of any vehicle to operate 
same on any public thoroughfare when carrying any person upon 
any portion thereof not designed or intended for the use of passengers 
when the vehicle is in motion. 

4. It shall be unlawful for any person to ride on any vehicle 
On any thoroughfare upon any portion thereof not designed dr 
intended for the use of passengers when the vehicle is in motion. 

5. It shall be unlawful for any person in charge of any vehicle 
to operate or move same gm any thoroughfare wdtli any red or green 
lights fixed thereon and visible from directly in front thereof. This 
rule does not affect or apply to vehicles permitted by regulation to 
display such lights in such positions. 

6. The person in charge of any garage or repair-shop to which is 

brought an3^ vehicle which shows evidence of having been involved 
in any accident or struck by any bullet, shall report the arrival of 
such Vehicle to the newest jwlice-station within twenty-four hours 
after the vehicle is received, giving the engine number and the name 
and address of the driver and the owner and the persons who 
accompanied such vehicle, to the garage or repair-shop; ^ ' 
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7. It shall be unlawful for any driver to operate any vehicle when 
carrying any person on same in such a position as to interfere with 
his (driver's] view ahead or to the sides or to interfere with his control 
over the driving mechanism ’ot the vehicle. 

8. It shall be unlawful for any driver to stop, .stand or p.ark 
any vehicle for any reason and for any period (a) alongside or opposite 
any street excavation or obstruction where such stopping, standing 
or parking would obstruct traffic, and (h) upon any sti-eet or alley 
in such a manner or under such conditions as to leave available less 
than ten feet of the width of the roadway for free movement of 
vehicular traffic. 

9. No operator of any passenger vehicle shall cause or permit 
such vehicle to stand for a period of time longer than is neciessary 
for the reasonably expeditious loading or unloading of passengers, 
provided that such loading or unloading shall not o<Tupy more than 
half a minute nor shall any (joinmercial vehicle be allbwcci to stand 
for a period of time longer than is necessary for the reavsonably 
expeditious loading or unloading of materials, mercluindise, etc., 
provided that such loading and unloading shall not occupy luore iluin 
thirty minutes, on a public street, road or ji^blic place. For the 

S uppose of this section the operator shall mean the conductor sind 
river of any motor-bus and any person operating or driving any 
commercial vehicle. 


Part II. 

Special rules for the regulation of traffic. 

(a) in ooirtain streets. 

(!) Chowringhee Road. 

1. No bullock, buffalo .or hand carts shall be allowed to proceed 
along Chowringhee Road from Dhurruintolla Street to Circular Road 
during the hours of 9 a.m. to 11 a.m. and 4 p.in. to 12 midniglit. 
This rule does not affect such carts (;arrying goods to or from pierniscs 
situated within the area specified. 

2. Vehicles shall not be permitted to park, or remain slalioiiai\v 
for any period, on the east side of Chowringhee Road from its junction 
with Kyd Street to its junctioji with Park Street, between the hours 
of 5 p.m. and 8 p.in. 


(2) Clive Street — Clive Row. 

Ilours 9 a.m. to 6 p.m.

1. Clive Row will be treated as a one-way traffic street, in which 
traffic may only proceed south. Traffic apj)roaching Clive Row from 
the south will use (71ive Street, Canning Street and turn south into 
Clive Row. All traffic from Olive Row will proceed from the soutliern 
end into Clive Street.

When the Howrah Bridge is closed to traffic, carts proceeding west 
on the Bridge Approach shall be drawn up in throe lines on the 
south aide of the road, leaving room for vehicles other than carts io 
form up. The Port Commissioners' road shall be closed to all traffic.

(4) Rules for the regulation of traffic at the West Bridge Head end its 

Approaches. * 

Pert 1 — General. 

1. Cart traffic entering and leaving Station Road, Howrah, from 
Grierson Road and Howrah Bridge, shall proceed by way of the kerbed 
cart-channels on the eastern and western sides of Station Road, respec- 
tively. These cart-channels shall be reserved exclusively for the use 
of cart traffic of all varieties, including hand-carts. 

2. The portion of Station Road between the cart-channels shall 
be reserved exclusively for the us? of fast traffic. Carl tiuffic shall not 
be permitted to use this portion of the road. 

3. Vehicles shall not be permitted to park or refnain standing for 
any period on any portion of Station Road, including the cart-channels, 
except (a) when a breakdown or some mechanical defect makes the move- 
ment ot the vehicles impossible or dangerous and (h) at such places 
appointed as stands for taxicabs and hackney carriages and parking 
places for other vehicles. 

4. When the parking or standing of a vehicle on any portion 
of the bridge-head or on any ])ortion of its approaches" becomes 
necessary, due to any of the reasons given in rule 3 (n) above, the operator 
or the owner of the vehicle shall immediately cause the same to be 
removed for repairs. In no case shall a period of one hour be exceeded 
from the time the vehicle becomes disabled to the time it is actually 
removed. 

6. Vehicles shall not be permitted to stand for any period or for 
any reason, except in obedience to traffic police signals, on the 
bridge-head intersection. (For the purpose of this section, the 
bridge-head intersection shall mean that portion of Grierson Road 
within a distance of 140 feet from the bridge-head and shall include 
Station Road.) 

6. Vehicles belonging to the Post Office when carrying His 
Majesty's mails, fire apparatus belonging to the Calcutta and Howrah 
Fire Brigades, public ambulances and vehicles belonging to the 
Calcutta and Bengal Police Foi*c©s when proceeding on urgent calls, 
shall receive right of way over all traffic at all times. 

7. Vehicles proceeding to and from the bridge shall receive right 
of way over all traffic on its approaches, except in the case of those 
Tehiclea mentioned in rule 6 abore. 
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8. Vehicles when stopped in obedience to the siffnidB of the police 
regulating traffic at the bridge>h6ad shall not (a) obstruct the cross- 
walks for pedestnans at the bridge-head intersection or ‘stand in a 
manner likely to obstruct the easy filtration of cross-traiffic or (6) proceed 
beyond the white lines until the release signal has been given by the 
police, and the intersection is clear. 

9. Cart traffic proceeding over the bridge from east to west shall 
receive right of way over all cart traffic proceeding over the bridge- 
head intersection, to ensure an unrestricted flow of cart traffic from 
Calcutta to Howrah. 

Part 2 , — Standings and Parks.

1. TaxicabSi — Taxicabs up to fifteen in number shall stand in a . 
single line, facing north, on the west side of Station Koad, south of 
the station entrance and east of the hackney carriage standing place. 

2. Hacknay CarriagaSa — Hackney carriages up to thirty in number 
shall remain standing in two ranks on the west side of Station Road, 
alongside the station railings, south of the entrance, facing north. 

3. Motor Omnibuses. — Motor omnibuses shall proceed direct into 
the Railway Station enclosure and shall be parked under the direction 
of tlu) Railway Police. Omnibuses leaving the standing places, 
inside the station enclosure, shall proceed direct, without stopping, 
via the kerbod channel reserved for them into Station Road.

5. Taxicabs and hackney carriages shall not be permitted to 
remain on the standing jilaces mentioned in rules 1 and 2 above, unless 
the drivers and operatoi^s of such vehicles are willing to accept any 
immediate hiring that may he ofFered. No disabled vehicles shall 
remain on these standings unless such disablement is strictly 
temporary, and can be, and is, remedied at once. If the disablement 
is not of siKih a nature, the vehicle must be immediately removed from 
the standing place for repairs as laid down inrrule 4, Part 1, above. 

6. All vehicles shall move up on the standing places as vacancies 

occur. • 

7. Private Molor-vehicles. — All private motor- vehicles shall be 
directed into the RaUway Station enclosure and shall he parked under 
the directions of the*Rail^ay Police. 

On mail days and other extraordinary occasions when there is a 
surplus of vehicles of this variety, which cannot be accommodated 
within the enclosure, they shall be parked, subject to the discretion 
of the Calcutta Traffic Police, on the east side of Station Koad, south 
of the entrance, facing south. These vehicles shall be parked parallel 
to and close to the kerb. 


Part 3 — Exwnptions. 

Fire apparatus, belonging to the Calcutta and Howrah Fire 
Brigades, public ambulances, and vehicles belonging to the Calcutta 
and Bengal Police Forces shall be exempted from the operations of any 
of the rules mentioned above, if the senior police officer present deems 
any such exemption necessary. 

(5) Old China Bazar Street — ^Ehengraputty Street. 

Hours 9 a.m. — 6 p.m. 

Old Chink Bazar Street and Ehengraputty Street between Jackson 
Lane and Cross Street will be open to traffic proceeding north only. 
No traffic will be allowed to enter Ehengraputty Street at its junction 
with Cross Street. 

Traffic entering by Bonfields Lane will turn north into Ehengraputty 
Street and may turn into Armenian Street or proceed north to Gross 
Street only. 

No traffic from Synagogue Street will be allowed to enter Old China

5. On the arrival ()t any such vessel, no person shall be permitted 
to proceed, or remain on llie pontoon within a distance of ten feet of 
the edge of the pontoon, until such time as the ^e8sel has been properly 
made fast. 

6. No person shall be permitted to- proceed on or leave any such 
vessel except by the gangways put across for this purpose. 

7. No person shall proceed on or reniain on any part of the pontoon 
set apart for the storage of His Majesty's mail. 

8. All persons proceeding on or remaining on the pontoon for any 
period shall obey all reasonable directions pf any ppUce officer on duty 
on or near the pontoon in uniform. 

(2) Outram Ghat. 

1. On the occasion of the arrival at, or depfurture of any ocean- 
going vessels from, this pontoon, vehicles shall, aftpr dropping their 
passengers, be parked as follows: — 

(a) Vehicles, other than owner-driven, shall be parked in one line 
on the west side of Strand Road at an angle to the crown of the road,

This rule may 1>e relaxed in wet weather. 

General. 

1. The centre gangway shall be used })y first and second class 

passengers. The nojih and soutli gangways shall be used by third 
class passengers and bagage coolies. •

shall provide themselves wlfh a pass signed by the Health Officer, and 
no person shall be permitted* to proceed up the gangway of the vessel 
unless he is in possession of such a pass.

l.uaidiug Stages. 

1. Any ghat, pontoon, jetty or any place where ocean-going vessels, 
ferry steamers or any vessels used for the conveyance of passengers 
“make fast” for the purpose of embaiking or disembarking j assengers, 
shall be termed a “Limaing Stage.” 

2. No person shall xu’oceed on or remain on any part of a landing 
stage wdthiu a distance of ten feet of the edge of such landing stage, 
until the vessel a])pi*oeching the landing stages itas beep proiierly made 
fast. 

3. No person shall proceed on or attempt to proceed on any such 
vessel except by the gangways, companion laddei s, or any such 'means 
as the Commissioners for the Bort think fit to put up for the purpose. 

4. No person shall proceed on or remain on auy pari of a landing 
stage set apart for the storage of His Majesty’s mails. 

5. No person shall board or attempt to board or leave or attempt 
to leave any such vessel mentioned in rule 1 above, while the vessel is in 
motion or uptil such time as the vessel has been properly made fast to 
the landing stage. 

6. No person suffering from any infectious disease shall be permitted 
to proceed on or remain on any landing stage for any period unless such 
a person holds a pass signed by the Health Officer permitting him to do

7. No person under the age of twelve years shall be permitted to 
proceed on or remain on any landing stage unless accompanied with a 
parent, guardian, nurse or some such responsible person. 
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(0) At places of pulllic amimment. 

j , (1) Albion Theatre. 

VehicleH may approai'h the theatre from the west and from the east. 
Vehicles approaching from the west must turii around the police 
i onstuble on duty, set down their occupants at the entrance, and park as 
follows : — 

1. Motor (iurs in one line on the south side .of Corporation Street, 
facing west. The line to comiuence twenty feet west of the theatre 
entrance and to extend as far as Chowringhee Koad, if necessary. 

2. Horse-drawn conveyances shall be parked in one line on the south 
side of Corporation Street, east of its junction with Chowringhee Place. 

3. No vehicle shall leave the park after the performance, unless it 
has picked up its occupants. Tl'liis rule may lie relaxed in wet weather. 

(2) Alfred Theatre. 

Vehiides shall approach the theatre from the east and west (those 
approaching from the east shall tujii around the constable on duty), 
set down their occupants at ilie entrance and park as follows: — 

1 . Motor-vehicles shall park in 0113 line, parallel to the kerb, on 
the north side of Harrison lioad, facing east. The line to commence 
with the bonnet of the hrsi vehicL^ in line with a point 20 feet from 
the junction of College Siieet and to extend as far westwards as is 
necessary.

4. No vehicle shall be peimiiited to leave the parks unless it has 
picked up its oceupjints. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather and 
in cases when vehicles are required to pick up purdah ladies. 


(6) Elphinstone Picture l^alace, (Jhow'ringhee Place. • 

All vehicles shall approach the theatre entrance on Chowringheo 
Place from the west vta Chowringliee Plact*, drive along the wrong 
side of the road, set down their occupants at the entran(‘e and park as 
follows : — 

1. Motor VOhicloSi — Pork !■ — Vehicles shall turn around the 
constable on duty at the juiietion of Chowringheo Place and Hogg 
Street and park in a single line on the south side of the road, facing - 
west. 

Any overflow shall be parked in a second line parallel to the first.

If this park is o('cupied by motors all borse-drawn vehicles 
shall be parked on the soutb side of Corporation Street, in a single 
line facing west, east of its junction with Cliowringhee Place. 

4. Taxicabs and backuey carriages for hire shall be parked on 
Ghowringhee Road on the permanent respective parks. 

5. No vehicles shall be permitted to leave any of tlie parks until 
it has picked up its occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet 
weather.

All vehicles shall approach the theatre entrance from the east, set 
down their passengers at the entrance and park as follows; —

opposite the entrance and to extend as far west as is necessary.

20 feet west of the then tie exit and to continue as far west as is 
necessary. 

Taxicalwj for hire, up io ten in number, shall park on the west 
bide of Chittaranjan Avenue, facing north (on the existing taxicab 
stand), immediately south of the junction of Beadon Street and 
Chijtaranjan Avenue.

2. Vehicles shall not l>e permitted io leave the parks unless they 
have picked up their occupants.

(11) Picture House, Uhowriughee Hoad.

/ ’ (13) Star Theatre, Cornwallis Street. 

Vehicles shall approach the theatre from the north, set down their 
occupants at the entrance and park as follows : —

1, Park 1. — Motor- vehi(*les shall be parked in a single line on the 
south side of Corporation Street, facing west. The bonnet of the first 
vohifcle to be 20 feet from the junction of Hogg Street.

7. Considerable discretion must be used in enforcing rule 6 above.

8. Taxicabs und hackney carriages shall be parked as laid down 
in the rules for the regulation of traffic at the Elphinstone Picture 
Palace .

G. On extraordinary oc<*asions vehicles shall not be permitted to 
leave the jiarks until they have picked up their occupants. 


(IG) Pearl Cinema, Ohurrumtolla Street. 

1. Vtdiich’s may approach from the east and w'cst. • 

Those approaching from the west, will turn round the police officer 
on duty and drive up to the entrance. 

After dropping their occupants, they wull turn round and proceed* 
direct to the park in Hospital Street,. 

2. Owner-driven motor-cars, not exceeding five in number, will be 
parked on arrival on the south side of Dhurrumtollah Street, facing 
west, the bonnet of the first car being in lini^ with tin* east end of the 
portico of Messrs. Jjytton and Company. 

f3. All other motor-vohides w^ill be parked in out* line on the 
east side of Hospital Street, facing south. 

4. Horse-drawn vehicles Avill he parked immediately in nair. 

5. ^^o car shall leave the jiark until it has picked up its occupants. 
This rule may be relaxed in w^et weather. 

G. Taxicabs up to ten in niimbor shall park on the west side of 
Free School Street, facing north. The bonnet of the first cab sliall 
be 20 feet from the junction of Free School Street and Dhurrumtolla 
Street. 


(17) Manhing (Chinese) Theatre, Chittaranjan Avenue, South. 

1. Vehicles shall approach the theatre from the west via 
Chittaranjan Avenue, set down their occupants and park as follows. 

2. Motor-v ell ides shall be parked in a single line on tlie south 
side of Kapalitola spur, facing west. Any overflow^ sliall be parked 
in a second line parallel tu and dose to the first line. 

3. Horse-drawn vehicles shall be parked in a single line on the 
east side of Kenderdine Lane, facing south, north of its junction with 
Kapalitola spur. 

4. Taxicabs for hire up to ten in number shall be parked in a 
single line on the west side of Chaudney Chowk Street, facing norths 
south of its junction with Kapalitola spur. 
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6. Hackney carriages for hire up to ten in number shall be parked 
in a single line on the north side of the New Hoad, facing east, west 
of its junction with Chittaranjun Avenue. (For the purpose of this 
section the new road referred to shall mean the road running from 
east to west between Chittaranjan Avenue and Khairoo Lane). 

G. Rickshaws for hire up to ten in number shall park on the east 
side of Kenderdine Lane, north of its junction with Kapalitola spur, 
facing south. The line to commence behind the line of horse-drawn 
vehicles park referred to in rule 3. 

7. Chundney Chowk Street from its junction with Prinsep Street 
shall bo closed to all traffic approaching from the south five minutes 
before the commencement of the performance. 

8. Kapalitola spur from its junction with Chittaranjan Avenue 
shall be cllised to all traffic proceeding from west five minutes before 
‘the break-up of the performance. 

9. After the close of the performance, vehicles shall not turn on 
Kapalitola spur, Chandney Chowk Street and Kenderdine Lane. All 
vehicles leaving the parks on these streets shall proceed west along 
Kapalitola spur. 

10. Vehicles slmll not leave the parks till they have picked up 
their occupants. (This rule may be relaxed in wet weather). 

JIJ. Exemptwiia . — Fire apparatus belonging to the Calcutta Fire 
Brigade shall be exempt from the operation of these orders. 

nS) New Empire Theatre, Humayun Place. 

1. Vehicles shall approach the theatre from the west, in a single 
line, set down their passengers under the porch or on Humayun Place 
imiyediutely in front of the j)orch, d?‘ive around the theatre and proceed 
out on to (Jhowringhee Road via Humayun Place. 

2. Vehicles up to sixteen in number shall be permitted to jjark on 
the east, south and west drives of the theatre facing in the same 
direction as the flow of traffic. 

3. Surplus vehicles shall park on Chowringhee Road. 

4. Tlie parking or standing of vehicles, except in obedience to 
traffic signals, on any part of Humayun Placje, is prohibited tor a 
period of half an hour before the ])erformance is timed to commence 
till traffici is (dear at the (dose of the performance. 

5. Vtdiicles shall not be driven from east to west along Humayun 
Place, between the east and west drives of the theatre for a i)erio(i of 
half an hour before the time fixed for the commencement of the 
performance, and flo vehicles shall be permitted to enter Humayun 
J^lace from Chowringhee Road for a period of half an hour before the 

, time fixed for the end of the performance. 

G. The turning of vehicles on any portion of Humayun Place or 
on the east, south and west drives, is prcfliibiied. 

7. Vehicles shall not be driven off any of the parks till actually 
occupied. 

(d> At places of Public Worship. 

(1) Old Mission Church in Mission Row. 

Vehicles shall approadi the porch or the gate fro; i the south, set 
down their occupants and park as follows: — 

1. Moic^r-vehitdes shall be parked in a single line on the west side 
of the road, facing north. The line to commence on ordinary occasions 
from a point opposite the Home and to extend as fat south as 
necessary. On extraordinary oc^casions the line to commence 20 feet 
from the jiinction of Lall Bazar Street and to extend, if necessary, up 
to the junction of Mangoe Lane. Any overflow may be parked in a 
second line parallel to the first line. 

2. Horse-drawn conveyances shall be parked in a single line on 
the east side of the road, facing north. Tha line to commence from 
the south-west corner of Church Close and to extend as far south as is 
necessary. 

8. No vehicle shall leave the park until it has picked up its 
occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather and on ordinary 
occasions when traffic is normal. 

4, No vehicle shall be permitted to approach within a distance of 
30 feet of the church porch or the south-west gate after the bells have 
ceased ringing. 

5. Drivers of vehicles passing the church frontage shall drive past 
the church as Quietly as possible, shall not sound their horns 
unnecessarily or arive in any manner likely to disturb the service or 
the worshippers. 
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(2) St. Andrew’s Church in Dalhousie Square. 

All veliicles shall approach the church entrance on • Dalhousie 
S(iiiarc from the west, set down their occupants and park as ‘follows : — 

1. Motor-vehicles shall park in a single line on the north side of 
Dalhousie Square North, facing east. The bonnet of the first vehicle 
to be 20 feet from the junction of Lyons llange. The line to extend 
as far w'est as is necessary. 

2. Horse-drawn vehicles shall park in a single line in rear of the 
park for private motoj-vehicles. 

3. After the bells have ceased ringing and during the service no 
vehicle shall be allowed to enter the Church Close; and all vehicle*^ 
passing the chiu-ch shall proceed as quietly as possible, not sound 
their horns unnecessarily or drive in any manner liable to disturb the 
service. 

4. On ordinary occasions and in w^et weather vehicles may he per- 
mitted to drive up to the entrance in line and pick up their passongei-s. 
On extraordinary occasions no vehicle shall be permitted to leave the 
park until it has picked uj) its occupants. 


(3) St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

Arrival. 

1. Vehicles shall ai)proach the Cathedral Close by way of the 

noith gate, and the south-west gate on Cathedral Avenue. Vehicles 
shall nut be ]»ennitted to enter the Cathedral ('lose via gates on 
(Jhowringhee Hoad. • 

Parking. 

Park 1 — North of the Garth. — Vehicles shall be parked on either 
side of the nortii park at. an angle; those on the north side facing south- 
east and those on the south side facing north-east. 

- Park 2 — East Drive. — Surplus vehicles shall be parked along the 
east <lrive, on the east side, facing south-w’est. 

Park 3 — South Park. — Vehhdes shall be parked, under the trees on 
the w^est side of the south lawui, in two lines, facing north-west. The 
rear of the cars on the first line to be iu line with the w^estern railings 
of tlie south lawui, ami the bonnets of the second line to be in line with 
the trees, immediately in front of the tir.si lines. 

Siirijlus vehicles shall he parked along the west drive, facing north- 
east. * 

The entrance to the east and west cross-walk for pedestrians must be 
kept clear of stundfng vehicles. 

The sounding of horns and the “racing’’ of engines of vehicles 
entering or leaving the parks, whilst the service is in progress, is 
prohibited. 

2. No vehicles shall be permitted to park under the porticos on the 
north, south and west sides of the Cathedral. 

Departure. 

1. Vehicles parked on the north car park shall circle the garth, 
clock-vvise, pick up their occupants on the north side of the Cathedral 
and exit by way of the north gate, opposite Queens Way. 

2. Vehicles parketl on the east drive shall pick up their occupants 
and exit by w^ay of the north gate, opimsite (jueens Way. No ‘IJ’ 
turn wdll he permitted on this drive. 

3. Vehicles parked on the south park shall pick up their passengers 
on thie south side of the Cathedral or on the park, and exit by way of 
the north gate. 

4. Surplus vehicles parked on the west drive shall not be permitted 
to ‘U’ turn on the west drive; vehicles on this park shall exit by way 
of the north gate. 

General. 

1. The sounding of horns by drivers inside the eJose is prohibited, 
whilst a service is in progress. 

2. On -extraordinary occasions when traffic is heavy, vehicles shall 
not be permitted to leave the parks till occupied. (This rule may be 
re^laxed ui wet weather.) 

3. Whilst a service is in propess no vehicles shall be permitted to 
proceed under any of the Cathedral porticos. 
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4. No vehicJes shall be permitted to proceed westward, along the 
south drive and eastwards along the nofth drive, northwards along the 
east drive and . southwards along the west drive. 

5. Vehicles shall not be permitted to exit by way of the north- 
easi gate, opposite the Bishop’s Palace. 

G. Vehicles shall not be permitted to proceed westwards along the 
north park drive. 

(4) 8t. Thomas’ Church, Middletbn Row. 

1. All vehicles shall be jiaiked on Middleton Row, north, motor- 
vehicles on the east side and horse-drawn vehicles on the west side, all 
facing south. 

2. Wliile the seivice is in progress no vehicle shaJll be allowed to 
enter the portico or to drive up to any of the doors of the church. 
Vehicles passing the church sliall do so at a walk and with as little 
noise as possible. 

f3. At the (ionclusioTi of the service all vehicles shall move off via 
Oainac Street. No vehicles shall be allowed to enter Middleton Row 
from Cama(j Street for a i)eriod of ten minutes afier the conclusion of 
the service. 


(e) On the Maiden. 

(1) General. 

1. No person shall play football, cricket, hockey, tennis or any 
game upon the muidan except on such portions and at such times as 
are sanciioned by the Commissioner of Police. 

2. , No perscm shall drive or leave any vehicle on the grass on any 
part of tlie maidan except on suc h y>ortions and at such times as are 
sanctioned by the Comini ssioiior of Police. 

3. No person shall ride or lead any hprse or other animal or ride 
or wheel any vehicle along Secretaries* walk or any footway or road 
reserved exclusively for the use of pedestrians. 

(2) Maidan Roads. 

1. Bullock or buffalo carts shall not be allowed to proceed along 
any of the roads mentioned in column 1 of schedule F between the hours 
specified in column 2 of Hint schedule. 

2. No person shaJll sit or walk or stand on any of the balustrades 
erected on the sides of any of the maidan roads. 

(3) Eden Cardens (ordinary oooasions). 

1. All vehicles shall approach the carriage park on the west of 
the garden from the north, drop tlieir occupants and park as follows: — 

(a) Motor-veil icles shall be parked eight abreast on the park, facing 
south. The bonnets of the cars to be in line with the red marks on 
the garden wall. 

(b) Tlorse-drawn vehicles, if any, shall be parked in the same manner 
on the last three lines. 

2. No vehicles shall he so parked as to obstruct the entrances to 
the gardens.

Carriage arrangamenta on the oooaaionof any puMio function hold on 
the Calcutta Cricket Club or on any part of the Eden Gardens east 
of the Calcutta Club. 

1. Vehicles approaching the gates on Eden Garden Road shall set 
down their passengers on the north side of the road if approaching from 
the west and on the south side of the road if approaching from the east 
and park as follows : — 

Park A.i — In a single line on the south side of the road, facing 
north, 7.C., back to kerb. The line to commence from the entrance of 
the Calcutta Football Club and to extend to a point in line with street 
lamp No. 12. 
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Park B. — In a single line on south side of road, teeing north, i.e., 
hack to kerb. The line to croinmenee from street lamp No. 10 and to 
extend to a j)oint 20 feet west of the junction of Plassoy Gate Road. 

2. Vehicles appioacliing the Auckland itoad shall set 

down their jiassengers on the north side of the road if appi-oacLing 
from the west and on the south side if approaching from the east and 
park as follows : — 

(«) Park Ai — In a single line on the south side of Auckland Road, 
facing north, ?.r., back to kerb. The line to (!ommence from a point 
20 feet east of the jumdion of Strand Road and to extend to a point 
20 feet west of the nortli gate of Eden Gardens, 

(h) Park Ill a single line on the south side of Auckland Road, 
facing north, i.e., back to kerb. The line to commence 20 feet east* 
of the north gate of the garden and to extend up to a point 20 feet west 
c>t the junction of Eden Garden Road. 

(r) Park G. — In a single line on the west side of Government Place 
west, facing south-east, i.r. at an angle to the kerb. I’he line to 
commence from a point 20 feel fi-om the junciion of Auckland Road 
and to extend to a point 20 feet from tlie junction of and south of 
Esplanade 11 ow West. 

•1. Hojse-dra wri vehicles shall park in a single line on the west 
side of Plassey Gate Road, faring north, i.e., parallel to kerb. The 
line to commence from a point 00 feet south of tin* junction with Eden 
Garden Road and 1o extend ns far south as is necessary. 

4. Taxicabs up to twenty in number for hire shall park on the wn>st 
side of the Iriaiignlar plot, east of Eden Gardens, facing south, i.e., 
parallel to I he kerb. The line to continue along the north side of the 
])l(>t, vehicles facing west. 

n. On oi'dinar\ occasions when heavy traffic is expe<ded, traffic 
along* Eden (lardeii Road and Auckland lioad from the west shall m>t 
be slopptul. 

(I. Vehicles shall not be driven off the parks except when actually 
occupied. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather and when traffic 
is not heavy, at the discretion of the police officer on duty. 

(4) Calcutta Footliall Club Ground. 

On the occasion of sports meetings of any description being held on 
this ground the follawing orders shall be enforced: — 

Arrival. 

1. 'Irafiic along Eden Gardens Road from west to easj^ may be 

stopped at the discretion of police on duty a reasonable ])criod before 
the (’ommenceiiient of the meeting until traffic 1ms resumed imnnal 
prciportions. • 

2. All veliiclcs shall appremeb the ground from the east and park 
as follows: — 

Motor-vehicles — Park 1. — Motor-vehicles shall he parked in blocks 
of twelve or more vehicles, four or more in each line, with an int^iwen- 
ing space of two car lengths between each block. 

The first blo(*k to be in line wdtli Reel’s Statue at the junction of 
Strand Road and Eden Gardens Road, and the park to extend up to a 
pedni 20 feet from the junction of Rlassey Gate Road. 

No vehicles shall be permittc<l to lemain standing on any part of 
the north side of Eden i hardens Road. 

Park 2. — Any surplus vehicles shall he parked on the Eden Gardens 
Rark on the west side of the gardens. Vehicles on this park shall be 
parked in lines, eight abreast. The bonnets of all vehicles to be in 
line with the red marks on the garden wall. 

Park 3. — Any further surplus vehicles sha'll be parked on the 
ruaidan, near the northern ramparts of Fort William, east of Calcutta 
Gate Road. Vehicles on this park shall be parked in lines of twenty 
vehicles with a space of lb feet between each line. 

Horse-drawn vehicles. — All horse-drawn vehicles shall be diverted 
into Rlassey (3ate Road and shall park in two lines, one on each side 
of the road, facing north. 

3. Tfxicabs for hire. — (a) Taxicabs for hire shall be lined up on 
the west side of Eden Gardens Road east, facing south. ^ The line to 
be continued, along the south side of Auckland Road, facing east. 

(b) A feeder stand for this rank shall be lined up on the cemented 
stand on Northferobke Avenue, facing i^ofutE. 
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(c) No empty taxicabs shall be i)€rmitted to stand on Lawrence 
Road, or Government Place South and West. 

(d) Ten minutes before the close of the meeting the rank of taxicabs 
on the stond (n) above shall he permitted to proceed along Eden Garden 
Road and park on the north side, facing west. The bo>nnet of the first 
taxicab to be in line with tlie <‘lub entrance. Taxicabs on the rank 
shall move forward as vacancies occur. 

Departure. 

4. No vehicle shall leave the parks until it has picked up its 
CH‘Cupants, and all vehicles shall drive ofl‘ in the direction they are 
facing, west. 

5. No vehicle shall he permitted to turn round on Eden Gardens 
Road. 

f). Hoj’sc-drawn vehicdes leaving the park on Plassey Gate Road 
shall not be pennitted to turn west into Eden Gardens Road, until 
such time as traffic^ has resumed normal proportions and until permission 
to do so has been leceived from the ^ndice on duty. 

7. Half Jin liour after the close of tlie meeting all vehicles parked 
on Eden Gaidens Koad at a distance of more Iban 2 feet away from the 
kerb shall l)e removed by ihcii’ respective owners or ])y the persons in 
charge of such vehicles and parked close to and para*llel to the kerb. 

(5) Dalhousie Athletic Club Ground. 

The following aiTangements shall bo made on the occasion of any 
sports meeting on this ground : — 

1. Park 1. — All mot-or-vehicles afiproachiug the ground from the 
west shall be ]mT‘ked iu blocks of six to nine vehicles, at the discretion 
o.f the jK>Hce on duty, wilh an intervening space of two car lengths 
between each block, on the norih side of Mayo Road, facing east. The 
bonnets of the vehicles in the first line shall be 20 feet from the 
tramway lines at the junction of Mayo Hoad and Diift'erin Road. The 
park to extend westwards to a point 30 feet east of the island at the 
junction of Mayo Road and lied Road. 

Park 2.— All motor-vehicles apjiroachiiig from the east shall park 
in two lines on the south side of Mayo Road, head on to the crown of 
the road. The line to <*ommonce from the Red Road balustrade and 
to continue to u j)oint 20 feel west of the culvert, west of the pavilion.

2. Horse-drawn vehicles. — Horse-drawn vehi<des shall be parked 
in a single line* on the east side of Dufferin Hoad, facing south, north 
of the Mayo Statue, rhe line to extend as far north as is necessary. 

3. No vtdiicbvs shall 1 h? i)ermitted to turn round on Mayo Road 
from its jun(‘tiuii with lied Hoad to the Mayo Statue. 

4. No vehicles shall be pejniiited to park or remain standing for 
any peri(Ml on the south side of Mayo Hoad from the c.ulvert, west of 
the Pavilion to the junction of Dufferin Road. 

5. No vehicles shall be j)ermitted to park or remain standing for 
any period on that portion of Mayo Hoad surrounding the Mayo 
Statue. 

(>. Half an hour after the close of the meeting all vehicles parked 
on Mayo Road and Dufferin Road at a distance of more than 3 feet 
away from the kerb shall removed and parked, by the person in 
charge of such vehicles, (‘lose to and parallel to the kerb. 

(6) Race Course. 

(I) 1. Between the hours of 6 a.m. and 9 a.m. all riders using the 
public riding track shall — 

(a) proceed at a walk when entering or leaving the race course, 

(h) use the track as a right-handed course onty, 

(c) 'not W'alk their horses on the track, hut, when proceeding at a 
w-alk, keep on the grass to the right of the track; and 

(d) not gallop on tike tradk. 
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2. No pedestrian shall use the traok. 

3. No dog shall be allowed on tl.e track or within the race course 
enclosure except on leash. 

(II) On the occasion of race meetings of the Royal -Calcutta Turf 
Club— 

(a) General Public. 

Arrival. 

1. Circular Road irom its junction with Kidderpore Road will be 
closed to all traffic approaching from the west for one hour before the 
time fixed for the start of the first race until all traffic has regained 
normal x^r^^portions. 

2. All vehicular traffic shall approacli the public eirt.rances of the 
race course from the east only. 

3. Vehicular traffic shall approach the public vehicle ])arks on the 
south side of Circular Road by vvay of the drive on the south of Cir(‘ular 
Road, entering the drive near the north approach of Zeerut Bridge. 

i Parks. 

4. Motor-vehicles shall be parked in two lines on the south side 
of Circular Road, facing north, bonnets f»f the cars in the first line 
shall be in line with the row of street gas lamps on the S()uth side of 
the road. Any ov(*rflow shall be parked on the maidan, south of the 
drive, in parks of two lines, facing noHli. 

5. Horse-drawn velncles shall be parked on the easttuTi end of the 
maidan, facing north, in rear of the motor-car parks. 

Taxi-cab Ranks. 

0. Taxi-cabs up to one hundred in number shall be [)arkod on the 
western end of the maidan, south of the djive, facing north, north of 
the riding sc lux d. 

7. Taxi-cahs up to forty in number shall be parked on the eastern 
j)ortioii of the maidan, south of the drive, facing north, north of tlie 
park for liorso-drawn velncles. 

8. Taxi-cabs approaching from the iiorili by way of Kidd(»ri)ore 
Road shall be parked in a single line mi the east side of the road, 
facing south. The bonnet of the first cah to be in line with street gas 
lamp No. 09. The rank to extend noithwards up to the junction of 
Hospital Gate Road. All taxi-cabs shall be lined up bet^feen the line of 
telegiaph f)ostf*and the ii*f*es, t.c., off the road. 

9. Taxi-cabs approaching from the west sliall be lined* up on the 
north side of St. George’s Gate Uoa<l. fiudng east, between the IJne of 
street gas lamps and tlie tiecs. 'Ihe line to extend up to tlie junction 
of Clyde Row, if necessary. 

10. All taxi-(;abs shall remain on the stands till actually oci-upied. 

11. From the time uj»poiuted for the start of the last nice hut one, 
all carts approaching Kidderjxire Bridge from the south shall be lined 
up on the north side of AVatgunge Street and on tlie west side of 
Circular Garden Reach Road, and those ajiprooching- from the north 
via Kidderxiore Road shall be lined up on the easf side of Kidderpore 
Road, between Kidderxjoie Road and (^asiiarina Avenue, between the 
line of street lamps and the trees till traffic has regained normal 
proportion. 

12. Motor omnibuses shall park on the south side of Circular Road, 
facdng north, north of the Riding School. 

.13. From a period of half an hour before the time fixed for the 
start of the last race, no empty taxicabs shall be permitted to proceed 
westwards along Circular Road, from its jun(*tion witl] Cathedral Road 
to its junction with Zeerut Bridge; southwards along Casuarina Avenue 
from it-s junction with Kidderpore Road to its junction with Circular 
Road. 


Departure. 

1. Circular Road fiom its junctions with Hospital Road Fjast and 
Hospital Road West will be closed to all traffir. approaching fi*om the 
east and north, from the finish of the last rac^^ till traffic has regained 
normal .proportions. 

2. Vehicles parked on the public car parks on the south^side of 
Circular Road ahall depart jefast^wtede.

Part III. 

Rules for the Regulation of Processions. 

(a) Ordinary processions with music, 

1. Except as hereinafter provided, no procession with music shall 
be allowed in the streets of the town and suburbs ot Calcutta without 
a license in Form A from the Connuissioner of Police. 

2. Such license shall bo giant ed under the following conditions 
which shall be printed on the reverse of the same: — 

(1) The holder of a licimse shall, belorc making use ol it, register 
it at the police section named therein. 

(2) No musical instrument shall be sounded by any peison taking 
part in the procession for wdiicli a license is granted except in the 
streets therein specified and. ihfnnt) thv hnum spcn/led iji the hcense, 
and no more than the specified niimbei* of musicians shall be employed 
or take part in such procession. 

(3) All music shall cease in the neighhourhood of hospitals and of 
churches, mosques, tem})les or other places of worship during the 
time of public worship. 

(4) The procession shall pass only by the stieets sjiecified in the 
license. 

(6) The holder of the license shall make use of tlie same only on 
the day and during the precise liours tor which it is gninted. 

(6) The procession shall alw^ays pass by the left side of the street, 

(7) The members of the proc'ession shall not carry sticks,, clubs oi' 
(dher offensive weajmna. 

(8) No fire shall be curried, nor fire-works or hla/ilx rartrnlfjrs 
discharged during the course of the procession. 

3. The Commissioner of Police shall be competent t<< prohibit 
music with processions in respect of whi(‘h a license has been issued 
in any of the streets or areas specified in R(*hedule (I. 

4. No single procession of more than three hours’ duration shall 
ordinarily be allowed. 

6. In cases where the Commissioner of Polic(* consideiN it 
necessary for the preseiwation of order, on tJie application of the 
holder of the license or otherwise, that ])olice should accomx)any any 
procession, he shall be competent to depute such police officers as he 
considers necessary for the purpose, and the holder of the 'lic*ense t(»r 
such procession shall pay for ea(‘h police offi(*pr so dei)uted at a rate, 
which shall from time to time be fixed by the Commissioner of Police 
with the previous sanction of the Governor in Council. 

6. The fees chargeable on license issued under rule I shall be 
regulated by the number of musicians in each procession and shall 
be levied on a scale which shall be determined from time to time 
by the Commissioner of IVdice with the previous sanction of the 
Governor in Council, 

7. The holder of a license shall be bound to obey all reasonable 
directions he may receive from the police officers accompanying the 
procession. 

8. Every license-holder shall be responsible for the peaceful 
behaviour of all the persons composing his procession, and, in the 
event of any riotous or disorderly conduct on the part of the members 
composing such procession, any police officei* not below the^zc^ of 
Kead-cohfltoble may^ should he think fit, at once withdraw such 

by verbal order and all persona oomposing such assembly 'or^Hce^sio^'^. 
sWl inuaedigtldiy diq;tarse. 
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(b) Processions with music on eooount of Hindu Festivals. 

1. Noiwithstantling' anything' contained in rule 1 ol* tlie rules for 
ordinary processions with music, the license prescrihed hy that rule 
shall not be necossaiy for processions on the occasion of the principal 
Hindu religious festivals, in respect of each of which festivals the 
Commissioner of Police shall, by a general notification, allow 
processions within specified hours in any of the streets or areas 
specified in schedule H. 

2. Such processions shall be subject to the following conditions: — 

/I) All musi(! shall cease in the neiglibouihood of hospitals and of 
churches, mosques, temples or other places of worship during the time 
of ])ul)lic worship. 

. (2) Processions shall always pass by the left side of the street. 

(3) The members of the processions shall not carry sticks, clubs or 
other offensive weapons. 

(4) No fire shall be carried nor fire-works or blank c.artridges 
discharged during the course of the processions. 

(5) The Commissioner of Police shall be competent to prohibit 
music with processions in respect of whi(*h a license has been issued 
in any of the streets or areas specified in schedule U. 

3. At the time when such processions are in progress the running 
of tram-cars in the street concerned shall be restricrted or regulated as 
the CommiLssioiie^; of Police directs. 

4. The holder of a Hcx^ise in Ibrm A shall be bound to obey all 
reasonable direi'tions of the police af'-companying the proi'ession. 

.f) Eveiy license-holder shall be respoiisildo for the peaceful 
behaviour of all the persons rnin]H)sing liis prof'ession, and in the event 
of any riotous or disorderly conduct f)n ilie yiart of the members 
composing such procession, any police f)ffi(*pr not below the rank of 
head-constable may, should he think fit, at on(^e withdraw siicdi license 
by verbal order and all persons composing such assembly or progression 
shall immediately disperse. 

<o) PrpcessiiHis on account of the Muhammadan festival of the 

Mohurrum. 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 1 of the rules 
f(»r ordinary, proiressions with luusitr, licenses for processions on 
ac(‘ouni of the Muhammadan festival of the Mohiirnim shall be issued 
subjcM't tT) the following conditions: — * 

*(1) All music sliall cease in the iieighlK)iii'liood of hospitals and of 
churches, temples or other places of worship during the time of public 
worship. 

(2) Sanction to carry a Inboot, tajia or pimja shall be granted to 
a Muhammadan only; and no person shall in any street erect or carry 
about a taboot, tajia or punja, except with the sanction in writing 
of the Commissioner of Police. 

(3) Fjvery license-liolder shall be responsible for the peaceful 
behaviour of all the persons composing his prf^cession, and, in the 
event of any riotous or disorderly conduct on the part^ of the members 
(‘omposing such procession, the Commissioner of Police, may, should 
he think fit, at once wilhdraw such license by verbal order and all 
persons composing such assembly or procession shall immediately 
disperse.

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Part IV. 

IlisoaUanaous rulaa to prevant dangorSp obstruotion or inoonvenience 

to tho public. 

(a) Baggage ooolioc at Docks and Jetties within the Jurisdictions of 

the Calcutta Port Police. 

1. No person shall offer himself as a coolie for the .carriage 
of passengers’ luggage at tbe docks and jetties unless he wears a brass 
badge of the prescribed pattern on his right arm, and is registered^ 
in a book kept for the purpose by the Commissioners for the l^)rt of’ 
Calcutta or such firms or contractors as are authorised in this behalf 
by the Commissioners. 

2. The said book shall be open at any time during office liours to 
inspection by the police; and no person’s name shall be retained 
therein to whom the (vomissioner of Police may objei^t. The said 
book shall be kept in the following form: — 



3. The brass budge to be worn by a registered coolie shall l)ear 
the designation of the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, or tbe 
firm in whose employment the coolie is, aiid each badge shall bear 
a number ebrresponding with the serial number in the regVster book, 
in which the name of the coolie wearing the badge is registered. 

4. No coolie registered under these rules and present at the docilfs 
or jetties w^earing his badge shall refuse to carry the baggage of any 
passenger who may demand his services, unless such coolie has already 
been engaged by another passenger. 

5. Every dispute which arises between a passenger ami a 
registered coolie as to any matter referred to in these rules shall be 
decided by an European police officer present, or if there be no JOurupean 
police officer present, by the senior police offii^er present on tlie spot : 

Provided that the matter in dispute may, at the oj)tion of the 
passenger, be i^eferred to the nearest police section, where it shall be 
decided by .the senior police officer present, whose decision shall be 
final. 

6. No coolie registered under these rules shall exchange his brass 
'badge with another coolie or lend, transfer or sell his badge to any 
other person whether he is registered or not. 

(b) Breaking in of horses or other animals on the streets. 

No person shall break in any horse or other animal on any street, 
road or public place within a radius of five miles of Government House. 

(0) Carrying notice boards for the purfioses of advertisement. 

1. No. person shall convey or cause to be conveyed through any 
street or public place any notice board intended for the purposes of 
advertisement which is more than two feet six inches in hei^t i^nd 
one foot eight inches in breadth. 
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2. No perHon shall, in any street, draw, wheel or drive any vehicle 
used solely or chiefly for the purpose of exhibiting advertisements so 
as to cause obstruction or danger to the traffic in such street. 

No . picture, print, board, placard, or notice, except in such 
form anil manner as may be approved of by the Commissioner of 
JV)lice, shall by way of advertisement be carried or distributed in 
any street or pul)lic place by any person, riding in any vehicle or on 
horse-bark or being on foot. 

This section shall not apply to the sale of newspapers. 

4. When any such notice boards are conveyed by a person on 
foot, they shall he slung fioin the shoulders of such person either in 

•front of or behind, or in front of and behind, such person; and they 
shall not be carried in any other way, and all such advertisements 
must be ^o constructed as to enable the bearer thereof to have a clear 
and unobstructed view in all directions. 

5. When any such notice boards are conveyed by persons on foot, 
each person conveying one or more notice l)oardB shall keep at a 
distance of not less than fifty feet from any other person conveying a 
notice board or Imards. 

6. No such notice board shall he (*oiiveyed on a bullock cart or 
ally other vehicle except a hand-cart; and such hand-cart must he 
under the control of two persons. 

7. When any such notice board is conveyed, in a hand-cart the 
greatest height from the top of the notice board to the ground shall 
not exceed six feet and the breadth shall not exceed nine feet. 

8. No person or conveyance carrying or (jonveying any such notice 
board shall halt on any main street; and they shall not be allowed- 
on any foot-path ; but shall proceed slowly along ilie caniageway, 
keeping as close to the curb-stone or foot-path as ]> 0 R 8 ible, and at the 
same time adhering to the rule of the road. 

9. No iron-work shall be used in the construction of any such 
notice board. 


(d) Convdyanoe of coal and building materials. 

No person shall convey or cause lo be conveyed in any street any 
coal, bricks, lime or other building mat.uials, on any cart, nr other 
vehicle unless the same be so constriu'ted as to prevent sudi coal or 
building materials from falling on the street, or blowing about or unless 
such coal or building materials be contained in bags or other suitable 
receptacles. 


(e) Leading or driving cattle^ 

1. No horned cattle, asses, mules, she>p, goats or swine (hereinafter 
referred to as ‘V.attle*0 shall be allowed on nny street unless they are 
accompanied by driver or cattlcherd, 

2. There shall be at least one driver or cattleherd to every twenty 
heads of cattle. 

8. Cattle shall not be tied together. 

4, Cattle shall be driven on the left side of the street only. 

b* All streets in the town and suburbs of Calcutta may he used by 
cattle, with the exception of the following streets, the use of which 
is prohibited between the following specified hours; —

(1) Between the houj^s of 6 a.in. and 10 p.m. — 

(a) Bentinck Street, Chitpore Hoad (Upper and I.#ower), Clive 
Street, Dhurrumtolla Street, Fairlie Place, Harrison Boad between 
C^^puie Boad and Howrah Bridge, Lall Bassar Street, Lyons Bange, 
Amnd Boad between Aheeritolla Street and Esplanade West. 
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(h) All streets with the exception of those named in (2) below, 
in the area bounded on the —

Street, Bentinck Street, Dhurrumtolla Street,' Wellesley 
Street and Park Street. 

East and South — By l/ower (Circular lload. 

West — By Chowringhee Road, Esplanade, East, Government 
Place, East, North, West, Esplanade West, and Strand 
Road. 

(2) Between the hours of It a. in. and 11 a.m. and the hours of 
4 p.rn. and 6 p.m. — 

Theatre Road, Wellington Street, College Street, CoriK)i:ation Street,. 
Sudder Street, Esplanade Row East. 

C. No person being in charge of any horse oi- cattle in any siieet 
or public place shall leave such horse or cattle at such a distance from 
him as will prevc;nt him from exercising duo control in respect thereof. 

7. No person shall fasten up any horse or cattle in any street or 
public place so as to cause any obstruction therein. 

8. iVo person shall lead or ride any horse or < allle U]>on any foot- 
way; and no person shall fasten up any horse or cattle in such a way as 
to make it possible for such liorse or cattle to stand across or on any 
footway. 

9. Wh€UL several horses aje being led along a street they shall be 
led in a single line on the right-hand side of the street- and each 
horse shall be under the charge of at least one attendant, a\1}o shall 
always keep on the left-liand side of the horse. 

(f) Music in streets and public places. 

No person shall play eny music oi* beat a drum or tom-tom, or 
blow a horu or trumpet, or beat or sound any l)ra8s or metal instru- 
ment or utensil in any street or public plac^e, other than a public 
* building and the pieciiicts thereof, except under a license to be 
granted by the ( 'oiniiiissioncr of Police in this l)eljalf, and subject to 
such conditions as the Commissioner of Police may impose under such 
license with a view to prevent obsimetion, inconvenience or annoyance 
to residents in, or passengers in the vicinil^ of, any such streets or 
public place. 

(g) Riding of bicycles. 

1. No pereoii riding a bicycle in any street or public plac’e shall 
be permitted to carry any oi-hor person on the same bicycle feither on 
the handle-bars, os on the back step, or on the cross bar. 

2. No person shall ride a bicy(*le in any street or public place in 
any other manner than on. the saddle. 

3. Every bicycle shall curry a suitable bell capable of giving 
audible and siifticient warning of its approach and position. 

4. The use on bicycles of klaxons, horns or of any appliances for 
giving warning other than bolls is prohibited in an 5 ^ street or public 
place. 

5. Every bicycle, when in use betw^een half an hour after sunset 
and half an hour before sunrise, shall have a red reflector fixed on the 
rear mudguard. 

6. Persons riding bicycles shall keep to the extreme left-hand side 
of the road and shall not ride more than two abreast. 

(h) Walking on the carriage-way. 

1- In streets where footpaths have been provided for the exclusive 
use of foot passengers, whether on both sides of the street or on one 
side only, no person shall, without reasonable excuse, walk along the 
carriage-way. This rule shall not apply to funeral, marriage and 
religious processions. 

2. No person shall rink or skate on rollers, wheels or other 
mechanical contrivances, on any street or thoroughfare. 

(i) Tranaaoting business on public thoroughfares. 

No person shall assemble on the public thoroughfares of the town 
and suburbs of Calcutta for the purpose of transacting busiu^s^ in 
shares, street auctions or similar transactions in such a manner a\.,to 
cause obstruction or inconvenience to the public.

1. That your petit ion(*r aaos a candidafe at 
the last election held oji tlie 18th Septejnher 
last for electing a nieinhor to the tV)iuiell ol 
State fr<mi the West BeTif»*al Mahoniedan 
Constituency and your petitioner (dainis to 
have had a right to be reliiiii(*d at the 
aforesaid eleetioii. 

2. That your petitioner states that the 
election was held on the 18ih Scfiteinhei, lOdO, 
when your ])etitioner and j\It. Mahnnid, 
Suhrawardy, the ies])ondent, weie the earidi- 
dates and the Iletiirniug Otfi(’eT has ietuirn*d 
Mr. Mahmud Sulnawardy as heing dul.v 
elected. 

d. That your petitioner prays that the 
voles recorded may he scrutinized and 
recounted as your petitionin’ has he<m inloimed 
and believes that a certain numhor of votes 
have been rc*corded on Ballot papers issued 
to Persians who are dead or are absent tioni 
the Prc^vince. Tour petit ionei, by a series of 
petitions which are on the file of the Ifeturn- 
injJC Officer diew the attention of the Boima- 
iixfi; Officer to the tact that a number of Ballot 
papers had been i^'Siied to dead jiersons and 
to some persons absent from fhe province; 
that soni(» of fhese Ballof papers miglit hn^e 
been delivered to other ])ersonH and were 
likely to he used for reeordinpr votes and 
requested him to seriitinize the Ballot papers 
wdth Tcfereiiee to the inner counterfoils to 
see whether any votes had been roeorded on 
Ballot papers issued to such persons. 

4. That your pefifitmer further states that 
four voters whose names wore recorded twii’c 
over in the Electoral Boll had two Ballot 
papers each delivered to them. Your ])eti- 
tioner drew the attention of the Keturninj? 
Officer to this fact by a petition with a prayer 
to scrutinize the Ballot papers to see wdiether 
votes were recorded by any of the voters on 
both the Ballot papers issued to him, or 
whether any other persoiifl had recorded votes 
on Ballot papers issued to such voters. Your 
petitioner believes that in some cases the 
sijipQntures on the Ballot papers were made in 
c'hararters not known to the Attesting Officer 
or the Returning Officer and your petitioner 
submits that the signatures should be read by 


persons able to read the script to ascertain 
whether the signatures are of the voter 
himself or of s<)me other person signing on 
his behalf. This fact was also brought to the 
notice of the Returning Officer by a petition 
filed before tlie day of counting, 

5. That your petitioner was personally 
present af the time of counting of the votes 
and drew the attention of the Returning 
Officer to. the facts above stated at the time 
and re([ue&tod him to scrutinize the Ballot 
papers by reference to the counterfoils but the 
Betuniing Officer refused to do so. 

6. That your petitioner states that the 
eoiiutiiig of the votes was not carefully and 
properly done by the Returning Officer as 
T'pquired by the rules and regulations for whilo 
the counting of the votes was proceeding the 
Returning Offi(*er did not give his whole atten- 
tion to the work but did other office work at 
the time such as sigTimg drafts which were 
brought in by peons and clerks during the 
time.

No. F.-07-V. R.-TI. — In their Resolution 
No. K.-Il, (latod the lOtli March 

1930, the’Goveiiniieiit of India announced 
that they had ilec.ided, with the approval of 
Ilis Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, 
that tlie rate of in*tereBt on deposits and also 
on balances at the predit of subscribers to the 
General rrovideiit ^nd other* aiinilar Funds on 
the 31st March 193(1 should be increased from 
43 to 5 per cent, with effect from the lat 
April 1930, and stated that a further Reso- 
lution explaining the change in the method of 
calculating the rate would be published in 
the (joiirso of the financial year. 

2. In the past the rate of interest has been 
(dmnged at intervals- when variations in the 
rate of interest obtainable on Government 
rupee securities indicated that changes were 
necessary and the rate fixed on each occasion 
has been based on principles the application 
of whi<jh has, in the opinion of the Govern- 
ment of India, proldijced an equitable resiilt. 
Hitherto, however, the Government of India 
have not adhere to any precise method of 
calculating the rate of interest, and it has 
recently been felt that the most satisfactory 
course for all comjerned would be to prescribe 
a definite formula by which the rate should 
be recalculated annually. 

3. The Government of India have there- 
fore decided, with the approval of His 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, that 
the rate of interest during each financial 


yescr shall be the. average redemption yield, 
during the five calendar years immediately 

{ ^receding, of all Government of India rupee 
oans with an unexpired term exceeding five 
years, the average being rounded off to the 
nearest quarter per cent. In future, there^ 
fore, the rate of interest on deposits and 
balances at the credit of subscribers to the 
Provident Funds mentioned in Resolution 
No. F..37-V. R.-II, dated the 10th March 
1930, will be calculated according to this, 
formula early in each (uilcndar year; and the 
rate so determined will be published in the 
Gazette of India to take effect from the begin- 
ning of the following financial year.

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Legislative 
Council, to which the Bengal State Aid to Industries Bill, 1930, was referred 
by a motion carried in the Bengal Legislative Council on 13th August, 1930, 
have the honour to submit this our report with a copy of the Bill, as amended 
by us, annexed All matter omitted by the Select Committee has been 
enclosed in square brackets, and all new matter inserted has been underlined 

1. The Bill was published in English in the “Calcutta Gazette” on 7th 
August, 1930 

2 The Committee met for the first time on 22nd August, 1930, and 
finished detailed consideration of the Bill at meetings held on 10th and 11th 
November, 1930. 

3* We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered as to require 
Hipublicatioii 

4 We recommend that the Bill as amended be passed by the Council. 

5 The following are the principal changes made in the Bill • — 

Clause 15.— Specific provision has been made for obtaining an explana- 
tion from the Board before action is taken against it under this clause 

Clause 16. — The addition has been made m order to enable the Local 
Government to utilize the advice of the Board on miscellaneous matters 
connected with the administration of the Act, and in particular before 
taking action under clause 25 

Clause 19. — The Committee considered that fifty per cent of the net 
value of the assets of an industrial undertaking was the limit .to which the 
amount of a loan might safely be extended, and that twenty years was an 
excessive period for repayment in the case of loans made on such security 
as machinery which is specially liable to depreciation from wear and tear 
and obsolescence A term of twenty years has been retained as the maxi- 
mum period for repayment of loans secured upon land and buildings 

Clause 21. — The Committee disapproved of the principle of discrimina- 
tion contained in sub-clause (6) of the first proviso and have replaced it by 
the condition that Government should be satisfied with the composition of 
the Board 

Clause 23.- -The Committee considered that the amounts to be set aside 
for depreciation and for the building up of a reserve fund should be more 
definitely indicated 

Clause 26. — The last sentence is unnecessary in view of clauses 24 
and 28.

(1) Ordinary shares in concerns which require State aid are not 
sufficiently good security for Government’s money. 

(2) ll is one thing for Government to lend its money to such a concerii, 
but quite another for it to become a share-holder with a share of the 
responsibility for the management or mismanagement. The latter is 
undesirable. 

(3) By taking up shares at the time of issue to the public Government 
would be encouraging the public to invest in what it knows to bo a concern 
unable to stand on its legs. 


Minute of dissent by Mauivi Abdul Hamid Shah, M.L.C. 

1 sign this Report subject to the only point of dissent noted below : — 

The object of the Bill is to obtain Statutory power to enable State aid 
to be given mainly for the purpose of encouraging cottage industries and 
industries on a small scale, and clause 21 (a) (i), (ii) and (in) has been 
inserted therein for giving effect to the aforesaid object of the Bill; and it 
is obvious that the rural areas of Bengal would be much benefited by the 
introduction of this Bill. But the constitution of the Board of Industries 
as embodied in clause 3 of the Bill provides for only one member from among 
the non-official members of the Bengal 1 legislative Council while four from 
the four different mercantile associations of this metropolis. My humble 
' suggestion was that at least three members should be taken from among the 
non-official members of the Council, but which was, for want of proper 
support in the sitting of the Select Committee, rejected. 


Minute of dissent by Rai Badridas Goenka Bahadur, C.I.E., M.L.C. 

I regret that no financial provision has been made in the Bill for 
carrying out ite purposes when it is passed into law. When some time ago 
a similar Bill was circulated for opinion, some of the most important 
public bodies representing Indian Commercial and Industrial interests 
strongly urged the necessity of making adequate financial provision in order 
that the Act might really serve the purpose for which it was intended. In 
view of the fact that the resources at the disposal of the transferred depart- 
ments are not sufficient to meet their requirements, I arn afraid, it is futile 
to expect that State aid to industries will be ensured merely by giving power 
to the Government to grant State aid, as this Bill purposes to do I have 
therefore always held the view that a fund should be gradually built up by 
setting apart every year a certain sum either from the Revenue Account qr 
from the Ijoan Fund and that this fund should be earmarked solely for 
helping forward the development of industries and that this allotment 
should not lapse at the end of the year. The annual disbursement in the 
beginning should of course be less than the annual allotment. If this is 
done, it will be possible to have a fund of a large size in the course of a few 
years and to give the assistance which the industries of the country really 
require. I understand that in the absence of any financial provision, the 
result of the working of similar Acts in other provinces has been far from 
satisfactory. This has confirmed me in the view I have expressed a^ve 
and I feel I cannot too strongly emphasise the need of creating a fund for 
giving State aid to industries.

1, (1) This Act may be called the Bengal State ^ ^ 

Aid to Industries Act, lOriO. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Local Government may, by notification, [direct] appoint.

(d) the guarantee of interest on preference shares 

or debentures to l>e secmied and the ainoiinr 
realised thereunder by any industry to be 
repaid in the prescribed manner; 

(e) the guarani ee of a minimum return on the 

ivhole or part of the ca])ita 1 of a joint stock 
company to he secured and the amount 
• realised thereunder l)y any industry to be 
re] laid in the ])reHcrihed manner; 

if) the grant on favourable terms of land, raw 
material, firewood, water or any other pro- 
j)erty of file Local Government; 

(//) the payment of a subsidy for — 

(i) the c'onduct of research; 

(it) the ])urcluise of machinery; and 

(fe) subject to the prescribed conditions, the su])- 
I 1 I 3 - of machineiy on tlie hire-purchase 
system . 

(2) In the case of the grant of any of the forms of 
State aid specified in clauses (/) and (g) of sub-section 
(/), the Local Government shall .ordinarily in the order 
granting sucli aid fix a period of years and a rate of 
interest on the capital invested in the industry so aided, 
and, if within such period the industry i)ays a rate of 
interest or a dividend in excess of the rate so fixed, the 
value .of the aid granted, as ascertained by the pre- 
scribed authority in the jucscribod manner, shall be 
paid at the expiration of the said period by the owner 
of the industry to the Local Govemraent.

(Note. — On an averuj^i*, oi‘ the years end- 
ing’ 1928-29, the area under linseed in 
Beiif^al has T(*])reseiited some 8 *4 per cent, 
and that under rape and mustard 11-d per 
cent, of the total areas under these crops in 
British India.) 

Explanatory. — 'J'hree foiLuosts are issued 
for the spring- oilsi^cd crops. Tlie present one 
deals with the area sown and the condiiion 
of the crops. 

Area sown. — Oilseeds are principally grown 
in tlm llajsliahi, Dacca and Presidency Divi- 
sions. In the other fvvo divisions the ('iilti- 
vaiion is sniall.^ The total area under these 


crops (excepting sesamum for w)ii< h sei)arute 
forecasts are issued) is returned at 901,900 
acres this year as against 854,000 and 
808,000 acres, resi>octively, in the corres- 
ponding and final forecasts of last ‘year. 


Character of the Season. — The lainfnll in 
Se]>1einl)er aiid October, lliough a little defi- 
cient, was ailequaic for tiio preparatory 
tillage and sowings of the crops wliicli took 
place generally in the normal time. In 
November, on the other hand, the rainfall 
was excessive and was harmful to the growth 
of tim crops in sonu' districts (‘.specially in 
Bogra, Pahna, Faridpur and Hakarganj. 
1Mie i)res(»nt condiiion is r(»]>ort(M] to be satis- 
factory on the whole.
